Many  flowering  trees 
and  shrubs  need 
a cold  dormancy 
period  in  order  to  bloom.  These 
types  of  plants  will  set 
flower  buds  before  winter. 
This  is  an  advantage  to  us  humans 
yearning  for  some  color  in  the 
middle  of  this  sometimes  drab 
season.  We  can  bring  these  budded 
stems  indoors  and  convince  them 
it’s  spring  and  time  to  bloom. 
Start  by  selecting  the  appropriate 
time  to  cut  the  branches.  Most 
buds  need  at  least  six  weeks  of  cold 
and  usually  perform  better  when 
cut  closer  to  actual  bloom  time. 
Right  now  should  be  a good 
time  to  cut  forsythia.  Cornelian 
cherry  (Comus  mas),  witch  hazel 
(Hamamelis  spp.)  and  fothergilla. 
By  the  end  of  February,  Bradford 
pcar(Pyrus  calleryana ‘Bradford’) 
and  cherries  (Prunus  spp.) 
should  be  ready  to  bring  indoors 
By  mid  to  end  of  March,  Redbud 
(Cercis  canadensis),  magnolia, 
quince  (Chaenomeles  spp.),j 
serviceberry 
( Amelanchier 
spp.)  and  lilacs 
(Syringea 
spp.)  should  be 
ready  to  cut.

branches  down  to  an  inch  or  two 
longer  than  the  desired  length. 
Fill  a vase  or  container  with  warm 
water  and  floral  preservative.  (I 
have  also  heard  that  a tablespoon 
of  Listcrinc, 
bleach  or 
lemon-lime 
soda  works 
in  place  of 
the  floral 
preservative.) 

Re-cut  stems 
at  a severe 
angle  under 
warm  water;  a 
sink  or  bucket 
helps.  Larger 
stems  may 
be  split  down

inch  or  two  to  help  with  water 
absorption.  After  cutting,  put 
immediately  into  the  prepared 
vase  to  allow  as  little  air  as 
possible  to  make  contact  with  the 
fresh  cut.

hoping  to  understand  the  culture 
of  violence. 

Violence  is  hardly  a foreign 
concept  to  Drown,  however. 
Growing  up  on  Chicago’s 
south  side,  lie  saw 
violence  first  hand. 

In  his  teenage  years,  a 
rival  gang  drovc-by  his 
best- friend’s  mother’s 
house  and  opened  fire 
onto  the  unsuspecting  inhabitants. 
He  was  surrounded  by  gang 
culture,  and  recalls  events  in 
his  life,  including  a frightening 
personal  account  of  Russian 
roulette,  where  events  could  huve 
gone  terribly  wrong. 

However,  as  Brown  is  so  fond 
of  saying,  “It  is  what  it  is.’’ 

In  realizing  the  mediocrity  and 
malaise  his  life  had  acquired  in 
college,  Brown  decided  to  take

Going  into  Dr.  Wayne  Dyer’s 
Excuses  Begone!  I was  honestly  not 
expecting  that  much.  I figured  this 
book  to  be  another  dime  a dozen 
self-help  book,  and  really  wasn’t 
expecting  anything  special. 

However,  upon  further  research 
on  Dr.  Dyer,  I found  out  that  he 
has  published  over  30  other  books 
and  works  to  help  others  in  self 
development,  and  many  of  his  books 
have  been  critically  acclaimed. 

Dr.  Wayne  Dyer  starts  out  by 
explaining  “Mind  Viruses”  that  cause 
people  to  have  negative  thoughts  and 
self  defeating  thinking  patterns. 

He  then  goes  on  explaining  some 
of  the  most  common  excuses  that 
people  give,  such  as  “I  can’t  afford 
it"  or  “I’m  too  old”  or  “I’m  not 
smart  enough”  or  “It  takes  too  much 
time.”  He  lists  many  more  and  gives 
a different  way  of  looking  at  each 
one. 

With  each  excuse,  he  maintains 
the  same  attitude,  keep  a positive 
attitude,  don’t  focus  on  the  negative, 
and  then  offers  a few  solutions  with 
each  one. 

In  his  next  section  he  lists  a 7 
step  program  to  overcome  excuses, 
which  sounds  overdone  at  first, 
but  offers  a new  way  of  looking  at 
your  problems  and  how  they  can  be 
overcome. 

He  then  proceeds  to  talk  about 
questions  you  should  ask  yourself 
involving  your  excuses  such  as 
“Where  did  it  come  from?”  and 
“Is  it  true?”  To  be  honest,  I was 
really  surprised  at  how  effective 
his  methods  are,  and  was  interested 
to  hear  what  he  had  to  say  next. 

I’ll  be  the  first  to  admit  that  I’m 
guilty  of  being  a cynic  about  many 
things.  But  Dr.  Dyer’s  book  really 
does  offer  • realistic  solutions  to 
everyday  excuses.  The  key  thing 
I was  wondering  as  I was  reading 
this  was,  “Is  there  a section  that  will 
seem  to  really  stick  out  to  me?” 

As  I read  on,  it  seemed  many  parts 
applied  to  my  negative  thoughts  and 
it  does  a good  job  of  creating  firm, 
simple  and  realistic  solutions  to  look 
at  your  problems  to  help  you  develop 
a more  positive  outlook  on  life. 

To  be  honest,  there’s  really  not  much 
more  that  needs  to  be  said  about  this 
book.  If  you’re  one  of  the  many 
people  who  seem  to  be  stuck  in  a 
rut  that  you  can’t  seem  to  get  out  of, 
then  I would  highly  recommend  this 
book. 

It  offers  a unique  style  that  I 
haven’t  seen  before  in  self-help 
books  and  I really  believe  that 
anyone  who  reads  this  will  be 
able  to  get  something  out  of  it. 

All  in  all.  Excuses  Begone!  was  a 
pleasant  surprise  and  really  helped 
change  my  outlook  on  how  to  deal 
with  problems. 

My  only  real  complaint  is 
that  the  book  seems  to  drag  on 
at  times,  but  it  makes  up  for  it 
by  being  able  to  recapture  your 
attention  with  many  different 
solutions  and  attitudes  when  facing 
problems  you  think  arc  unfixablc.

Neighbor  is  the  first  of  her  books 
to  really  deal  with  an  abducted 
individual,  and  also  the  first  with 
this  many  narrators  (upwards  of 
seven  or  eight),  something  that 
I think  makes  the  novel  very 
complete. 

While  Gardner's  books  arc 
classified  as  xuspcnsc/thrillcrs. 
her  books  also  tend  to  be 
mysteries  (with  the  exception  of 
The  Perfect  Husband). 

However,  while  other  mystery 
novels  arc  typically  told  solely 
from  the  hero  or  heroine’s 
perspective.  Gardner’s  book 
is  told  by  the  point  of  view  of 


the  viclim(.s),  the  detective  or 
investigator,  and  even  the  killer's 
standpoint. 

Ever  since  I sturted  reading 
Gardner’s  novels,  when  I read 
other  mysteries,  it  feels  like 
there's  something  missing  when 
I don't  hear  from  the  criminal's 
point  of  view. 

One 
would  think 
that  from 
this  many 
perspectives, 
it  would  be 
incredibly 
easy  to  figure 
out  who  the 
one  behind  it 
is.  However. 

I have  yet  to 
predict  what  happened  before  it 
happened  in  any  of  her  novels 

The  Neighbor  was  a pretty 
unpredictable  novel  from  who 
had  done  it  to  the  climax  in  the 
last  50  pages. 

The  only  thing  thut  I don't 
quite  get  about  the  novel  is  the 
title  I have  yet  to  figure  out  why 
it  was  called  The  Neighbor  and 
why  the  tagline  is  “He  is  closer 
than  you  think." 

While  yes,  there  is  a "neighbor" 
in  the  story,  the  neighbor  only

it.  Gardner’s  titles  are  usually 
quite  fitting  for  the  story,  but 
this  book  is  an  exception. 

With  ignoring  the  title,  I 
personally  loved  this  book. 

It  was  very  well  written, 
unpredictable,  original,  and  not 
too  disturbing  (especially  when 
compared  to  her  2008  release. 
Say  Goodbye).  However,  I 
certainly  wouldn't  recommend 
this  book,  ulong  with  ANY  of 
Gardner's  other  books,  to  those 
of  you  sensitive  toward  crude 
language,  sexual  innuendo 
(after  all,  it  is  told  straight 
from  many  people's  point  of 
view,  including  a registered  sex 
offender)  or  graphic  imagery  of 
murder  and  sexual  child  abuse.

An  'Extraordinary’  Man 

With  a career  of  memorable  roles  underneath  his  belt, 
Harrison  Ford  is  still  surprising  his  fans  with  new  film

Harrison  Ford  may  be 
known  for  many  iconic  roles. 
Whether  cracking  whips  as 
Indiana  Jones,  cruising  the 
galaxy  as  Han  Solo  or  running 
after  a one-armed  man  as  Dr. 
Richard  Kimble — “movies 
that  you  know  me  best  for,”  as 
Ford  put  it — his  rugged  charm 
has  entertained  film  audiences 
for  decades. 

The  Chicago-native 

recently  returned  to  the  Windy 
City  to  discuss  his  new  film, 
Extraordinary  Measures,  co- 
starring  Brendan  Fraser  and 
Keri  Russell. 

In  the  movie,  inspired 
by  a true  story.  Ford  plays 
Dr.  Robert  Stonehill,  an 
unconventional  scientist  who 
is  both  gruff  and  on  the  edge 
of  a medical  breakthrough  for 
a rare  disease  called  Pompe 
disease,  a disorder  that  is 
suffered  by  John  Crowley’s 
(Fraser)  two  youngest 
children. 

Such  a serious  topic  would 
definitely  aid  Ford  from 
fending  off  questions  about 
adventure  archeology  or  the 
Millenium  Falcon.  And  yet, 
that  didn’t  seem  to  matter. 

He  might  be  soft-spoken 
and  viewed  by  the  general 


population  as  not  only  an  intensely 
private  person  off-screen  but  also 
a bit  of...  well,  a jerk. 

Not  so. 

During  the  roundtable 
interview,  he  came  across  as 
humble  and  reserved,  which  his 
Midwestern  roots  likely  instilled 
upon  him.  But  his  passion  for  this 
project  shown  through,  notably 
because  he  is  an  executive 


producer  on  the  film  in  addition 
to  a member  of  the  cast. 

“I  was  looking  for  material  that 
I could  develop  for  myself,  a film 
in  which  1 could  play  a character 
that  was  different  than  what 
people  might  expect  from  me,” 
said  Ford.  “A  movie  that  I could 
help  assure  the  quality  of.” 

Although  he  may  not  have 
come  right  out  and  said  it,  his 
offers  don’t  exactly  fly  through 
hyperspace  into  his  hands,  hence 
his  hands-on  involvement  in  the 
movie. 

"Sometimes  I feed 
opportunistically,  and  sometimes 
1 participate  in  the  development 
of  the  material,”  he  said.  “But 


circumstances  are  always 
different.  It’s  very  likely,  since  I 
no  longer  fall  into  the  main  vein 
of  meaty  roles,  age-wise,  that  I’ll 
be  developing  things  more  and 
more  for  myself.” 

This  is  no  freshman-producing 
outing  for  Ford,  though:  he 
previously  produced  K-19:  The 
Widowmaker,  ironically  also 
based  on  true  events.  However, 


with  plenty  of  producers  moving 
on  to  directing,  Ford  doesn’t  see 
that  in  his  future. 

“Directing  is  too  hard,  takes 
too  long  and  doesn’t  pay  well 
enough,”  he  said. 

While  attempting  to  Elmer 
Fudd  the  word  “championing,” 
Ford  settled  on  “raising  money 
for  a movie”  when  discussing 
how  one  might  not  get  full  credit 
for  a particular  piece  of  work  as 
a director  but  reiterated  “your 
identification  with  it  is  not  a 
negative.” 

Ford,  having  taken  many  risks 
in  his  career,  mostly  to  break  from 
the  action  star  mold,  doesn’t  view 
this  or  any  other  roles  he’s  played 


as  risky. 

“1  never  consider  that  I’m 
doing  anything  risky,”  he  said.  “If 
there  is  risk  and  you’re  capable  of 
perceiving  risk,  then  you  must  be 
capable  of  perceiving  mitigation 
of  risk.  Some  people  think  flying, 
which  I do,  [is]  risky.  Risk  for  me 
is  -no  virtue.  I’m  looking  for  [a] 
challenge.  I’m  looking  for  quality 
in  the  work  that  I do.” 

And  yet,  playing  a man  who 
risks  his  career  for  the  sake 
of  saving  lives,  Ford  will  not 
be  standing  about  a soap  box 
anytime  soon,  despite  his  low-key 
support  of  several  causes,  such  as 
environmental  conservation  and 
multiple  sclerosis. 

“I’m  not  an  advocate,”  he  said. 
“I  don’t  appear  preaching  the 
gospel.  I believe  the  arguments 
of  these  critical  issues  should 
be  conducted  by  experts  and  we 
should  all  take  responsibility  for 
making  reasoned  choices  about 
these  things.” 

His  stem  reservation  kicking 
in.  Ford  said  he  made  the  film 
because  he  “thought  it  would  be  a 
good  experience  for  the  audience, 
adding:  "I  didn’t  take  this  role  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  a bully 
pulpit.  I wanted  to  tell  a story 
that  would  exercise  people’s 
emotions  and  let  them  decide 
what  they  wanted  to  do  with  their 
responsibility  for  other  human 
beings.”

It’s  hard  to  believe  that  at  6’7’ 
Andy  Supergan  could  be  hidden 
in  anybody’s  shadow. 

However,  Supergan  has  been 
just  that,  but  as  each  game  goes 
on,  it’s  getting  harder  for  people 
not  to  see  him. 

Supergan  has  been  cast  in 
the  shadow  of  Brian  Bradley  on 
the  Joliet  Junior 
College  men’s 
basketball  team 
this  season,  but 
it  is  a situation 
Supergan  is 

familiar  with. 

“I  played  with 
Seth  Evans  at 
Seneca,  so  I’m 
used  to  not  being 
the  main  guy," 
he  said.  “But  it’s 
not  a big  deal. 

Basketball  is  a 
team  game.  As 
long  as  we  win,  it’s  all  good." 

Evans  is  now  playing  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin-Green 
Bay.  Supergan’s  time  at  Seneca 
playing  with  Evans  where  he  was 
coached  by  legendary  Seneca 
coach  Doug  Evans,  has  proven  to 
be  invaluable. 

“It  made  me  a more 
fundamental  player,"  he  said. 
“I  was  able  to  leam  the  hard 
work  it  takes  to  become  a better 


basketball  player." 

Supergan ’s  long  frame  gives 
defenses  problems  with  his  ability 
to  take  the  ball  inside,  as  well  as 
shoot  the  three  when  needed. 

He  has  posted  a season-high 
of  26  points  and  had  a stretch 
of  four  straight  double-doubles. 
Personally,  he  is  impressed  by  his 
rebounding  ability  and  how  well 
he  has  ran  the  court. 

While  Bradley  is  getting 
headlines  with  his  27  points  per 
game  average,  Supergan’s  12 
points  and  seven  rebounds  a game 
are  not  going  unnoticed  by  head 
coach  Joe  Kuhn. 

“Andy  just  keeps  getting  better 
and  better  every  day,"  said  Kuhn. 
“He  has  really  impressed  me  this 
season." 

A pre-law  major,  Supergan  has 
brought  his  winning  ways  with  him 
to  JJC.  Wherever  Supergan  goes, 
success  is  usually  not  far  behind. 
He  was  a member  of  two  IESA 
state  qualifying 
basketball 
teams,  an  IESA 
state  qualifying 
appearance  for 
baseball,  along 
with  a successful 
two  years  at 
Seneca. 

JJC  is  no 
different  as 
the  Wolves  arc 
ranked  fourth  in 
NJCAA  Div.  Ill 
polls. 

While 
Supergan  boasts  a team-high  61 
percent  field  goal  percentage,  he 
believes  improved  strength  and 
being  more  aggressive  will  help 
get  him  to  the  next  level.  Where 
that  next  level  might  be? 

“I  don't  really  know  yet,"  said 
Supergan.  “Hopefully  I’m  playing 
somewhere." 

At  his  current  pace,  it  will  be 
hard  to  stay  in  the  shadows  for 
much  longer.

remains  hopeful  that  a strong 
finish  is  at  hand. 

“We  are  better  skill-wise 
with  each  passing  game,"  said 
Sanderson.  “The  freshmen  arc 
getting  more  confidence  and  we 
are  becoming  more  consistent.” 
He  also  pointed  out  the 
reduction  of  turnovers.  He 
said  speeding  up  the  game  has 
actually  helped  the  Lady  Wolves 
reduce  their  turnovers.  He 
claims  that  the  wearing  down  of 
opponents  becomes  much  easier 
because  of  better  ball  handling 
and  belter  shot-sclcction. 

He  added  that  playing  as  a 
team  is  a necessity. 

"Whenever  we  look  back  at 
our  wins  on  [video],  we  see  that 


playing  as  a team  for  40  minutes 
gave  us  a win.” 

Sanderson  also  touched  on  the 
intangibles  of  the  game. 

"Motivation  is  important,  you 
can  have  all  the  X’s  and  O's,  but 
they’re  meaningless  if  your  team 
doesn’t  beliet'e  in  itself." 

He  believes  that  pointing  out 
the  positives  to  his  players  is 
important,  but  it  is  also  vital  to 
point  out  the  negatives. 

Sanderson  mentioned  that 
the  Lady  Wolves  have  been 
comfortable  playing  at  home  and 
that  bodes  well  for  the  playoffs, 
which  they  will  host. 

“You’rejusl  comfortable  in  your 
house,"  said  Sanderson.  "Also, 
you’re  just  more  comfortable 
playing  on  your  floor,  shooting  on 
your  rims,  and  the  girls  know  they 
have  the  support  of  their  families 
in  the  stands."

Lack  of  experience  a factor  in  Lady  Wolves  struggles

There  is  no  doubt  that 
after  a 2008-09  season 
with  an  impressive  8-2 
conference  record  and  a 
conference  championship, 
there  were  high  expectations 
for  the  Joliet  Junior  College 


women’s  basketball  team  this 
season. 

Thus  far  the  expectations  have 
yet  to  be  met,  as  the  Lady  Wolves 
have  stumbled  into  a 5-17  overall 
record,  and  a 2-5  conference 
record.

On  Feb.  5,  in  honor  of  Black 
History  Month.  Joliet  Junior 
College’s  Office  of  Student 
Activities  and  Black  Student 
Union  collaborated  to  get  three 
surviving  Tuskegee  Airmen 
veterans  to  give  a panel  talk  at 
JJC  of  their  memories  of  being 
the  first  African-American  pilots 


in  World  War  II. 

The  Tuskegee  Airmen  that 
visited  JJC  were  only  three  of 
the  15,000  Tuskegee  Airmen 
that  were  involved  with  the 
U.S.  military  during  WWII.  The 
veterans  included  Dr.  Wclton 
Taylor,  89;  Col.  Julius  Jackson, 
90;  and  Ll.  Quentin  Smith,  91. 

The  Tuskegee  Airmen  were 
a group  of  African-American 
pilots  stationed  in  Tuskegee,  Ala. 


Before  the  Tuskegee  Airmen  in 
WWII,  most  African- Americans 
were  subjected  to  labor  jobs  like 
carrying  supplies  or  burying  the 
dead.  This  changed  when  then 
lirst  lady  filcanor  Roosevelt  paid 
a visit  to  the  all-black  unit. 

"She  asked  If  one  of  the  black 
pilots  could  take  her  up  and 
was  told  no  by  an  officer."  said

It’s  easy  to  appreciate  the 
capability  to  move  around 
freely  courtesy  of  the 
highway  system  and  the  help  with 
personal  and  economic  goals. 

But  it's  hard  to  swallow  the  fact 
that  we  have  grown  accustomed 
to  more  than  31,000  highway- 
related  fatalities  each  year. 

The  cost  of  31,000  lives  is 
a terrible  toll  and  shouldn’t  be 
viewed  as  the  “price  we  pay"  for 
this  mobility. 

Winter-ridden  Illinois  roads 
can  be  very  dangerous.  Cement 
highways  turn  into  black  sheets  of 
ice,  snow  clings  to  neighborhood 
roadways  which  plows  can’t  get 
to  fast  enough  and  many  drivers 
don’t  seem  to  know  how  to 
handle  the  cold  responsibly  and 
drive  safely. 

Well  no  duh,  is  probably  what 
some  of  you  are  thinking. 

We  all  have  to  drive  in  these 
snowstorms,  so  telling  students 
to  drive  safely  is  about  as  useful 
as  their  parents  telling  them  "be 
safe”  before  they  go  out  at  night. 

"Oh,  thanks  for  the  advice, 
Mom.  Had  you  not  said  that  I 
surely  would  gotten  wasted  and 
then  jumped  off  a bridge." 


several  factors  that  deserve  to  be 
discussed. 

Law/speed  enforcement 
officials,  would  like  you  to  believe 
that  simply  “slowing  down,”  will 
help  make  driving  safer. 

Besides,  considering  there  are 
very  few  people  in  this  country 
who  consider  speed  limits 
to  be  maximums  rather  than 
minimums,  there  have  to  be  other 
factors  at  hand. 

In  terms  of  JJC  students,  there 
are  several  factors  that  make 
this  area  a treacherous  drive 
in  the  winter.  To  begin,  lately, 


accident  anytime.  The  radio,  the 
navigation  system,  rowdy  friends, 
the  venti  mocha  latte  in  the  cup 
holder  and  that  infernal  cell  phone 
are  all  dangerous  distracters. 

It  takes  only  a split  second  to 
cause  an  accident,  and  all  of  these 
activities  can  command  a driver’s 
attention  for  much  longer  than 
one  second. 

Again,  we  won’t  tell  you  to 
stop  using  these  distractions, 
because  no  one  is  going  to  listen 
(but  seriously,  let’s  limit  the  cell 
phone  usage  just  a little  bit). 

Now,  all  of  these  factors  add 


up  to  a typical  driver’s  level  of 
risk  of  getting  into  an  accident. 
However,  risk  itself  isn’t  the  only 
thing  that  increases  our  chances 
of  being  in  an  accident.  That 
other  thing  is  exposure  to  risk. 
Simply  put  double  the  amount  of 
miles  you  drive,  and  double  your 
chance  of  being  in  an  accident. 

So.  we’ve  broken  down  the 
reasons  for  vehicular  danger, 
plus  we  never  mentioned  speed. 
The  police  will  generally  say 
the  leading  cause  of  accidents 
is  speed,  and  maybe  it  is,  but  it 
can  be  argued  that  speed  only 
exacerbates  the  risks  described 
above. 

It’s  hard  to  imagine  that  simply 
boosting  your  speed  from  45  to  55 
will  suddenly  make  you  spin  out 
of  control  because  you're  unable 
to  handle  the  speed. 

Of  course,  insane  speeds  on 
roads  such  as  JJC  are  incredibly 
dangerous,  but  it  seems  like  a safe 
bet  that  many  of  the  3 1 ,000-a-year 
fatalities  have  not  been  caused  by 
insanely  high  speeds. 

In  general,  all  that’s  important 
is  to  stay  aware,  and  although  you 
probably  won’t  listen,  as  your 
mother  would  say:  “be  careful.”

It's  that  time  of  year  when  Terra  Nova 
mailboxes  everywhere  Nurseries  has 


overflowing  with 
garden  and  seed  catalogs.  I 
begin  to  believe  that  maybe 
winter  really  won’t  last  the  rest 
of  my  life  and  start  dreaming 
of  my  gardens’  possibilities. 
Here’s  a selection  of 

what’s  new  for  2010. 

Monrovia  has  introduced  several 
new  dwarf  barberry  cultivars, 
focusing  on  leaf  coloration. 

“Pygmy  Ruby"  is  a dense 
and  globe  shaped  barberry 
with  deep  red  leaves.  “Golden 
Ruby”  has  vibrant  coral-orange 
leaves  with  a yellow  margin. 
“Yellow  Doodle  Dandy”  and 
“Pink  Double  Dandy"  are 
Monrovia's  two  new  Itoh  peonies 
(intersectional  hybrids  which 
combine  the  exotic  flowers  of  the 
tree  peony  and  the  hardiness  and 
vigor  of  the  herbaceous  peony). 

I am  interested  to  check  out 
Monrovia’s 
“Charisma” 

Nuttall  oak  which 
has  chocolate 
to  maroon  new 
growth  and 
is  reputed  to 
have  excellent 
fall  color. 

Proven  Winners 
hasreleasedsome 
new  colors  in 
their  Supertunia 
(improved  petunia)  series, 
notably  the  funky  "Pretty  Much 
Picasso”  which  has  a deep  purple 
flower  that  is  edged  in  lime  green. 
The  "Snow  Princess”  sweet 
alyssum,  also  from  Proven 
Winners,  has  gotten  quite  a bit  of 
attention  for  its  vigor,  abundant 
flower  production  and  its 
lengthened  blooming  season. 

I might  be  able  to  successfully 
grow  a hydrangea  with  Proven 
Winner’s  “Little  Lime.”  This 
dwarf  version  of  "Limelight”  is 
exceptionally  hardy  and  drought 
tolerant  with  lime  flowers 
that  age  to  shades  of  pink.

newcoreopsis 
in  vivid 
colors.  For  a 
splash  of  fun, 
try  “Cherry 
Lemonade” 
for  its  lime 
foliage  paired 
with  bright 
red  blooms.

look,  check 
out  “Citrine”  for  its  cheery 
yellow  flowers  and  improved 
behavior  in  the  garden. 
Terra  Nova  Nurseries  has  also 
introduced  a large  array  of 
hcuchera  in  unbelievable  colors! 
The  A.A.S.  winners  arc  out  for 
2010.  Winners  include  the  good 
old’  purple  concflowcr  which 
has  a new  life  in  “Pow  Wow 
Wildberry.” 

The  plant’s 
basal  branching 
habit  results  in 
more  flowers 
per  plant  and 
this  baby  does 
not  need  to  be 
deadheaded  to 
keep  blooming! 
“Mesa  Yellow” 
gallardia  also 
took  home  the 
award  for  its  compact  and  tidy 
habit  with  3”  yellow  flowers 
that  continue  all  summer  long. 
2010  A.A.S.  winners  also  include 
“Double  Zahara  Cherry”  and 
“Double  Zahara  Fire,”  magenta 
and  orange  zinnias  bred  for  their 
improved  disease  resistance, 
attractive  foliage  and  large  double 
flowers. 

Sure,  there  are  bound  to  be 
some  duds  in  the  newest  plants 
this  year.  There  always  are.  But 
then  again,  every  year  has  offered 
up  something  great  in  plant 
selection.  There’s  only  one  way 
to  find  out:  plant  it!

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The  Student  Trustee  Report

Board  approves  tuition  hike 
for  the  Fall  2010  semester 


At  the  last  regular  board 
meeting  on  Feb.  5. 
the  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  a tuition  increase  of  $9 
per  credit  hour  effective  for  the 
Fall  2010  semester. 

The  increase  will  help  keep  the 
2010-11  budget  balanced  and  will 
allow  for  more  student  support 
services  and  staff,  more  full- 
time faculty,  as  well  as  opening 
more  sections  in  overburdened 
programs. 

How  the  funds 
generated  will  be 
allocated  is  to  be 
decided  at  future 
meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  will  be 
finalized  with  the 
approval  of  the  new 
budget.  With  growing  enrollment 
of  about  1000  students  per  year,  it 
is  vital  that  JJC  is  able  to  continue 
to  successfully  provide  services 
and  support  for  the  growing 
student  body. 

Although  higher  enrollment 
does  produce  higher  revenues  all 
on  its  own,  it  also  entails  greater 
expenses.  In  order  to  close  the 
financial  gap  created  by  greater 
student  needs  and  by  funds  not 
provided  by  the  state,  the  Board 
decided  to  support  the  college  by 
raising  tuition. 

This  decision,  although  at  first 
seeming  like  a big  hit  to  students, 
is  better  than  the  alternative 
of  having  insufficient  support 
and  services  for  students,  an 


alternative  that  would  require 
putting  caps  on  enrollment  and 
making  cuts  to  important  services 
provided  by  the  college. 

In  the  larger  scheme  of  things, 
this  increase  is  not  as  big  as  it 
could  be.  Schools  are  raising 
tuition  across  the  state,  us  high  as 
S20  at  other  community  colleges. 
Ideally,  the  budget  of  the  college  is 
supposed  to  be  supported  equally 
from  property  taxes,  tuition,  and 


33%  each. 

For  the  last  few  years,  the 
funding  provided  by  the  state 
has  been  about  10%.  with  a 
steady  decrease  over  time.  With 
the  current  economy,  the  state 
has  already  delayed  half  of  their 
payments  with  no  timeline  as  to 
when  they  may  be  received. 

This  is  a pattern  across  the 
state  of  Illinois,  and  it  is  unlikely 
that  these  payments  will  be  made 
within  a reasonable  time  frame,  if 
at  all. 

The  percentage  of  the  college’s 
budget  supported  through  funds 
from  property  taxes  has  been 
about  54%,  with  10%  or  so  from 
the  state,  about  33%  from  students 


and  3%  from  other  sources. 
As  funding  from  the  state 
drops  to  5%,  and  possibly  less 
in  the  future,  the  burden  must 
be  carried  in  other  wuys, 

Even  with  the  new  tuition 
increase,  the  amount  of  the 
budget  supported  by  students 
is  less  than  the  amount 
supported  by  taxpayers.  In  the 
future,  if  the  state’s  support 
approaches  0%,  the  burden 
could  be  split 
close  to  50% 
each  between 
taxpayers  and 
students. 

With  this 
mind,  it  is 
important  for 
students  ut  JJC 
to  advocate  for  funding  from 
the  state  on  behalf  of  the 
college. 

By  contacting  legislators 
and  stressing  the  importance 
of  community  colleges  to  the 
state  of  Illinois,  students  can 
make  it  clear  that  community 
college  education  should  be  u 
financial  priority. 

There  will  also  be  an 
opportunity  to  advocate 
direct  ly  by  meeting  with 
legislators  in  Springfield 
on  Student  Advocacy  Day.

Rowland  then  addressed  some 
common  risk  factors  associated 
with  suicide,  such  as  age, 
ethnic  background  and  gender. 
According  to  Rowland,  young 
adults  are  at  the  highest  risk  to 
attempt  or  complete  suicide, 
followed  by  older  adults  aged  65 
and  older. 

When  speaking  of  ethnicity, 
Native  Americans  and  Caucasians 
have  the  highest  suicide  rates, 
compared  to  Latinos,  African 
Americans  and  Asian  Americas  all 
whom  have 
significantly 
lower  rates. 

Gender 
wise,  women 
are  three 
times  more 
likely  to 
attempt 
suicide 
than  males, 
though  males 
have  a higher 
percentage 
of  completion  of  suicide.  This 
is  because  men  often  use  more 
violent  means  when  attempting. 

Over90%ofthosewhocomplete 
suicide  have  a psychological 
disorder  or  substance  addiction. 

Some  other  risk  factors  to  take 
note  of  are:  exposure  to  suicide, 
family  history,  access  to  firearms 
and  recent  losses/brcak-ups. 

The  lecture  then  shifted  to  what 
should  be  done  if  you  suspect 
that  you  or  someone  you  know  is 
suicidal. 

First,  some  warning  signs  to 
recognize  were  discussed.  These 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to. 


talking  or  writing  about  death, 
withdrawal  from  friends  and 
family,  loss  of  interest  in  activities, 
sudden  personality  changes  and 
or  impulsivc/recklcss  actions. 

75%  of  those  who  die  by  suicide 
exhibit  at  least  one  warning  sign. 

If  you  or  someone  you  know 
is  experiencing  any  of  these 
behaviors  it  is  important  that 
you  seek  help  for  yourself  or 
the  person  in  need.  If  someone 
you  know  is  feeling  suicidal  the 
best  way  to  help  them  is  to  make 
sure  they  know  you  are  there  for 
them. 

Talking  to  them  about  their 
feelings  and  getting  them  to  seek 
help  is  important.  Also,  be  there 
for  the  long  haul. 

The  recovery  process  usually 
takes  time  and  it  will  help 
your  friend  or  family  member 
significantly  if  they  know  you 
will  continue  to  be  there  for  them 
throughout  their  recovery. 

If  you  are  feeling  suicidal 
yourself,  confide  in  a friend 
or  family  member  or  contact  a 
resource  at  JJC  or  off-campus.

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JJC  professor  gives  talk  on  forms  of  poetry

On  Feb.  1 0 as  part  of  the  Brown 
Bag  Scries  of  lectures,  Professor 
William  Yarrow  presented  “A 
Conversation  on  Poetry." 

Yarrow,  an  accomplished 
poet,  read  several  of  his  own 
works,  though  his  lecture  focused 
primarily  on  poetry  in  general 
with  a special  emphasis  on  the 
subject  of  form. 

Form  being  the  method  of 
expression  a poet  uses  in  order

the  lecture,  Yarrow 
discussed  two  types 
of  form,  the  invented  and  the 
inherited. 

Inherited  form  consists  of 
using  established  templates  such 
as  the  haiku,  limerick  and  sestina 
to  name  a few.  Invented  form  on

as  an  example,  Yarrow  himself 
creates  his  own  form  as  was 
demonstrated  in  his  readings. 

Yarrow  made  it  clear  however, 
that  poetry  must  follow  a set  of 
rules  be  they  invented  or  inherited, 
the  other  hand,  varies  depending  stating  that  “Incarceration  is  true  that  even  the  author  of  a poem 

on  the  poet.  Using  certain  rhyme  liberation,"  and  that  “Freedom  is  themselves  may  discover  new 

schemes,  sometimes  no  rhyme  at  the  false  friend  of  writing."  meaning  upon  re-reading  their 

all  or  a specific  number  of  lines,  With  a set  of  rules  to  follow,  works. 


be  they  created  by  others 
or  the  poet  themselves,  the 
poet  must  stretch  the  limits 
of  their  imagination  and 
lingual  skills  in  order  to  find 
new  and  exciting  ways  to  express 
themselves. 

Yarrow  concluded  the  lecture 
by  addressing  the  issue  of 
interpretation,  explaining  that 
poetry  is  constantly  evolving  and 
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believe  in  something  better 


“It’s  important  to  understand

on  the  meaning  behind  one  of 
his  own  works.  "I  am  not  the 
same  person  today  as  I was  when 
I wrote  this,  so  even  though  I 
am  the  author,  I am  not  the  best 
person  to  ask.”

Some  people  drink 
alcohol  once  in  a 
while;  others  are 
addicted.  Those  who 
are  addicted  are  known  as  drinkers 
or  alcoholics.  They  not  only  drink 
for  the  reasons,  “to  be  social"  or 
"for  the  taste,”  but  because  they 
have  a problem  with  alcohol. 

Not  only  arc  some  people 
addicted  to  alcohol,  but  they 
choose  to  drink  an  excessive 
amount,  which  can  be  known  as 
binge  drinking. 

Binge  drinking  is  drinking 
alcoholic  beverages  with  the 
intention  to  become  heavily 
intoxicated  by  the  major 
consumption  of  alcohol  in  a short 
period  of  time  or  a consistent 
amount  of  alcohol  over  a long 
period  of  time. 

Those  who  decided  to  be  a 
“binge  drinker”  have  many  risks 
that  they  may  not  be  aware  of.  The 
only  thing  they  arc  worried  about 
is  if  there’s  enough  alcohol  to  last 
them  all  night  or  how  much  they 
can  drink  before  they  completely 
lose  themselves  or  pass  out. 

The  risks  of  binge  drinking 
are  the  same  for  both  men  and 
women,  but  the  consumption 
of  alcohol  to  become  drunk  is 
different  for  each.  Binge  drinking 
for  men  is  considered  five  or  more 
drinks  in  a row  and  for  women  it 
is  considered  four  or  more  drinks 
in  a row.  Unfortunately,  women 
can  suffer  from  alcohol  poisoning 
faster  than  men. 

Alcohol  poisoning  is  when 
someone  overdoses  on  alcohol.  It 
is  when  they  drink  more  than  they 
can  handle  and  the  alcohol  affects 
both  their  body  and 


vital  functions. 

Signs  of  alcohol  poisoning 
include  not  being  able  to  wake 
up,  cold  or  blue  skin,  vomiting 
while  asleep,  slow  breathing  and 
slow  heartbeat.  It  can  also  cause 
major  brain  damage,  prevention 
from  breathing,  seizures,  the  risk 
to  lose  consciousness  and 
a person  can  go  into  a 
coma,  or  even  die. 

There  are  50,000 
cases  of  alcohol 
poisoning  a year, 
and  the  numbers 
are  just  increasing. 

Binge  drinking 
is  more  than  just 
a hangover,  it 
increases  a person’s 
chance  of  major 
injury  and  possibly 
death,  but  many  do 
noi  see  it  this  way 
because  they  do  not 
know  the  high  risks  of 
binge  drinking. 

Binge  drinking  is  a 
big  problem  for  young 
people,  especially  those  on 
college  campuses.  In  a recent 
survey,  44  percent  of  U.S.  college 
students  reported  binge  drinking 
in  the  previous  two  weeks.  Many 
students  say  they  have 
fallen  behind  ir 
their  school  work 
or  gotten  poor 
grades  due  to 
drinking. 

Every  college 
student  wants 
to  fit  in  and 
wants  to  be  “cool" 
with  everyone,  and  to  do  so,  they 
think  drinking  is  the  best  way  to 

They  believe  that  it  will 
help  them  from  being 
so  shy  and  that  drinking 
will  let  them  open  up  and 
have  a good  time,  but  little 
do  they  know,  they  don't 
need  to  drink  to  have  a good 
Drinking  only  leads 
countless  accidents, 
major  regrets,  and  poor 
decisions. 

Every  year  500,000 
young  people  are  hurt 
in  accidents  while  under 
the  influence  of  alcohol. 
Alcohol  related  accidents 
have  been  estimated  to 
be  about  43  percent 
of  all  unintentional 
injuries.  One  out  of 
four  student  deaths 
is  related  to  alcohol 
use.  Many  studies 
show  that  a large 


number 

of  those  injured  and 
killed  every  ycur  have  high  levels 
of  alcohol  in  their  blood. 

Nearly  50  percent  of  binge 
drinkers  report  doing  something 
they  regretted  while  drunk,  for 
example,  unsafe 


that 
drinking 
alcohol, 

including  binge  drinking,  is 
illegal  for  people  under  21.  And 
the  consequences  arc  not 
worth  the  price  of 
binge  drinking 


sex  or 
sex  period 
Binge  drinkers 
arc  more  likely 
to  have  unsafe  sex,  which 
puts  them  at  risk  for  HIV  and  other 
sexually  transmitted  diseases. 

Every  year  about  600,000 
students  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  24  arc  assaulted  by  someone 
who  has  been  drinking.  70,000 
students  every  year  arc  victims 
of  alcohol-related  date  rape  or 
sexual  assaults  such  as  attempted 
rape,  acquaintance  rape,  fondling 
or  sexual  harassment. 

Unfortunately,  75  percent  of 
women  do  not  report  they  have 
been  sexual  assaulted  because 
they  blame  themselves  because 
they  were  drinking  and  so  was 
the  person  that  sexual  assaulted 
them. 

Binge  drinking  is  unsafe  for 
everyone,  and  has  too  many  risks 
at  stake  to  take.  Plus,  don’t  forget 


underage. 

If  a person 
is  caught  underage 
drinking,  especially  binge 
drinking  underage,  they  lose 
driving  privileges  for  six  months 
(even  if  no  car  is  involved),  have 
to  pay  a minimum  fine  of  $500, 
they  get  a disorderly  persons 
record,  have  to  participate  in  an 
alcohol  treatment  or  rehabilitation 
program  and  face  additional 
charges  if  they  used  a false  ID 
(fine  of  no  more  than  $300  or 
imprisonment  for  no  more  than 
60  days).

drinking? 
There  arc  so 
ninny  other 
wuys  to  have

that  do  not  involve  alcohol.  Why 
binge  drink  urn!  take  the  risk  of 
getting  hurt,  hurting  someone 
else,  getting  alcohol  poisoning, 
regretting  something  you  did, 
being  sexual  assaulted,  or 
dying. 

Binge  drinking 
is  not  worth  it.  If 
you  or  someone 
you  know  has  a 
problem  with  binge 
drinking,  talk  with 
a counselor  or  health 
care  provider,  (ict  the  help  you 
need  or  support  a friend  who 
needs  the  help.

This  year's  musical  is  going  to 
be  La  Cage  Aux  Folles,  a musical 
that  was  based  on  a play  of  the 
same  title  by  Jean  Poiret. 

The  music  and  lyrics  are  written 
by  Jerry  Herman,  including 
Broadway  classics  ‘‘I  Am 
What  I Am"  and  “The  Best 
ofTimcs." 

The  Broadway  musical 
won  six  Tony  Awards 
in  1984  including  Best 
Musical,  Score  and  Book. 

JJC’s  production  of  the 
musical  will  be  directed  by 
theatre  and  speech  professor,  Clay 
Kirkland.  Music  direction  will  be 
by  music  professor,  David  Nuccio 
and  choreography  direction  by 
Donald  Lancy,  a professional 
choreographer. 

The  musical  takes  place  in  St. 
Trope/,  France,  where  Georges 
und  Albin  co-own  a nightclub. 
Being  business  and  life  partners 
for  20  years,  the  couple  soon  finds 
chaos  when  their  son  announces 
that  he  is  in  love  with  the  daughter 
of  a conservative  and  homophobic 
politician. 


Kirkland  said  that  despite  what 
may  seem  as  non-typical  central 
characters.  La  Cage  is  a very 
traditional  musical  comedy  with 
universal  appeal. 

“La  Cage  is  socially  relevant 
while  managing  to  be  funny  and 
not  ovcrly-preachy,"  he  said. 

La  Cage  was  the  first  Broadway 
musical  with  a gay  couple  as  the 
story  focus,  according  to  Kirkland. 
Since  the  musical  first  debuted, 


there  have  been  a number  of  other 
Broadway  musicals  that  feature 
gay  couples  such  as  Falsettos, 
Rent  and  Avenue  Q. 

“Historically,  we  have  tended 
to  ignore  minorities  in  mainstream 
media,  and  that  has  only  begun  to 
change  in  the  last  few  decades,” 
snid  Kirkland. 

The  musical  will  be  starring 
JJC  student,  Jimmy  Jagos  as 
Albin  and  David  Luecht,  a 
community  actor,  as  Georges. 
Jagos  has  appeared  in  many  other 
JJC  productions  including  the  fall 


production,  God’s  Favorite, 
and  also  starred  in  the  spring 
’09  musical,  Godspell. 

Other  returning  actors 
include  Mark  Parker  as 
Mercedes  and  Tori  Buckley 
as  Jacqueline.  Additionally, 
the  musical  will  be 
introducing  some  new  actors 
to  the  JJC  stage. 

Kirkland  said  that  students 
arc  also  getting  other  unique 
opportunities  with  design 
and  choreography.  Jagos 
designed  the  set  and 
Parker  assisted  with 
lighting  design.  Luecht 
is  also  the  dance  director 
for  La  Cage’s  unique 
choreography. 

“La  Cage  features 
some  of  the  most  ambitious 
choreography  I’ve  seen  in  a 
JJC  show,”  said  Kirkland.  "I 
know  the  actors  playing  the 
Cagellcs  have  been  working 
especially  hard,  oftenstaying 
after  scheduled  rehearsals 
to  continue  practicing  the 
dances." 

Tickets  are  on  sale  for 
$8  for  the  general  public;

first  lady.  About  a month  after 
she  went  home  we  went  over  (to 
the  European  Theater).” 

According  to  Melvin  Knasse,  a 
board  member  with  the  Chicago 
DODO  Chapter  of  the  Tuskegee 
Airmen,  the  Tuskegee  Air 
movement  was  part  of  the  Civil 
Rights  movement  of  the  1930s. 

"Most  of  us  think  that  the  Civil 
Rights  movement  did  not  start  until 
the  1960s,"  said  Knazze.  “These 
men  were  told  that  black  men 
could  not  fly  during  the  war,  and 
they  went  about  proving  everybody 
wrong." 

After  being  introduced  by 
JJC  Student  Trustee  Darren 
Newcnhouse  and  BSU  President 


Vance  Carter,  the  three  men 
shared  their  personal  war  stories 
and  how  they  got  involved  with 
the  Tuskegee  Airmen.  Jackson 
instead  asked  for  a Q and  A with 
the  audience  because  he  wanted 
to  talk  about  what  the  audience 
wanted  to  know  about  him. 

When  the  veterans  finished 
their  stories,  there  was  a Q and  A 
with  the  audience.  Knazze  asked 
his  own  question  on  how  they 
thought  Obama  was  serving  as 
the  first  black  president  where 
all  three  spoke  very  highly  of  the 
president. 

After  closing  the  event,  those 
who  attended  were  given  the 
chance  to  meet  the  veterans 
personally  where  the  culinary  arts 
department  made  a special  cake 
honoring  the  Tuskegee  Airmen.

out  with  her  first  novel  in  March 
2008  with  the  first  book  of  the  now 
bestselling  Wake  trilogy.  The  final 
installment  of  the  trilogy.

The  team  wrapped  up 
the  regular  season  against 
Wright  College  on  Feb.  18 
with  a 74-70  victory.  Rosie 
Keomala  led  the  way  with 
20  points.  Britney  Kesler 
had  19  points,  5 rebounds  and 
5 steals.  Megan  Kohrt  added  1 5 
points  and  5 rebounds  for  the 
Lady  Wolves  (9-21,  6-8). 

The  Lady  Wolves  also 
dominated  Triton  College  89-53 
on  Feb.  16.  The  team  was  led 
to  victory  by  sophomore  guard 
Roneisha  Jordan’s  15-assist 
performance  and  sophomore 
center  Lauren  Strother’s  double- 
double consisting  of  23  points 
and  12  rebounds. 

In  fact,  Strother’s  impressive 
performance  came  following  an 
equally  impressive  stretch  that 


earned  her  NJCAA  Women’s 
Basketball  Division  III  Player 
of  the  Week  honors  for  the  week 
ending  Feb.  13. 

The  Lady  Wolves  recent  run 
can  be  attributed  to  a rise  in  the 
confidence  of  the  players,  along 
with  a new-found  intensity  that 
the  team  has  picked  up  during 
practice. 

“We  have  played  so  much 


differently  since  we  lost  toMadison

SWEET  VICTORY 

Wolves  clinch  conference  title

The  Joliet  Junior  College  defense 
was  swarming  the  entire  game  against 
Chicago’s  Wilbur  Wright  College  on 
Feb  18. 

While  the  defense  harassed  Wright. 
JJC’s  Lennell  Pierce 
provided  a spark 
offense. 

The  6-fool- 1 Pierce 
came  off  the  bench  to 
score  15  points  and 
grab  8 rebounds  as  the 
Wolves  gave  up  only  19 
first-half  points  cn  route 
to  a 77-60  victory  in  N4C  play  at  Wills 
Gymnasium, 

The  victory  clinched  the  conference 
championship  for  the  Wolves  (25- 
5,  11-3),  who  have  won  20  or  more 
games  nine  times  during  coach  Joe 
Kuhn’s  13-ycar  tenure  as  coach. 

Ranked  sixth  nationally  among 
Division  III  schools,  JJC  raced  out 


to  a 21-11  lead  early  in  the  first  half 
before  holding  Wright  scoreless  for 
five  minutes.  By  the  time  Wright  found 
the  scoreboard  again,  it  would  be  at  an 
18-point  disadvantage,  31-13. 

"The  first  half  was  just  an  outstanding 
defensive  effort,”  said  Kuhn.  “We’ve 
been  able  to  put  teams  in  offensive 


droughts  early  with  our  defense.” 

Leading  30-19  at  halftime,  JJC 
jumped  out  of  the  gate  with  three 
quick  buckets  all  in  familiar  fashion. 
Lockport’s  Brian  Bradley  (17  points) 
found  Lincoln- Way  East’s  Jon  Bartlett 
for  three  straight  layups. 

The  second-half  lead  reached  as 
much  as  57-32  before  Wright  would 


chip  away  at  the  deficit. 

Wolves’  starters  Andy  Supergan, 
Justin  Reed  and  Pat  Devine  combined 
for  just  14  points  on  the  night.  However, 
Pierce’s  overall  play  made  up  for  what 
was  missing. 

“Lennell  had  a great  game  tonight,” 
said  Kuhn.  “He  had  great  penetration 
to  the  basket,  a couple 
nice  steals  and  overall 
just  a great  game." 

The  Wolves  have 
momentum  heading 
into  the  Region 
IV  Division  HI 
Tournament.  JJC  will 
host  the  tournament 
next  week  beginning  with  a Thursday 
game. 

“We’re  a team  that  can  get  scoring 
from  a lot  of  different  guys,"  said  Kuhn. 
“There’s  a reason  we  won  25  games  and 
a conference  championship,  but  it’s  a 
tough  region  and  playoff  basketball  is 
more  difficult.

Joliet  Junior  College  is  set 
to  hold  two  more  sessions  in 
continuation  of  its  scries  of 
free  FAFSA  and  Scholarship 
Workshops. 

These  Free  Application  for 
Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA) 
and  Scholarship  Workshops 
have  already  held  two  sessions 
on  Feb.24  and  March  8 with 
the  following  two  sessions 
scheduled  for  March  10  and 
March  24. 

The  purpose  of  these 
workshops  is  to  familiarize 
students  with  the  FAFSA  and 

scholarship  application  process 
as  well  as.  (o  provide  students 
information  about  various 
scholarships  that  are  available 
to  them.  Professional  assistance 
will  be  on-hand  to  guide 
students  through  the  online 
application  process  and  English 
to  Spanish  translators  will  also 
be  provided. 

In  order  to  file  a FAFSA 
students  will  need  their  JJC  ID 
number,  copies  of  2009  Federal 
Income  Tax  forms,  copies  of 
W-2’s  and  all  other  income 
documentation. 

The  completion  of  a FAFSA  is 
a requirement  for  the  application 
toward  any  federal  aid.  such  as 
the  MAPS  and  Pell  grants,  in 
addition  to  being  necessary  for 
the  application  toward  many 
scholarships. 

Though  there  is  no  deadline 
on  FAFSA  submissions,  students 
should  complete  the  process 
as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to 
be  eligible  to  receive  as  much 
assistance  as  possible  since 
funds  are  limited. 

For  scholarships.  the 
application  deadline  for  priority 
consideration  is  April  I.  Last 
year  alone,  the  JJC  Foundation 
awarded  over  $500,000  dollars

In  celebration  of  March 
being  Women’s  History 
Month.  Dr.  Roya  Falahi- 
Kharaghani,  professor 
of  social  sciences  and 
anthropology.  discussed 
gender  and  health  during 
her  brown  bag  lecture 
on  March  4.  specifically 
from  a sociological  and 
anthropological  medical 
point  of  view. 


Falahi  first  mentioned  that 
the  United  States  is  the  only 
industrialized  country  in  the 
world  that  docs  not  have 
universal  health  care  and  that 
14,000  people  each  day  lose 
their  health  care. 

“In  this  country,  we  view 
healthcare  as  a privilege  instead 


of  a right,"  she  said.  ‘This 
privilege  is  impacted  by  one's 
race,  ethnicity,  gender  und  social 

class." 

She  pointed  out  that  when 
talking  about  gender  and  health, 
one  also  has  to  talk  about  race 
and  health  because  of  the  matrix 
of  domination,  a sociological 


theory  thut  interconnects  the 
oppression  of  race,  gender  and 
class. 

Falahi  talked  about  how  men 
in  the  U.S.  have  a greater  risk  of 
heart  attacks;  however,  women 
have  a higher  rate  of  mortality 
and  mobility.  This  is  because

It’s  been  16  years  since  I’ve  been 
in  a classroom,  except  for  three 
weeks  in  the  fall  of  2006,  when  1 
had  to  drop  for  health  reasons. 

Many  things  have  changed, 
including  the  fact  that  JJC  is 
much  more  crowded  now  than  in 
the  past. 

I have  to  say  that  1' m absolutely 
appalled  at  the 
lack  of  common 
courtesy  and 
consideration 
for  each  other 
that  I’ve 

encountered  at 
JJC. 

I sit  on  the 
concourse 
and  try  to 
study  between 
classes,  while

New  discoveries  in 
animal  intelligence

What  is  it  that  separates  us  from 
the  animal  kingdom?  Many  scientists 
originally  believed  that  animals  were 
machines  programmed  solely  to  react  to 
outside  stimuli. 

In  more  recent  years  scientists  arc 
beginning  to  sec  the  complexities  of  the 
animal  mind.  But  let's  dive  into  some 
of  the  specific  things  that  animals  have 
shown  us  they  are  capable  of. 

Tool  Making 

One  way  animals  have  proven 
intelligence  is  by  the  clever  and 
creative  ways  in  which  they  make  and 
use  tools.  One  of  the  truly  amazing 
things  about  tool  usage  is  that  the  brain 
treats  tools  almost  as  an  extension  of 
consciousness. 

Neuroscientists  have  shown  thut  the 
neurons  used  in  the  manipulation  of 
tools  are  the  same  ones  that  fire  when 
\ye  simply  move  our  hands  about. 

New  Caledonian  Crows 

Back  in  2002,  one  study  experimented 
on  captive  New  Caledonian  crows  by 
designing  a test  with  a small  basket  ut 
the  bottom  of  a lube,  and  placed  two 
tools  next  to  the 
tube. 

One  of  the 
tools  was  curved 
like  a hook  And 
the  other  straight. 

Unfortunately,  one 
of  the  other  crows 
took  the  curved  hook 
from  Betty,  the  crow 
intended  to  perform  the  experiment 

Betty  grabbed  the  straight  tool  and 
tried  to  retrieve  the  basket,  but  after  a 
few  unsuccessful  attempts  Betty  took 
the  straight  tool  and  placed  it  in  a crack, 
bending  it  to  form  a hook.  She  then  used 
this  hooked  tool  to  get  the  basket. 

In  a 2007  study  published  on 
ScienceDirecl,  members  of  the 
Department  of  Psychology  at  the 
University  of  Auckland  were  doing  their 
own  experiments  on  New  Caledonian 
crows. 

In  one  experiment,  meat  was  placed 
in  a box  out  of  reach,  the  crows  were 
given  one  twig  that  was  too  short  to 
reach  the  food,  and  inside  of  another 
box  was  a longer  twig  (figure  2. 1 J. 

What  is  amazing  about  the  results 
is  that  six  out  of  seven  of  the  crows 
immediately  used  the  smaller  stick  in 
an  attempt  to  get  the  bigger  stick.  Four

out  of  those  crows  did  manage 
to  get  the  stick  and  used  it  to  get 
the  meat.  The  group  believes 
that  since  the  crows  were  able 
to  complete  the  test  on  the  first 
try,  they  were  using  analogical 
reasoning  rather  than  just  trial 
and  error. 

Language  Studies 
Language  studies  arc  another 
fascinating  wuy  that  animuls 
have  proven  themselves  far 
more  advanced  thun  wc  ot\cc 
thought.  There  have  been 
numerous  different  types  of 
language  studies  performed 
on  quite  a vuriety  of  unimuls, 
including  teaching  sign 
language  to  apes,  chimps  and  even 
dolphins. 

But  as  nmuzing  as  that  is,  nothing 
can  truly  compare  to  huving  an  unimnl 
turn  to  you,  open  his  moutl)  and  say 
something.  Alex,  an  African  Gray 
could  do  just  that! 

Unlike  most  parrots  that  simply 
mimic  things  that  they  hear,  Alex  could 
actually  comprehend  the  questions 
being  asked  und  then  logically  answer 
those  questions. 

One  way  animals  have  proven  intelligence  is  by 
the  clever  ant!  creative  ways  in  which  they  make 
and  use  tools.  One  of  the  truly  amazing  things 
about  tool  usage  is  that  the  brain  treats  tools 
almost  as  an  extension  of  consciousness. 
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Not  only  could  he  talk  but  he  was 
also  able  to  differentiate  between 
matter,  size,  shape  and  color,  and 
understood  the  concept  of  zero.  Ho 
could  even  count  up  to  seven  before 
his  passing  in  2007. 

Irene  Peppcrberg's  originul  intent 
when  beginning  her  experiment  with 
Alex  was  not  just  to  prove  that  parrots 
could  do  more  than  mimic,  she  wanted 
to  know  if  a bird  secs  the  world  the 
same  way  wc  do. 

In  one  of  her  latter  experiments 
Peppcrbcrg  presented  Alex  with  a 
Mullcr-Lyer  illusion  [figure  3.1]  in 
an  attempt  to  sec  whether  or  not  the 
illusion  would  also  apply  to  Alex. 

Since  he  can  differentiate  between 
colors  they  colored  each  line  differently 
and  asked  "Which  line  is  bigger'/" 
Alex’s  response  was  the  same  as  that 
of  most  human  observers,  showing  the 


possibility  that  Alex  may  see  the  world 
similur  to  the  way  wc  do. 

Unfortunately,  it  was  very  shortly 
after  this  experiment  that  Alex  died 
preventing  more  experiments  of  the 
same  nature. 

Memory  Hoard 

Sometimes  humans  even  fall  short 
in  the  intellectual  field  In  one  study 
college  students  und  chimpanzees 
were  given  u touch  screen  monitor 
that  briefly  showed  various  Arabic 
numerals  (from  f to  0) 
before  being  covered 
with  blank  squares. 

The  subjects  had 
to  remember  which 
numeral  had  been  in 
each  location  and  touch 
them  sequentially. 

When  the  monitor 
showed  the  numbers 
for  about  .7  seconds,  both  humans  and 
chimps  scored  about  80%,  however 
when  the  time  dropped  down  to  .4 
seconds,  the  human's  scores  dropped 
to  40%  where  as  the  chimps  stayed  the 

This  is  just  u short  breakdown  of 
u lot  of  amuzing  animal  intelligence 
studies  such  us  the  Caledonian  crows 
with  their  use  of  logical  reasoning  to 
solve  complex  problems  and  Alex  the 
African  grey  who  showed  us  a little 
window  of  how  he  perceives  the  world, 
and  even  rats  thut  can  understand  the 
limits  of  their  own  intelligence. 

There  arc  even  more  studies  that  I 
have  not  mentioned,  and  more  come  out 
every  day,  but  most  amazing  of  all,  is 
thut  these  arc  not  feats  of  the  extremely 
gifted  but  rather  just  examples  of  what 
these  animals  arc  truly  capable  of.

scheduled  for  a cardiovascular 
test. 

There  is  also  the  "learned- 
helplessness  theory.”  a stereotype 
where  women  are  more  likely 
to  seek  help  from  a physician 
than  a man.  so  the  physician  is 
most  likely  to  believe  that  the 
pain/symptoms  is  psychological 
instead  of  physiological  and  is 
therefore  less  likely  to  be  taken 
seriously. 

Falahi  said  that  in  the  U.S.,  the 
human  body  in  general  is  highly 
“mcdicalized.” 

"If  you  had  a headache  20 
years  ago,  you  would  have  been 
given  the  choice  of  Tylenol  or 
aspirin,"  she  said.  “Now,  if  you 
go  to  your  pharmacist  and  ask 


what  you  should  take,  their  first 
question  would  be  ‘What  kind 
of  headache  do  you  have?  Sinus, 
migraine,  front,  etc’  and  for  each 
there  is  a medication." 

The  woman's  body  is  more 
medicalizcd  than  the  man's  body. 
Having  done  her  dissertation 
on  the  patterning  of  childbirth, 
specifically  by  culture,  Falahi 
said  in  the  U.S.,  childbirth  has 
been  highly  mediculized. 

86%  of  childbirths  in  the  world 
are  at  home  while  95%  of  births 
in  the  U.S.  are  in  the  hospital. 

With  this,  our  babies  arc  not 
healthy  due  to  the  high  rate  of 
mortality,  mobility  and  premature 
birth. 

The  four  most  frequently 
performed  surgeries;  three  of  them 
are  specifically  performed  on 
women.  This  includes  the  cesarean 


section,  radical  hysterectomy  and 
episiotomy,  all  three  having  to  do 
with  reproduction. 

She  also  talked  about  the  three 
social  influences  on  America’s 
health.  First  being  one’s 
socioeconomic  status. 

The  higher  one's  economic 
status  is,  the  longer  they  were 
expected  to  live  because  they  arc 
healthier  both  psychologically 
and  physiologically. 

42-45  million  people  in  the 
U.S.  arc  cither  undcrinsured 
or  not  insured  at  all,  according 
to  government  statistics.  The 
majority  are  either  women  or  of  a 
different  color. 

One  reason  is  because  women 
arc  more  likely  to  serve  part- 
time  jobs  thun  men,  therefore  not 
having  the  heulth  benefits  of  u 
full-time  job. 


Other  factors  include  looking 
at  food  and  health.  The  location 
where  someone  lives  will  a fleet 
this  because  in  low  income 
neighborhoods  there  are  more 
likely  to  be  more  fast-food  joints 
and  liquor  stores. 

Low  income  neighborhoods  are 
also  less  likely  to  have  stores  that 
carry  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables. 
People  m those  neighborhoods 
urc  also  more  likely  to  be  obese 
because  for  every  dollar  spent  on 
fresh  foods,  one  gets  25  nutritional 
calories  and  for  every  dollur  spent 
on  processed  food,  one  gets  100 
empty  calories. 

Also,  there  arc  ulso  specific 
neighborhoods  in  Chicago  that 
have  higher  rates  of  heart  disease 
and  especially  usthmu  because 
children  arc  not  getting  outside  to 
pluy,  according  to  Falahi. 


"Money  doesn’t  bring 
happiness,  it  brings  comfort," 
Falahi  said.  “This  comfort  will 
allow  you  to  live  well." 

The  second  sociul  influence 
on  America’s  health  is  marital 
status,  whether  single,  married, 
divorced,  or  widowed,  man  or 
woman,  it  ean  affect  your  mental 
and  physical  health 
"In  the  United  States,  the  best 
investment  a man  can  make  for 
his  mcntul  and  physieul  health 
is  to  definitely,  absolutely  get 
married,"  Falulii  said  with  a 
chuckle.  "In  contrast,  n woman’s 
health  will  deteriorate." 

One  of  the  downfalls  for 
women  is  that  surveys  show  tliut 
some  women  want  to  got  divorced 
but  cannot  afl'ord  to  get  divorced. 

1'his  situation  will  cause  a more 
stress  fill  situation  for  the  woman. 

Then  again,  single  women  are 
also  more  likely  to  sufl'er  from 
bulimia  and  unorexia,  due  to  their 
self-body  image. 

Single  men  arc  much  more 
likely  to  die  in  traffic  accidents 
due  to  taking  risks,  not  wearing 
a seatbelt  and  driving  while 
intoxicated. 

Surveys  and  studies  have  shown 
that  murried  men  with  diabetes 
hud  a higher  life  expectancy 
compurcd  to  single  men  with 
diabetes.  Married  men  had  fewer 
doctor  visits  and  had  decided  to 
live  u healthier  lifestyle. 

Divorced  individuals  had  a 
higher  mortality  rate  compared  to 
those  never  married  bccuuse  they 
hud  it,  but  then  lost  it. 

"Men  who  have  been  married 
to  women  for  40  years  liuve  an 
increased  suicide  and  depression 
rate  by  300  percent,"  Falahi  said. 
"Women,  by  contrast,  are  more 
likely  to  sufl'er  financially." 

The  third  und  lust,  sociul 
influence  on  health  in  the  U.S. 
is  gender  roles  because  being 
musculinc  or  feminine  itself  can 
ulTcct  an  Individual's  health, 

In  the  U.S.  women  do  not  make 
us  much  us  men  do.  creating  un 
economic  helplessness.  Women 
arc  ulso  more  susceptible  than 
men  to  being  lubelcd  us  "ill." 

Going  buck  to  childbirth,  Ftiluhi 
discussed  how  jt  wus  considered 
u problem  with  women  und  tliut 
midwives  were  pushed  out  of  their 
profession  when  the  Amcricun 
Medicul  Association  wus 
established,  childbirth  became 
"mediculized"  und  decided  that 
they  could  make  money  on  it. 

“Young  women  in  the  United 
States  huve  been  socialized  to 
believe  tliut  childbirth  is  n disease 
and  should  therefore  have  every 
intervention  included,"  Fuluhi 
said.  "The  majority  of  births  arc 
scheduled.  The  majority  of  babies 
arc  bom  9 to  5." 

Throughout  history,  women 
were  also  used  as  teaching 
materials. 

One  example  is  Marion  Sims, 
who  is  considered  the  father 
of  gynecology,  who  purchased 
women  slaves  to  perform 
unnecessary  surgeries  on. 

Another  fact  is  that  heart 
disease  studies  were  done  on  men 
and  they  automatically  assumed 
that  it  applied  to  women  as  well.

Returning  again  this  spring 
was  Jail  and  Bail,  a fundraiser 
sponsored  by  Joliet  Jurtior 
College’s  Student  Government 
that  gives  students  the  opportunity 
to  arrest  one  of  their  professors  or 
fellow  classmates. 

One  might  have  seen  the 
"Wanted"  flyers  posted  all  over 
the  bridge  and  in  specific  parts  of 
campus  for  the  arresting  of  certain 
professors  and  students. 

Students  pay  $5  to  choose 
a student  or  faculty  member 
and  arrest  them  with  a certain 
charge.  The  co-adviser  of  Student 
Government  herself,  Para 
Dilday.  was  charged  with  cake 
slaughtering. 

When  someone  was  charged, 
they  had  to  come  up  with  a bond 
of  a minimum  of  S 1 00,  sometimes 


more  in  the  case  of  more  "serious” 
charges. 

If  the  bond  was  not  met  by 
the  date,  then  the  person  charged 
would  have  to  spend  11-1  p.m.  on 
Feb.  26  in  a jail  on  South  bridge 
where  they  would  shake  a cup  and 
beg  for  money  so  that  they  could 
make  bail. 

All  proceeds  from  the  fundraiser 
went  to  the  Wish  Upon  a Star 
Foundation.  A charity  similar  to 
Make  a Wish,  with  the  exception 
that  Wish  Upon  a Star  is  stationed 
within  Will  County  and  grants 
wishes  to  local  children. 

Considering  the  current 
economy,  Dilday  said  that  she 
was  not  expecting  it  to  raise  much 
money,  but  that  whatever  they 
could  raise  would  be  good  as  it

money  than  their 
bond  required. 

For  example, 
fitness  center 
coordinator,  Brenda 
Zeborowski,  was 
charged  with 
overfeeding  the 
deer  and  had  to 
meet  a bond  of 
S 1 00.  However. 

Zeborowski  came 
up  with  S377.85  by 
the  time  the  bond 
date  came  and  still 
insisted  on  being 
jailed  to  make  even 
more  money. 

"If  this  doesn’t 
show  the  generosity 
of  the  JJC  staff.

"People  just 
went  above  and  beyond." 

In  the  end.  Jail  and  Bail  raised 


a total  of  SI. 948. 18.  Combined 
with  the  proceeds  from  the  Battle 
of  the  Staff  Bands,  a total  of  at 


least  S3.200  was  donated  to  the 
Wish  Upon  a Star  Foundation.

Oscar  nominated  'An  Education' 
exceptional  coming-of-age  tale

An  Education  is  a 
wonderful  movie.

Education,  think  of  the  energy 
and  wit  of  the  Audrey  Hepburn 
film  Breakfast  at  TitVany’s  and 
you  might  get  the  idea.

Wolves  seeking  first  national  title  in  15  years

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
men’s  basketball  team  will  find 
itself  in  a familiar  position  come 
Thursday  night. 

For  the  fifth  time  in  head  coach 
Joe  Kuhn’s  13-year  tenure  the 
Wolves  are  headed  to  the  NJCAA 
Division  III  national  tournament. 

JJC,  which  hosted  the 
Regional,  took  down  College  of 
DuPage  in  the  semi-final  round 
behind  a 28-point  performance 
by  Brian  Bradley. 

Bradley  was  helped  by  Jon 
Bartlett’s  18  points  and  Pat 
Devine’s  11. 

The  win  against  COD  set  up 
a rematch  with  Milwaukee  Area 
Technical  College. 


Looking  to  avenge  an  85-74 
loss  to  MATC,  the  Wolves  relied 
on  their  Killer  B’s  once  again 
to  propel  them  to  the  national 
tournament. 

Bradley 
and  Bartlett 
combined  for 
47  points, 
while  forward 
Andy  Supcrgan 
added  13  points 
in  an  84-70 
victory.  The 
trio  combined  to  make  the  all- 
tournament  team.  Bartlett  was 
named  tournament  Most  Valuable 
Player. 

"This  whole  thing  was 
unexpected,"  Bartlett  said  of  being 
named  MVP.  "I'm  speechless.  I 
thought  Bradley  would  get  it.  He 


has  been  great  this  whole  season 
and  again  in  this  tournament.’’ 
New  Delhi,  N.Y.  now  awaits 
the  Wolves. 

"It  makes  everything  a lot 


sweeter,”  said  Supergan.  “All  the 
hard  work  through  the  summer 
and  all  season  paid  off.” 

JJC’s  first  opponent  will  be  the 
Herkimer  Generals.  The  Generals 
boast  a 3 1-2  record,  but  Supergan 
feels  the  Wolves  are  as  good  as 
anyone. 


“If  we  play  the  way  we  are 
capable  of  playing  we  can 
beat  anyone,”  he  said.  “We’re 
going  there  to  bring  home  the 
championship.  We  want  to  win  it 
all.” 

The  national 

tournament  is  nothing 
new  for  JJC;  however, 
they  haven’t  won  it 
all  since  the  1993-94 
season.  The  Wolves 
took  second  in  2007- 
OS  as  well  as  2004-05. 
“We  know  that  we’ve  come 
close  before,”  said  Supergan. 
"But  those  were  different  players, 
so  we  are  just  worried  about  us 
and  playing  our  game.” 

The  Wolves  come  into  the 
tournament  ranked  No.  7 in  the 
nation.  Herkimer  is  currently 


No.  3.  The  favorite  may  be  No. 
1 ranked  Bergen  Community 
College. 

The  Wolves  won’t  have  to 
worry  about  them  until  the 
national  championship  game 
before  that  potential  match-up 
could  occur. 

The  Wolves’  strength  is  their 
balanced  attack.  Bradley.  Bartlett, 
Supergan  and  Devine  all  average 
double  figures  scoring. 

Devine  and  Bradley  team  up 
with  Justin  Reed  on  the  perimeter 
attack  while  Supergan  and  Bartlett 
make  their  presence  felt  inside. 

The  Wolves  will  have  to 
be  balanced  offensively  to 
find  scoring  chances  against 
Herkimer.  The  Generals  give  up 
just  54  points  a game,  second 
best  in  NJCAA  Div.  III.

The  why  on 
Crop  rotation 


In  my  opinion,  there  is 
absolutely  nothing  that  can 
compare  to  the  taste  of  a 
home-grown  tomato.  So  when  my 
husband  and  1 moved  into  our  first 
home,  back  before  my  horticulture 
education  began,  I knew  I would 
be  planting  tomatoes  that  spring. 
I found  the  perfect  spot  too;  on 
the  east  side  of  the  house  where 
it  would  get  plenty  of  sun  but  also 
be  protected  from  the  brutal  winds 
on  our  very  rural  property.  It  was 
such  a success  that  first  year  that 
I planted  tomatoes  in  that  same 
spot  the  following  year  and  the 
year  after  that. 

Blissfully  unaware  of  the 
necessity  to  rotate  or  sequence 
crops,  I went  out  one  day  to 
pick  some  tomatoes  only  to  find 
that  my  once  beautiful  plants 
had  been  butchered.  The  tops  of 
all  my  plants,  as  well  as  many 
of  the  leaves,  had 
vanished  and  I 
immediately  began 
shaking  my  fist  at 
the  local  deer. 

But  as  I bent 
down  to  salvage 
what  was  left 
of  my  crop,  I 
encountered  the 
biggest,  strangest 
“caterpillar" 
looking  creature 
I have  ever  laid 
eyes  on.  Alice  In 
Wonderland 
immediately  came 
to  mind. 

This  thing  was  an  inch  and  a 
half  in  diameter  and  six  or  seven 
inches  long  and  looked  as  though 
it  belonged  in  Africa  or  some 
tropical  jungle  somewhere—  not 
in  the  middle  of  Illinois!  This 
was  my  first  encounter  of  the 
dreaded  tomato  hookworm. 
Had  I known  better,  I never  would 
have  planted  a tomato  in  the  same 
spot  for  two  years  straight,  let 
alone  three. 

Crop  rotation  has  been 
practiced  for  ages  and  though 
you  hear  about  it  more  often 
in  association  with  large  scale 
agriculture,  it  is  definitely 
applicable  to  the  home  garden. 
The  idea  is  to  avoid  planting 
any  member  of  a particular  plant 
family  in  the  same  spot  for  three 
to  four  years. 

For  instance,  in  my  case  with 
the  tomatoes,  I should  have 


avoided  planting  anything  from 
the  Solanaceous  family.  This 
includes  potatoes,  poppers  and 
eggplant. 

My  encounter  with  the  tomato 
hook  worm  was  a vivid  example 
of  reason  number  one  to  rotate 
crops:  pest  control.  Host- 

spccific  pests,  such  as  the 
tomato  hookworm  or  wheat  stem 
maggot,  need  that  specific  plant 
to  survive.  In  this  case,  removing 
the  plant  for  several  years  usually 
results  in  removing  the  pest. 
Soil-borne  disease  organisms 
build  up  in  the  soil  and  by 
changing  their  environment  with 
different  plants,  their  growth  is 
kept  in  check. 

Another  great  advantage  to 
well-planned  crop  sequencing 
is  the  improved  soil.  Especially 
when  in  conjunction  with  "green 
manure”  (more  on  that  in  my 
next  article), 
soil  structure, 
aeration  and 
fertility  can  be 
improved  by 
rotating  crops. 

My  beloved 
tomato  is  a 
heavy  feeder 

ana  requires  a I o t 
of  nitrogen  for 
those  delicious 
fruits.  The  soil’s 
nitrogen  can 
be  replenished 
by  planting 
a nitrogen 
fixing  plant 
which  is  capable  of  absorbing 
nitrogen  from  the  air  and 
releasing  it  into  the  soil  through 
bacteria  called  rhi/.obia. 
Legumes  arc  nitrogen  fixers. 
The  varying  root  depths  of 
different  plants  break  up  the 
soil.  Deeper  rooted  plants  are  able 
to  tap  into  water  and  nutrients  that 
are  unavailable  to  shallow  rooted 
plants. 

Other  advantages  of  crop 
rotation  include  reduction 

of  soil  erosion,  greater  weed 
control  and  reduction  of 
dependence  on  synthetic 

chemicals.  This  method  is  a 
must  in  organic  gardening. 
Stay  tuned  for  my  next  article 
on  the  “how'"'of  crop  rotation, 
including  a listing  of  plant 
families  and  a user-friendly  basic 
plan  that  could  be  put  to  work  this 
summer. 


Crop  rotation  has

someone  mentions  a leader, 
people  will  picture  a man."  She 
then  went  on  to  talk  about  how 
that  to  become  a leader,  one  must 
know  their  subject  and  its  details. 

Conkin  said  that  anyone  that 
is  willing  to  take  responsibility, 
regardless  of  race  or  gender,  can 


become  a leader. 

Roman  then  suggested  that  if 
you  find  your  passion,  then  one 
can  become  a leader. 

When  the  question  of  what 
the  barriers  were  for  women 
to  become  leaders,  Kantner 
mentioned  the  limitation  for 
women  who  become  stay-at- 
home  moms. 

Having  been  a stay-at-home 


mom  herself,  Kanlncr  said  that 
she  then  decided  to  go  back  for 
her  master ’s  and  doctorate  degrees 
and  was  the  oldest  in  her  class. 

Falahi-JCharaghani  said  that 
80%  of  working  women  are 
in  only  20  out  of  408  working 
categories  and  that  the  glass 
ceiling  is  actually  a “concrete 
ceiling  with  a sticky  floor." 

The  panelists  were  then  asked 


about  what  forms  of  support  there 
should  be  for  women  who  want 
to  become  leaders.  Morales  said 
that  there  arc  programs  in  Nicor 
Gas  that  encourage  women  in  the 
workplace. 

But  most  importantly,  someone 
who  wants  to  become  a leader 
must  get  a mentor.  Not  necessarily 
from  the  same  sex,  but  definitely 
from  the  same  work  field  that  one 


wanLs  to  enter. 

This  was  something  that  the 
rest  of  the  panelists  highly  agreed 
with. 

After  the  panel  discussion  was 
over,  audience  members  were 
welcomed  to  refreshments  along 
with  the  variety  of  pamphlets  and 
handouts  on  job  opportunities, 
especially  for  women.

sponsored  by  the  Office  of  Student

American  Club,  in  conjunction 
with  the  American  Indian  Center 
of  Chicago. 

The  event,  which  was  held 
from  noon  until  9 p.m.,  saw  an 
estimated  attendance  of  between 
1 .000  and  1 .500  guests  and  offered 
a wide  variety  of  entertainment 
and  activities  for  attendees  of  all 
ages. 

During  the  entire  duration 
of  the  event,  vendors  lined  the 
concourse  from  F to  C building 
with  a multitude  of  booths 
offering  a wide  selection  of  Native 
American  themed  goods.  This 
included  everything  from  replicas 
of  traditional  Native  American 
hunting  weapons,  CD’s  of  Native 
American  music,  copies  of  Native 
literature,  wooden  carvings  and 
paintings  to  authentic  tapestry 


and  clothing  and  everything  in 
between. 

On  the  bridge,  a Children's 
Activity  Area  was  provided  which 
included  arts  and  crafts  as  well  as 
a small  teepee  that  children  could 
play  in. 

Musical  performances  were 
also  provided  from  Seventh 
Generation  Band,  a group 
specializing  in  contemporary 
Native  and  world  music  that 
played  from  1:30  p.m.  until  2:30 
p.m.  Their  performance  was 
followed  by  Al  Jewer’s  stylings 
of  the  Native  American  flute, 
which  occurred  from  3 p.m.  until 
4 p.m 

In  J building’s  cafe*,  food  was 
offered  from  noon  until  6 p.m., 
which,  in  addition  to  its  typical 
selection  of  food,  included  several 
Native  American  dishes  such  as 
Indian  Harvest  Com  Chowder

a Native  American  couple  from 
Wisconsin. 

The  centerpiece  of  the  Pow

Spectators  were  encouraged 
to  join  in  many  of  the  dunces 
and  several  performances  were 
dedicated  to  celebrate  those  in 
the  audience,  including 
veterans  and  children. 

Proceeds  collected  from 
ticket  sales  to  the  event  will  be 
used  by  the  Native  American 
Club  to  finance  next  year's  Pow 
Wow.

She’s  Out  of  My  League 
is  essentially  a chick- 
flick  adjusted  to  normal 
real-life  situations.  It  follows 
the  same  plot  as  the  conventional 
“date-movie, "where  two  unlikely 
people  fall  in  love,  their  friends 
doubt  their  future,  they  get  in  a 
fight  and  they  resolve  it. 

The  difference  is  that  they 
really  arc  an  unlikely  couple, 
their  friends  have  good  reason  to 
doubt  them  and  their  fight  is  about 
something  important  for  once. 

Perhaps  most  significantly. 
Kirk  (Jay  Baruchcl,  a common 
sight  in  the  background  of  Judd 
Apntow  movies),  and  Molly 
(Alice  Eve,  a British  hottie  little- 
known  to  American  audiences)  are 
not  stupid.  In  fact,  they  appear  to 
be  smarter  than  most  of  us,  much 
less  their  rude  friends  Stainer  and 
Patty. 

Like  The  40  Year-Old  Virgin. 
She’s  Out  of  My  League  has  a 
title  thut  entirely  explains  itself. 
Kirk  is  a pretty  unattractive  guy, 
overly  skinny,  pale  and  poor. 
Molly  is  a hot  blonde  with  self- 
confidence  and  a successful 
career  at  her  dream  occupation  of 
party  planning. 

They  meet  when  Molly  leaves 
her  iPhone  at  the  Pittsburgh 
Airport,  where  Kirk  has  a low- 
level  security  job,  and  she  asks 
hint  to  hold  it  for  her  for  a duy 
until  she’s  back  in  town. 
Afierwards,  they  discover  a 


mutual  love  of  hockey,  which 
leads  to  a double  date  between 
Jay  and  Molly,  and  their  best 
friends  Stainer  and  Patty,  who 
instantly  hate  each  other.  Another 
refreshing  departure  from  the 
common  chick-flick  is  that 
Stainer  and  Patty  never  develop 
a begrudging  love  for  each  other; 
they  just  fight  constantly  and  it’s 
hilarious. 

Most  of  Kirk's  friends,  his 
parents  and  his  brother  think 
that  Molly  is  too  good  for  him, 
and  Kirk  has  very  little  reason 
not  to  believe  them,  since  his  ex- 
girlfriend  treats  him  like  crap  and 
he  hasn’t  had  another  relationship 
since. 

The  kicker  here  is  that  Kirk  is  a 
real  honcst-to-goodness  nice  guy, 
something  that  is  oft-mentioned 
in  date-movies  but  never  actually 
represented  by  a man  of  average 
looks.  Molly  really  falls  for 
him,  and  there  are  never  those 
obligatory  awkward  moments  of 
misunderstanding,  beyond  one 
hysterical  scene  involving  the 
most  taboo  of  bodily  fluids. 

The  thing  that  really  gives 
this  movie  a lift  above  others 
in  its  genre  is  the  quality  of  the 
acting.  The  fact  that  Kirk  seems 
completely  normal  around  Molly, 
only  becoming  awkward  when 
she  expresses  interest  in  him, 
is  a rather  subtle,  complex  and 
realistic  interpretation  of  how  a 
real  situation  like  this  might  play 
out. 

Perhaps  because  of  the 
profanity,  this  movie  is  being

marketed  as  an  adult  comedy,  and 
not  as  the  soft  romantic  comedy 
that  it  really  is.  The  only  point 
of  the  cursing  is  to  represent  how 
people  really  talk  without  making 
the  dialogue  sound  fake,  and  none 

of  it  will  be  offensive  .to  a viewer 
1 7 or  older. 

Another  reason  that  this  isn’t  a 
hardcore  adult  comedy  like  The 
Hangover  is  that  the  film  isn’t 


that  funny—  and  not  that  the  jokes 
miss  their  mark,  but  there  simply 
aren’t  that  many.

A Prophet  has  been 
universally  acclaimed 
by  everyone  in  the 
film  business. 

At  the  Cesar  Awards 
(Academy  Awards  for  France), 
it  grabbed  9 awards  including 
Best  Film,  Best  Director  and 
Best  Actor  It  won  the  (irand 
Prix  at  the  Cannes  Film  Festival 
and  has  been  named  one  of  the 
best  movies  from  2009. 

Now  finally  getting  a U.S. 
release  just  recently,  Americans 
arc  now  able  to  see  what  all  the 
fuss  is  all  about. 

Being  lucky  enough  to  catch 
it  at  the  Landmark  Theater  in 
Chicago.  I am  happy  to  say 
that  A Prophet  is  an  amazing 
film  experience,  and  if  you  arc 
willing  to  go  out  of  your  way  to 
sec  it,  it  is  well  worth  your  time 
and  money. 

It  is  better  to  say  less  about 
the  story  to  avoid  spoilers;  but 
I will  give  you  the  rundown 
on  the  plot.  Malik  F.l  Djcbcna 
(Tahar  Rahim)  is  an  illiterate 
man  who  gets  sentenced  to  6 
years  in  prison  at  a typical  jail 
in  France,  He  is  French  but  he 


is  also  half  Anih  i 
When  lie  arrives  there,  he 
eventually  gets  forced  by  a 
Corsican  mafia  leader  named 
Cesar  Luciani  (Niels  Arcstrup) 
to  assassinate  an  Arab  inmate 
named  Rcycb  (Hicltcm  Yocoubi). 

The  deal  is,  either  Malik  kills  him 
or  lie  himself  will  be  killed. 

Malik  eventually  gives  in  and 
carries  out  the  ussnsslnullon  in 
a scene  that  I consider  to  he  one 
of  the  most  brutul  killings  I have 
ever  seen  in  a movie. 

ThisinurdcrtliutMulikcommils 
haunts  him  deeply.  So  much  so 
that  Malik  even  hallucinates 
about  Rcycb  as  if  he  wus  talking 
to  him  in  the  same  room. 

By  gaining  the  respect  of 
Cesar,  Malik  is  taken  under 
Ccsurs  wing  and  taught  the  ways

of  how  the  Corsican  mufia  works; 
and  eventually  Malik  turns  out  to 
become  a better  man  than  he  ever 
wus  outside  in  the  real  world. 

This  is  a very  gritty  film.  As 
I said  before,  that  first  murder 
scene  is  so  bloody  and  graphic 
that  you  probably  will  not  end  up 
looking  at  the  screen. 

But  that  is  a compliment, 
because  thanks  to  the  excellent 
direction  by  director  Jacques 
Audiard,  scenes  like  that  do  not 
feel  exploitive  or  unconvincing. 

The  scene  is  built  with 
incredible  tension  that  easily 
makes  us  enter  inside  the  head 
of  Malik  as  he  stalls  and  tries  to 
find  a way  out  of  carrying  out 
his  assignment  even  if  we  as  the 
audience  member  know  that  there 
is  no  way  out. 

But  Audiard  docs  not  only 
succeed  with  just  that  one  scene. 

The  whole  movie  is  an  incredibly 
visceral  experience.  It  is  one  of 
those  movies  that  will  require  a 
nice  walk  afterwards  just  so  you 


can  release  the  tension  in  your 
body  or  even  just  to  catch  your 
breath. 

Also  I must  say  that 
the  ucting  in  this  movie  is 
unbelievably  good.  Tultur 
Rahim  is  brilliant  as  Malik  hut 
il  is  obvious  that  the  person 
who  steals  the  show  here  is 
actor  Niels  Areslrup  as  Cesar. 

lie  brings  such  a powerful 
and  sinister  presence  to  the 
character  of  Cesar  that  even 
just  seeing  him  he  on  the  screen 
will  make  you  nervous  Both 
actors  Rahim  and  Arcstrup 
both  won  Cesar  awards  for 
their  performances. 

Audiard  also  brings  a lot 
of  humanity  and  heart  to  the 
story  of  Malik  as  well,  There 
are  scenes  of  humor  that  will 
surprise  you  us  to  how 
funny  the  movie  cun  be 
at  times;  especially  in 
the  more  subtle  scenes 
where  Malik  is  lulking 
to  the  spirit  of  Rcycb. 
Luckily,  those  scenes 
don’t  feel  out  of  place. 
It  shows  how  human  and 
developed  these  characters 


Also,  you  cun  tell  by 
just  the  title  itself,  there  are 
some  philosophical  themes 
surrounding  this  movie.  And 
the  director  doesn't  treat  them 
as  a forced  dimension  to  the 
story  itself. 

It  actually  helps  bring 
the  story  come  to  its  own. 
especially  in  one  part  in  the 
middle  where  one  character 
goes  through  a "religious 
experience." 

A Prophet  is  quite  an 
excellent  movie  that  people 
really  should  see.  It  succeeds 
as  a crime  film,  a prison  dramu 
and  also  as  a philosophical 
look  at  Arab  culture  as  well. 
It  is  the  best  crime  film  since 
City  of  ( iod  and  the  best  prison 
drama  since  The  Shawshank 
Redemption.

Movie  Review 


Despite  box  office  success,  Tim  Burton's 
new  adaption  receives  mixed  reviews

If  you  are  late  for  a very 
important  date  with  Alice 
in  Wonderland — don't 
worry  you  haven’t  missed 
much. 

The  over-the-top 

Tim  Burton  released  his 
aesthetically-pleasing  but 
slightly  disappointing  Alice 
in  Wonderland  in  theaters  on 
March  5,  2010.  The  movie  was 
the  first  to  be  released  in  3-D 
straight  after  the  crowd  pleasing 
Avatar — which  is  a hard  act  to 
follow. 

As  with  all  of  his  movies, 
Tim  Burton  placed  his  own 
Hair  on  the  remake  along  with 
the  help  of  one  of  his  long-time 
partners — Johnny  Depp. 

Depp  plays  the  Mad  Hatter, 
he  was  joined  by  Anne 
Hathaway  who  plays  the  White 
Queen,  Helena  Bonham  Carter 
who  plays  the  Red  Queen 
and  Australian  actress  Mia 
Wasikowska  who  took  on  the 
lead  role  of  Alice. 

The  movie  starts  off  with 
little  Alice  having  nightmares 
about  a wonderland  and 
magical  creatures.  It  then  fast 
forwards  to  a much  more  grown 
up  and  rebellious  Alice.  As  a 
consequence,  Alice  is  unable  to 
find  her  place  in  her  uptight  and 
restricting  world  so  when  the 
rabbit  comes  along  he  becomes 
a sort  of  blessing  as  well  as  an 
excuse  to  escape. 

Alice  is  then  quickly  thrust 
into  Burton's  wonderland 
where  she  comes  to  into  contact 
with  the  wonderfully  strange 


characters  that  both  she  and  we 
have  come  to  know  from  our 
childhood. 

Burton  does  a fine  job  detailing 
out  the  creatures  and  plants  in 
Wonderland  by  lending  them 
certain  characteristics  that  make 
them  lovely,  frightening  and 
compelling  all  at  the  same  time. 
His  grave  attention  to  detail  is  one 
of  the  many  reasons  why  Burton 
was  one  of  the  few  directors  who 
could  have  remade  this  movie  and 
have  it  become  a somewhat  of  a 
success. 

Yet,  I feel  that 
Burton  could  have 
gone  farther  with 
his  creativity — his 
creatures  could 
have  been  more 
majestic,  the  array 
of  emotions  in  the 
film  could  have 
been  deeper  and 
the  violence  a little 
bloodier. 

1 blame  Disney 
for  reeling  Burton 
in  and  sugar  coating 
the  entire  ordeal. 

Nonetheless  Burton 
did  what  he  could 
and  created  a film 
that  has  grossed 
about  S265  million 
at  the  box  office. 

Another  thing  that  seems  odd 
in  this  movie  is  that  all  of  the 
creatures  are  too  helpful. 

In  the  original  cartoon  the 
rabbit  wouldn’t  even  stop  for 
Alice  but  in  this  version  he  and 
the  Mad  Hatter  give  her  advice 
and  help  her  along  the  way. 

Depp  was  perfectly  cast  as 
the  Mad  Hatter,  but  the  Mad 


Hatter  does  seem  to  have  some 
underlying  characteristics  of  a 
certain  pirate — just  take  a look  at 
his  walk. 

Nonetheless,  Depp’s  character 
instantly  attracts  both  Alice  and 
the  audience,  his  selflessness  and 
eagerness  to  help  Alice  in  any 
way  he  can  is  very  endearing. 
And  there  are  certain  curious 
parts  in  the  movie  where  one  may 
think  that  he  may  harbor  romantic 
feelings  for  Alice,  but  that  is  left 
up  to  the  audience  to  decide.

Overall  the  movie  is

Guy  Ritchie  (Snatch.  RocknRolla)  attempts 
to  reinvent  one  of  the  world’s  most  iconic 
literary  figures  as  an  action  hero  in  this 
brawny,  visually  arresting  period  adven- 
ture. Robert  Downey  Jr.  is  an  intriguing 
choice  for  the  Great  Detective,  and  if  he  oc- 
casionally murmurs  his  lines  a pitch  or  two 
out  of  hearing  range,  his  trademark  bristling 
energy  and  off-kilter  humor  do  much  to  sell 
Ritchie's  notion  of  Holmes.

Just  celebrating  their  two 
year  anniversary  on  Feb. 
18,  currently  on  tour  for 
their  self-titled  EP  ulbum  is 
Young  and  Divine,  a rock  band 
stationed  in  Saratoga  Springs, 
N.Y. 

Lead  vocals/buss  JPCIark,  23, 
and  drummer  Joe  Bortscheller. 
22,  both  natives  of  Saratoga 
Springs  originally  met  in  a 
class  at  the  local  community 
college  and  hit  it  off  when  they 
were  the  only  two  people  in  the 
class  that  looked  like  they 
in  a band. 

The  band’s  name  originated 
from  one  of  Clark’s  songs  titled 
“Young  and  Divine.”

originated  as  a joke  and  went 
from  there. 

"If  you  would  have  ever  told 
me  that  song  would  be  on  the 
radio,  I would  huve  said  you  were 
crazy,"  Clark  said  with  a laugh.

big  shots  at  the  necessary  times, 
which  is  a gift  that  most  players 
don’t  have.” 

Bradley  took  home  MVP 
honors  forthcnational  tournament 
after  leading  the  team  in  scoring 
both  during  the  post  season  and 
regular  season. 

“He  makes  everyone  around 
him  better,”  said  freshman  Andy 
Supergan. 

It  takes  much  more  than 
a one  man  show  to  win  a 
national  championship.  In 
the  biggest  game  of  the 
year,  it  was  Pierce  who 
elevated  his  game.  Pierce 
led  all  scorers  with  21 
points  in  the  championship 
game  off  the  bench,  providing 
a second-half  surge  that  put  the 
Wolves  on  top  after  rallying  from 
a 58-50  deficit. 

“Lennell  had  a tremendous 
game  and  gave  us  a super  lift 
with  his  overall  effort  and 
performance,"  said  Kuhn.

His  play  obviously  was 
a big  difference  in  the  game’s 
outcome." 

Kuhn  put  together  the  perfect 
ingredients  for  a championship 
run. 

“We  had  really  good  size  and 
great  scoring  ability,  and  when 
you  have  those  and  are  willing  to 


play  together,  defend  and  rebound, 
you  have  a good  shot." 

Kuhn's  complement  of  players 
including  a starting  rotation  of 
Reed.  Bradley.  Devine,  Supergan 
and  Bartlett. 

Reed  was  considered  the  glue 
of  the  team  by  Kuhn.  The  little 
things  that  Reed  provided  were 
critical  to  the  team’s  success. 

Bradley’s  leadership  and 
scoring  ability  provided  the 
Wolves  with  a go-to-guy  that 
every  championship  team  needs.

Brandon  was 
like  having  another  coach  on  the 
sidelines." 

Now  with  a national  title  and 
much  of  the  roster  returning  next 
season,  the  goal  remains  the 
same. 

“Every  team  and  year  is 
a new  season,"  said  Kuhn. 
“We  arc  fortunate  here  at 
JJC  that  a trip  to  the  nutional 
tournament  is  a realistic  goal. 
Once  you  make  the  national 
tournament  anything  can  happen. 
Next  year  will  be  no  different  than 
my  other  13  years  here.

The  Wolves  demonstrated  how 
good  they  could  be  at  home  with 
their  most  recent  game  against 
Waubonsee  Community  College 


on  March  24. 

The  Wolves  defeated  the 
Chiefs  6-0  behind  a phenomenal 
pitching  outing  by  sophomore 
Zach  Petrick. 


Petrick  stymied  the  Waubonsee 
hitters  allowing  only  one  hit 
and  compiling  13  strikeouts  in  a 
complete-game  shutout.  In  fact, 


the  only  hit  Petrick  allowed  was 
given  up  with  two  outs  in  the  top 
of  the  ninth  Inning. 

Petrick  was  not  the  only  story, 
as  catcher  Ryan  McMahon  led  off 
the  scoring  with  a solo 
home  run  in  the  second 
inning — which  was  one 
of  his  two  RBIs  in  his  3-4 
day  at  the  plate.

How  to  rotate  your  crops 


In  the  last  issue.  I went 
over  the  reasons  why 
crop  rotation  is  so 
important  to  the  home  vegetable 
garden.  And  now  for  the  hands- 
on  part:  putting  it  into  practice. 
Ideally  one  would  have  at 
least  four  separate  gardens 
in  which  to  rotate  the  plants, 
but  one  large  garden  divided 
into  four  sections  works  too. 

Each  year,  try  to  dedicate  one 
bed  to  green  manure,  also  called 
a cover  crop.  A leguminous  cover 
crop  is  grown  to  increase  nitrogen 
in  the  soil  and  will  be  turned  under, 
rather  than  harvested,  to  increase 
organic  material  in  the  soil. 

Clover  and  hairy  vetch  arc 
two  such  cover  crops  which 
can  be  mowed  at  the  beginning 
of  seed  head  development  and 
turned  under  several  days  later 
It  is  possible  to  plant 
afterwards,  but  allow  the  tilled 
green  manure  several  weeks  to 
begin  the  decomposition  process 
I have  also  read  of  some 
gardeners  who  plant  beans  or 
peas,  harvest  the  pods  and  then 
turn  the  remaining  plant  under. 
The  other  three  sections  will  each 
be  planted  with  a different  plant 
family.  The  plants  will  be  rotated 
to  a different  bed  each  year  so  that 
a bed  will  only  have  a particular 
plant  family  once  every  four  years. 


You  can  grow  plants  from 
more  than  one  plant  family 
together  as  long  as  they  have 
similar  needs.  Just  be  sure  to 
rotate  them  together  so  one  is 
not  planted  in  a bed  too  soon. 
So  that's  it!  Draw  yourself  a plan 
which  includes  four  beds  (or  more 
but  four  seems  sufficient  for  the 
home  gardener). 

Write  in  which  plants  arc  being 
planted,  where  (and  what  year) 
and  hold  onto  your  plan  so  you 
know  where  to  plant  next  year. 

Many  people  choose  to 
rotate  clockwise  to  make 
it  easier  to  remember. 

Here  is  a listing  of  commonly 
planted  vegetables  by  family. 
Aliiaccac:  Onion,  shallot,  garlic, 
chive,  leek.  Apiaccac:  Carrot, 
parsnip,  celery,  dill,  parsley 
Asleraccac:  Lettuce,  artichoke, 
endive.  Brassicaccac:  Broccoli. 
Brussels  sprouts.  cabbage, 
cauliflower.  kale.  mustard, 
radish,  turnip.  Chenopodiaccac: 
Beet.  Swiss  chard,  spinach. 
Convolvaceac:  Sweet  potato 

Cucurbitaceae:  Gourd,  cucumber, 
pumpkin.mclon  Fabaceac: Beans, 
peas.*  Malvaceae:  Okra,  cotton. 
Poaccae/Graminaceac:  Com,  rice, 
wheat,  oat.  barley.  Solanaccac: 
Tomato,  potato,  pepper,  eggplant.

“No  matter  how  hard  I try, 
you  keep  pushing  me  aside  and  I 
can.‘t  break  through... There’s  no 
talking  to  you... Do  you  believe 
in  life  after  love?” 

Well,  regardless  of  how 
poignant  Cher's  lyrics  arc.  the  fact 
of  the  matter  is  that  the  Religious 
Diversity  Forum,  sponsored  by 
the  Office  of  Student  Activities, 
has  tried  hard  and  succeeded  in 
opening  up  dialogue  between 
people  of  different  faiths  and 
philosophies  for  the  third  year  in 
a row. 

With  this  year’s  topic  being 
"Religion  and  Homosexuality," 
the  song  quoted  above  could  be 
modified  to  ask  “Do  you  believe 
in  life  after  death?”  with  the 
additional  caveat  of  whose  love 
arc  we  talking  about? 

Is  it  just  the  love  between  a man 
and  woman?  What  of  the  love 
between  a woman  and  a woman 
or  a man  and  a man?  And  where 
the  hell  do  transgendered  people 
fall  in  all  of  this? 

Coming  to  answer  the  questions 
were  nine  panelists  from  within 
and  without  the  JJC  community. 
Among  them  were  Phil  Nordquist 
on  behalf  of  Evangelical 
Christianity,  the  Reverend  Sandy 
Costa  for  the  numerous  Pagan 
traditions,  Janet  Erio  fronting 
for  Eckankar,  Tavia  Hanrahan 
championing  Atheism,  Satish 
Kale  speaking  for  Hinduism, 
the  Reverend  Suzanne  Hurdler 
with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
tradition,  G.  B.  Starr  Brescttc 
discoursing  on  Native  American 
spirituality,  Jeff  Stewart  with 
Buddhism,  and  the  Reverend 
Deacon  Jim  Dennison  as  the  vicar 
for  Roman  Catholicism. 

It  is  unfortunate  to  note  that  the 
OSA  was  unable,  through  no  fault 
of  its  own,  to  obtain  speakers  for 
Islam  and  Judaism.  So,  enough 
of  this  listing;  what  did  this 
year’s  Religious  Diversity  Forum 
accomplish? 

Well,  from  the  nine  panelists, 


the  most  basic  consensus  is 
best  stated  by  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church:  "They 
[homosexuals]  must  be  accepted 
with  respect,  compassion  and 
sensitivity.  Every  sign  of  unjust 
discrimination  in  their  regard 
should  be  avoided.  These  persons 
are  called  to  fulfill  God’s  will  in 
their  lives.” 

All  of  the  esteemed 
representatives  spoke  to  this 
concept  somehow.  Indeed,  the 
speakers  for  Paganism.  Eckankar. 
Atheism,  Hinduism  and  Native 
American  spiritualism  all 
declared  that  it  is  for  the  person  to 
act  according  to  their  conscience 
so  long  as  one  commits  no  harm 
to  another. 

Costa  directed  the  panel  to 
the  Wiccan  Rede,  a common 
text  among  Pagans,  to  make  this 
point:  "An  Ye  Harm  None,  Do 
What  Ye  Will." 

From  the  Christian  standpoint, 
a similarly  affirming  sentiment 
was  spoken  by  Deacon  Dennison, 
with  agreement  from  Nordquist 
and  Hurdler,  “do  everything 
with  love  and  respect"  as  doing 
otherwise  is  simply  “violating 
peoples’  integrity." 

At  the  end  of  the  Forum,  it 
was  agreed  by  all  of  the  panelists 
that  the  faiths  represented 
affirmed  that  the  homosexual 
orientation  is  not,  in  itself, 
sinful  or  morally  wrong.  It  was 
further  stated  that  the  majority, 
except  Roman  Catholicism  and 
Evangelical  Christianity,  of  the 
faiths  represented,  supported  and 
performed  gay  marriage. 

The  only  supportive  faith  which 
is  not  willing  to  bless  unions 
of  homosexuals  was  Eckankar 
simply  because  it  follows  state 
regulations  in  determining  who  it 
will  and  wifi  not  marry. 

Now,  instead  of  quoting  a 
champion  of  GLBT  rights  from 
our  own  era,  let  us  turn  to  a man 
from  a millennium  and  a half  ago, 
a lover  of  wisdom  by  the  name  of 
Boethius:  "Who  would  give  a law 
to  lovers?  Love  is  unto  itself  a 
higher  law."

in  one  of  the  most  technologically 
advanced  greenhouses  in  the 
country.  JJC  is  the  first  community 
college  in  the  nation  to  have  a 
LEED-registered  greenhouse. 

Mike  Brown  of  Gilbane 
Building  Co.  said  he  was  proud  to 
have  been  a part  of  the  project. 

“Virtually  100  percent  of 
the  work  on  this  building  was 
completed  by  the  local  workforce 
in  this  district,'’  Brown  told  the 
crowd.  “That’s  what  investing  in 
our  community  is  all  about.” 

Those  who  attended  the 
opening  received  an  herb  potted 


in  a biodegradable  cornstarch 
container. 

In  addition  to  the  multi- 
purpose classroom  where  the 
formal  ceremony  was  heid. 
guests  walked  on  self-guided 
tours  of  the  three  greenhouses, 
which  total  nearly  9.000  square 
feet,  where  they  learned  about 
different  sustainable  systems  like 
the  ebb  and  flow  rolling  flood 
bench  system  for  watering. 

In  the  ebb  and  flow  system, 
each  bench  has  a set  of  tanks 
underneath  to  store  the  water 
supply.  Watering  is  controlled 
with  a timer,  while  horizontal  air 
flow  fans,  near  the  top  of  all  three 
greenhouses,  provide  constant 
air  circulation  and  help  in  the 


prevention  of  diseases. 

“These  systems  you  see 
here  today  are  something  that 
I’ve  dreamed  about  for  a long 
time,”  Jim  Ethridge,  professor 
of  horticulture,  said. 

Dr.  Gena  Proulx,  JJC 
president,  added  that 
community  colleges  are 
uniquely  positioned  to  serve 
their  local  community's  needs. 

“Today  marks  the  first  of 
several  investments  that  we 
are  making  in  your  community 
college  as  part  of  the  master 
plan,"  Proulx  said.  "We 
thank  you  for  your  continued 
support  in  making  JJC  a leader 
in  teaching,  learning  and 
innovation."

For  the  first  time  this  season  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  men's  baseball 
team  is  over  .500. 

And  it  got  there  in  convincing 
fashion. 

The  Wolves  bats  erupted  for  66  runs 
over  a five  game  winning  streak  that 
pushed  their  record  to  19-17-1  on  the 
season.  The  Wolves  are  riding  high 
winning  8 of  their  last  10  games. 

Prior  to  the  season,  head  coach 
Wayne  King  said  he  expected  big 
things  in  the  middle  of  the  order 
from  Brett  VanAsdlen  and  he  hasn’t 
disappointed. 

In  a win  over  Sauk  Valley 
Community  College,  VanAsdlen  led 
the  team  with  three  hits  and  two  RBIs 
as  the  Wolves  came  away  with  a 5-0 

In  game  two  of  the  double  header, 
VanAsdlen  didn’t  slow  down.  He 
contributed  two  hits  as  JJC  escaped 
with  a 6-5  victory  behind  seven 
strikeouts  from  pitcher  Brendan 
Delany. 

VanAsdlen  contributed  two  hits 
against  Olive-Haryey  College,  but  it 
was  Trevor  Vermillion's  three  hits  and 
five  RBIs  that  led  JJC  to  a 23-0  rout. 
Joe  Salecki  contributed  four  RBIs  and 
three  hits  of  his  own. 

The  offense  sputtered  in  terms  of  its 
recent  success  with  only  1 1 runs,  but  it 
was  plenty  against  Kishwaukee.  With 


an  1 1-3  win,  it  marked  the  first  time  all 
season  the  team  had  more  wins  than 
losses.  Vermillion  used  his  arm  contrary 
to  his  bat  as  he  picked  up  the  win  on  the 
mound.  It  was  his  third  win  of  the  year. 

In  their  most  recent  outing,  the 
Wolves  piled  up  2 1 runs  in  5 innings  as 
JJC  used  a 9-run  second  inning  to  propel 
past  Prairie  State  21-9. 

Catcher  Emesto  Irizarry  hit  two 
home  runs  in  the  second  inning  alone. 
VanAsdlen  homcred  as  well  and  drove 
in  four  runs. 

While  VanAslden  has  recent  offensive 
success,  it  has  been  Hector  Belen  that  is 
driving  the  offense  that  is  keeping  JJC’s 
hopes  of  a winning  season  alive.  Belen 
has  a team-leading  four  home  runs  and 
20  RBIs. 

Following  Belen,  Jay  Modelski  and 
VanAsdlen  have  contributed  1 9 and  1 8 
RBIs,  respectively. 

Vermillion,  the  Joliet  Township  grad, 
has  compiled  an  ERA  of  2.92  with  three 
wins  and  one  save. 

Sophomore  Zach  Petrick.  coming  off 
his  near  no-hit  performance,  leads  the 
team  in  strikeouts  with  45  along  with 
three  wins  and  a 3.30  ERA. 

The  team  appears  to  be  hitting  stride 
as  it  is  headed  towards  the  playoffs 
where  it  hopes  to  continue  the  winning 
tradition.  JJC  hasn't  had  a losing  season 
since  2002  and  is  just  two  years  removed 
from  a national  championship.

It’s  no  secret  that  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  softball  team 
has  had  a rough  go  of  it  in  the 
2010  season.  Sitting  at  an  11-18 
record  so  far,  it  has  not  been  an 
easy  spring  for  the  Lady  Wolves. 
However,  there  is  more  to  the 
season  than  the  record  indicates. 

One  of  the  biggest  contributing 
factors  to  the  early  season 
struggles  can  be  attributed  to  the 
opponents  the  team  had  to  face 
ofT  the  bat. 

“We  played  a tough  schedule  at 
die  start,"  said  head  coach  Emily 
Marino.  “The  first  ten  games  we 
played  against  Division  I and 
[Division]  II  teams.” 

According  to  Marino,  the 
team  has  shown  a lot  signs  of 
improvement  as  of  late.  The  only 
problem  lately  has  been  clutch 
pitching  in  critical  situations. 

“Lately  we  have  been  hitting 
the  ball  very  well,”  said  Marino. 
“We  just  need  to  leam  to  finish 
strong,  finish  the  game.  We  give 
up  too  many  runs  late  in  the  game 


or  after  two  outs.” 

Another  factor  than  could 
be  considered  is  the  lack  of 
experience  in  this  year’s  team. 
The  three  returning  sophomores 
Val  Karas,  Kelli  Dockstader  and 
Kaitlyn  Harlow  have  all  stepped 
into  leadership  roles. 

With  only  three  players 
returning  from  last  season's 
roster,  it  could  be  expected  that 
growing  pains  could  be  present 
in  some  of  the  younger  players. 

That  being  said,  even  with  the 
lack  of  experience  the  freshmen 
have  shown  that  they  have  enough 
talent  to  be  part  of  a winning  team. 
At  the  very  least,  the  experience 
that  the  freshman  hope  to  gain 
could  potentially  make  them  one 
of  the  strongest  teams  in  their 
region  next  season.

JJC  enrollment 
increases  2.5%

Joliet  Junior  College 
enrollment  is  up  2.5  percent 
from  last  year,  according 
to  the  Vice  President  of 
Student  Development,  Betsy 
Oudenhoven. 

Although  the  new  numbers 
represent  a solid  increase, 
they  are  far  below  the  increase 
experienced  by  the  college  last 
fall,  when  the  student  head  count 
rose  a full  8.5  percent. 

Last  year’s  student  head  count 
stood  at  15,288  students,  while 
this  year’s  student  count  is  up  to 
15,676  students. 

The  amount  of  credit  hours 
enrolled  in  has  increased  even 
more  than  the  head  count. 


rising  4.1  percent  in  the  last 
year.  When  comparing  this 
to  other  community  colleges, 
Elgin  Community  College’s 
credit  hour  enrollment  is  up 
5.2  percent,  while  College  of 
DuPage’s  credit  hour  enrollment 
have  dropped  0.8  percent. 

Oudenhoven  believes  that 
the  spike  in  attendance  in  the 
fall  of  2009  was  due  to  the 
poor  economy,  and  while  other 
community  colleges  have  been 
experiencing  the  same  increase, 
quite  a few  colleges  have  been 
experiencing  a drop. 

“I  think  enrollment  has 
been  increasing  because  we 
provide  an  affordable  and 
quality  education  and  give 
students  multiple  options,”  said

JJC  culinary  arts  team  wins  silver  medal  at  national

The  JJC  Culinary  Arts  Hot 
Foods  team  took  home  the 
silver  medal  at  the  American 
Culinary  Federation’s  national 
competition  on  Aug.  5 in 
Anaheim,  Calif. 

The  five-member  team 


competed  against  teams  from 
New  York,  California  and 
Savannah,  Ga.,  losing  to  the 
State  University  of  New  York 
at  Delhi  by  only  a 1.7-point 
margin.  Co-coach  Chef  Tim 
Bucci  summed  up  the  team’s 
feeling  after  winning. 

“Well,  they  were  pretty 
disappointed  an  the  silver 


medal,”  said  Bucci.  “The  team 
was  only  a half  point  away  from 
the  gold.  After  working  two 
years  on  the  team,  to  end  up  with 
a silver  medal  is  tough.  But,  on 
the  other  hand,  they  took  second 
out  of  every  culinary  school  in 
the  nation.” 

In  March,  the  team  had  won 
its  first  ACF  central  regional 


competition.  This  qualified  them 
for  their  first-ever  appearance  at 
the  national  contest  in  August. 
In  the  weeks  and  months  leading 
up  to  the  competition,  the  team 
practiced  several  times  each 
week  to  perfect  the  four-course 
meal  required  for  entry. 

“They  had  to  first  win  state 
and  regional  level  competitions,”

said  Bucci.  “At  nationals,  they 
had  three  hours  and  20  minutes 
to  prepare  24  portions  of  a four- 
course  menu — appetizer,  salad, 
entree  and  dessert.  All  prep  and 
cooking  had  to  be  done  on  site.”

Joliet  Junior  College 
is  known  for  being  the 
first  community  college 
in  the  United  States.  It 
was  founded  in  1901 
by  J.  Stanley  Brown, 
superintendent  of  Joliet 
Township  High  School,  and 
William  Rainey  Harper, 
president  of  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

They  founded  the  junior 
college  as  an  experimental 
post-graduate  high  school 
program.  Its  beginning 
enrollment  then  was  six; 
today,  it  has  more  than 
15,000  students. 

Many  students  out  of 
high  school  dream  of  going 
to  a four-year  college, 
but  sometimes  it  doesn’t 


always  happen  the  way 
they  plan.  They  want  to 
experience  life  away  from 
home,  to  meet  new  people 
and  to  make  memories. 

However  strong  the  urge 
may  be  to  go,  there  is  still 
the  reality  of  being  able  to 
afford  to  go,  as  well  as  the 
pressure  to  choose  a major 
early  due  to  the  high  costs 
of  tuition  and  room  and 
board. 

A lot  of  students  who 
graduate  high  school  say 
they  know  what  they  want 
to  do  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  Or  at  least  they  think 
they  know. 

But,  according  to 
MSNBC  online  contributor 
Gayle  B.  Renan,  80  percent 
of  college-bound  students 
don’t  choose  a major 
straight  out  of  high  school. 

Fifty  percent  of  the  ones 
who  do  choose  a major 
straight  out  of  high  school 
end  up  changing  their 
majors  anyway.

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Oudenhoven.  “They  prepare  to 
transfer,  prepare  to  work,  improve 
English  language  skills,  take  a few 
courses  to  retool  or  take  courses 
for  personal  interest.” 

The  numbers  that  represent  the 
fall  increase  do  not  include  dual 
credit  classes  or  summer  classes. 
At  the  Sept.  14  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting,  Trustee  Andy 
Mihelich  asked  Oudenhoven  for 
those  numbers,  which  he  believes 
would  add  to  the  overall  increase 
over  the  2009-2010  numbers.

The  adult  student  population 
has  grown  as  well  with  students 
aged  21-30  being  up  13.8  percent 
and  students  over  the  age  of  56 
increased  10.9  percent.

campus  is  growing  as  well.”

JJC  physics  professor 
wins  national  award

This  past  summer,  JJC  physics 
professor  Dr.  Bill  Hogan  received 
the  Excellence  in  Undergraduate 
Physics  Teaching  Award  from 
the  American  Association  of 
Physics  Teachers. 

“My  first  response  when  I 
was  notified  of  the  award  was 
to  send  a message  to  the  chair 
of  the  awards  committee  asking 
if  it  was  some  kind  of  practical 
joke,”  said  Hogan.  "I’m  not  sure 
I deserve  this  award,  but  I love 
teaching  introductory  physics 
and  feel  very  fortunate  to  make 
my  living  doing  something  1 
enjoy.” 

Hogan 's  modesty  is 
corroborated  by  the  remarks  of 
Professor  John  Griffis,  chair  of 
the  Natural  Sciences  and  Physical 
Education  Department.  “It  is  a 
prestigious  honor,  not  only  for 
Dr.  Hogan,  but  for  Joliet  Junior 
College,"  said  Griffis.  “Dr. 
Hogan  is  humble  enough  to  say 
that  he  is  not  deserving  of  such 
an  award,  but  those  of  us  that 
know  him,  and  work  with  him, 
would  disagree.” 

Although  he  has  been 
teaching  since  1994,  Hogan  did 
not  always  plan  on  educating; 
his  initial  career  path  led  him 
toward  physics  research.  Once  he 
got  a glimpse  of  being  a teacher, 
though,  he  was  hooked.  Hogan 
has  taught  at  JJC  since  1997. 
He  believes  strongly  in  making 
students  active  participants  in 


the  learning  process. 

Hogan  was  active  in  the 
success  of  a National  Science 
Foundation-sponsored  project 
to  build  networks  among  two- 
year  college  physics  teachers  in 
Illinois.  He  currently  serves  as 
chair  of  the  AAPT  Committee  on 
Physics  in  Two-Year  Colleges. 

When  asked  what  his  favorite 
thing  about  physics  was,  Hogan 
explained  that  he  "lovefs]  the 
fact  that  physics  ties  into  so 
many  things  that  we  see  in  the 
world  around  us,  both  in  nature 
and  in  technology.” 

Despite  appearances  to  the 
contrary,  physics  does  not 
consume  Hogan’s  whole  life. 
He  is  a baseball  fan  and  he 
mentioned  how  much  he  loves 
spending  lime  with  his  wife 
and  two  children.  Hogan  never 
expected  to  win  this  award,  so 
he  is  not  aiming  to  achieve  any 
others,  except  for  maybe  the 
American  League  MVP  playing 
for  the  White  Sox.  His  goal  is 
always  to  do  the  best  job  he  can 
every  day. 

“Dr.  Hogan  is  a very  dedicated, 
hard-working  and  intelligent 
teacher  and  colleague,”  praised 
Griffis.  “He  spends  long 
hours  working  with  students 
individually,  helping  them  to 
learn  and  understand  physics. 
The  Natural  Science  Department 
and  Joliet  Junior  College  are 
fortunate  to  have  someone  with 
the  talent  and  drive  that  Bill 
Hogan  brings  to  his  teaching, 
and  his  service  to  the  college 
community.” 


JJC  buys  land  for  new  center 


JJC  has  purchased  land  in 
downtown  Chicago  that  will 
serve  as  the  site  for  the  college’s 
new  City  Center  Campus. 

On  Sept.  9.  Joliet  Junior 
College  completed  the 
$480,000  deal  with  the  city  of 
Joliet  to  acquire  the  property 
at  215  N.  Chicago  St.,  also 
known  as  the  White  Store. 
“Completing  the  sale  of  the 


White  Store  is  a bag  step  forward 
for  the  college,"  Dr.  Proulx  said.

Demolition  of  the  building 
is  tentatively  scheduled

14  board  of  trustees  meeting, 
which  will  be  held  at  the  current 
City  Center  Campus. 

The  City  Center  Campus

Machete  slashes  expectations

If  you  need  the  “trash"  taken 
out,  or  better  yet  need  to  expose 
a political  scandal  in  Mexico, 
you  need  to  hire  a man  named 
Machete. 

The  new  Robert  Rodriquez 
film.  Machete,  is  about  a Mexican 
mercenary,  played  by  veteran  actor 
Danny  Trejo,  who  is  hired  by  some 
shady  characters  to  assassinate  a 
senator  from  Texas  who  wants  to 
build  a fence  to  solve  the  illegal 
immigration  controversy.

If  you  wait  until  the  following 
weekend,  you’ll  get  the  pleasure 
of  enjoying  Zach  Galifianakis 
(Allan  from  The  Hangover).  That 
fact  alone  should  draw  you  out  to 
see  It’s  Kind  of  a Funny  Story.  The 
story  centers  around  a 16-year- 
old  named  Craig  who,  stressed 
out  from  the  demands  of  being 
a teenager,  checks  into  a mental 
health  clinic.  There  he  meets 
Bobby  (Galifianakis),  who  soon 
becomes  both  Craig’s  mentor  and 
protege.  The  film  looks  great  and 
anything  featuring  funny  man  Jim 
Gaffigan  is  a must  see.  It’s  Kind 
of  a Funny  Story  hits  theaters 
Oct.  8.

Starring  Milla  Jovovich  as 
Alice,  Wentworth  Miller  as  Chris 
Redfield,  Ali  Carter  as  Claire 
Redfield  and  Shawn  Roberts  as 
Albert  Wesker,  Afterlife  looks  to 
cash  in  on  the  success  of  the  first 
three  films.  Will  this  movie  cash 
in  on  the  prior  success,  or  will  it 
be  dead  on  arrival? 

Most  of  the  fans  of  the  video 
game  will  attend  the  movie 
because  of  one  character:  Albert 
Wesker.  Wesker  is  portrayed  by 
Shawn  Roberts,  who  does  an 
excellent  job  playing  him.  Wesker 
is  a staple  of  the  video  game 
series,  being  the  only  character 
who  is  seen  or  mentioned  in  every 
game  (seven  in  all  to  date). 

In  the  movie,  Wesker  is 
the  chairman  of  the  Umbrella 
Corporation,  a company  that 
created  the  T- Virus.  The  T- Virus 
reanimates  dead  tissue,  bringing 
the  dead  back  to  life.  This  causes 
a massive  global  outbreak.  Now, 
forced  underground,  Wesker 
is  trying  to  keep  his  company 
afloat. 

Roberts  brings  everything  that 
made  Wesker  cool  in  the  video 
games  to  the  film:  His  smugness, 
his  indifference  to  killing  anyone 
who  gets  in  his  way,  his  love 
of  wearing  sunglasses  in  all 
situations.  In  short,  Wesker  is  a 
bad  ass,  and  Roberts  does  a great 
job  showing  it,  especially  in  the 


3D  fight  scenes. 

This  movie  is  all  about  the 
3D.  The  film  was  shot  with  the 
same  3D  camera  system  used  for 
Avatar,  and  it  definitely  shows. 
Scenes  jump  off  the  screen  and 
are  choreographed  very  well.  The 
fight  scenes  between  Wesker, 
Chris  Redfield  and  Claire 
Redfield  are  the  highlight  of  the 
film,  not  only  because  it  is  filmed 
extremely  well  with  the  3D,  but 
also  because  A Perfect  Circles’ 
“The  Outsider”  as  background 
music  was  phenomenal.  It  should 


be  noted,  however,  that  this  fight 
was  pretty  much  copied  from  a 
similar  fight  in  the  game  Resident 
Evil  5. 

This  movie  is  far  from  perfect. 
While  the  3D  makes  the  scenes 
pop  off  the  screen,  it  seems  that 
the  director  thinks  that  making 
every  scene  in  slow  motion 
makes  it  better.  It  doesn't.  Scenes 
slow  down  and  as  a result  drag 
horribly.  In  one  scene,  all  of  the 
action  stops  and  the  camera  circles 
around  two  characters  in  an  “I’m 
in  3D”  moment  which  just  brings 


the  film  to  a stop.  Many  of  the 
moments  of  the  movie  would 
have  been  better  served  at  normal 
speed. 

The  introduction  of  the 
Axeman  from  the  game  Resident 
Evil  5 seems  like  filler.  He  is 
plopped  in  there  and  sadly  just 
looks  ridiculous  in  the  film. 
The  big  axe  he  swings  lacks  the 
fluidity  that  was  portrayed  in  the 
game.  This  makes  it  apparent  that 
the  director  was  focusing  more  on 
the  3D  aspect  of  the  film  versus 
the  plot  portion. 


This  movie  is  highly 
entertaining  and  definitely  worth 
seeing  in  the  theatre,  but  only  if  it’s 
in  3D.  A regular  screening  would 
not  do  justice  to  the  sequences. 
The  portrayal  of  the  characters, 
especially  Albert  Wesker,  is  done 
very  well.  The  story  is  a jumbled 
mess  that  sets  up  a 5th  movie. 
Overall,  Resident  Evil:  Afterlife 
is  a mediocre  film  that  fails  to 
deliver  a story  that  will  keep  fans 
of  the  games  entertained. 


Alice  worth  checking  out

Go  Ask  Alice  had  something 
unique  about  it  that  caught  my 
attention  right  away.  The  book 
was  a best  seller  with  over  5 
million  copies  sold,  yet  the  author 
remained  anonymous.  This 
immediately  caught  my  attention 
and  much  to  my  surprise,  the 
book  was  actually  a journal. 

Throughout  the  book,  we 
follow  the  readings  of  a girl  who 
started  using  drugs  at  the  age  of  1 5 
after  someone  slipped  LSD  into 
her  drink.

While  the  imagery  is  powerful,  it 
does  start  to  lean  more  toward 
the  style  of  a public  service 
announcement-style  book  with  a 
“This  can  happen  to  you!”  sort  of 
message. 

This  is  where  I start  to  have  a 
bit  of  a problem  with  this  book. 


While  it  does  have  the  good 
message  that  drugs  are  bad  and 
that  they  can  ruin  your  life,  it 
starts  to  raise  questions  about 
whether  or  not  this  journal  was 
actually  real. 

This  has  been  the  topic  of 
debate  for  many  years  since  its 
release,  but  to  find  the  truth,  you 
do  not  need  to  go  any  further  than 
the  copyright  page,  which  states 
that  the  book  is  a work  of  fiction. 
Yes,  while  it  is  advertised  as  a 
real  journal  of  a teen  who  abused 
drugs  and  as  a result  ruined  her 
life,  the  fact  that  it  is  not  a real 
story  takes  a lot  of  emotion  and 
credibility  out  of  the  book. 

If  you  were  to  look  at  this  book 
as  a work  of  fiction,  and  not  a 
true  story  as  it  was  marketed, 
then  you  might  be  able  to  enjoy 
it  a little  more.

Eight  years  after  their 
impressive  record-setting  season, 
the  2002  JJC  football  team  has 
one  more  achievement  to  hang  its 
head  on. 

Earlier  this  month,  the 
National  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association  announced  that  the 
2002  Wolves  will  be  inducted 
into  its  Football  Hall  of  Fame  as 
part  of  the  class  of  2010. 

After  _ finishing  the  2002 
regular  season  undefeated, 
the  Wolves  finished  off  their 
incredible  year  by  becoming  the 
first  non-scholarship  team  to  go 
on  and  win  the  NJCAA  Football 
Championship.

Even  with  the  promising  signs

JJC  expansion  projects  stay  on  schedule

Since  the  development  of 
the  2007  Master  Plan,  several 
projects  have  been  undertaken, 
and  some  have  been  completed. 

The  first  project,  completed 
in  December  2009,  was  the 
new  greenhouse  facility.  The 
greenhouse  features  a multi- 
purpose classroom  and  three 
greenhouses  totaling  nearly 
9,000  square  feet. 

This  building  is  also 
LEED-certifaed  and  features  a 
rainwater  harvesting  system,  a 
passive  ventilation  system  that 
reduces  energy  consumption, 
and  an  energy-reflective  roof 
surface  that  reflects  solar  energy 
and  reduces  cooling  loads. 

By  using  green  technology,  JJC 


has  created  an  environmentally- 
friendly  building  that  will  also 
save  the  college  money  on 
energy  consumption. 

A second  project,  completed 
in  summer  2010,  was  the 
addition  of  340  parking  spaces 
to  the  Main  Campus.  This  brings 
the  total  of  parking  spaces  up 
to  3,722,  which  is  up  from  last 
year’s  total  of  3,248  spaces. 
The  additional  parking  spaces 
will  help  alleviate  the  crowded 
conditions  of  JJC’s  parking  lots. 

The  construction  of  the  new 
Facility  Services  Building  and 
Campus  Center  continue  on 
Main  Campus. 

“The  projected  opening 
for  the  new  Facility  Services 
.Building  is  spring  2011,  while 
the  Campus  Center  is  scheduled 
tc  open  by  summer  2011,”  said 
Kelly  Rohder,  Communications 


and  Media  Specialist  at  JJC. 

These  additions  will  meet 
the  current  and  future  needs  of 
students  and  faculty. 

On  Aug.  16,  the  Joliet  city 
council  approved  the  sale  of 
the  White  Store  building,  235 
Chicago  St.,  to  the  college.  This 
property  will  be  the  site  of  the 
new  City  Center  Campus. 

The  acquisition  is  expected 
to  bring  at  least  500  students  to 
the  downtown  center.  The  new 
facility  will  house  the  culinary 
arts  and  hospitality  programs,  as 
well  as  the  workforce  and  GED/ 
ESL  training  and  adult  education 
programs. 

Although  this  project  is  still 
in  the  planning  stages,  the  new 
center  may  also  have  its  own 
library,  computer  lab  and  kiosks, 
fitness  area,  and  casual  eating 
area.  Demolition  of  the  White 


Store  building  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  November. 

Another  project  currently  in 
the  works  is  the  Automotive 
Technology  Expansion,  which 
should  help  increase  enrollment 
in  the  automotive  service  field 
and  provide  a technologically 
advanced  learning  environment 
for  students.  Completion  of 
this  project  is  scheduled  for  fall 
2011. 

The  Natural  Sciences 
Department  is  has  „ begun 
expanding  as  well.  The  expansion 
is  planned  to  add  37,000  square 
feet,  featuring  14  new  labs 
and  completely  renovated  and 
expanded  prep  areas.

To  register,  activate  new  e-mail  account

students  who  are  graduating  this 
December,  we  offer  congratulations. 

But  for  the  rest  of  us,  registration  for 
next  semester  is  a fairly  pressing  subject 
as  we  take  the  next  step  toward  our 
educational  goafs. 

Determining  remaining  course 
requirements  for  graduation,  fulfilling 
prerequisites,  meeting  with  academic 
advisers,  and  identifying  the  earliest 
possible  time  we  may  take  advantage 
of  priority  registration  are  concerns  that 
present  themselves  midway  through  the 
current  semester. 

Yes,  just  as  we’ve  gotten  settled  into 
our  fall  routine,  we  have  the  spring 
semester  to  think  about! 

Thankfully,  the  college  offers 
information,  guidance  and  support  to 
help  students  navigate  the  confusion. 
Those  who  have  been  paying  attention  to 
the  communication  on  the  JJC  web  site 
and  to  e-mails  sent  out  by  the  college 
have  likely  already  determined  their  level 


of  priority  registration. 

They  know  that  they  need  to  change 
their  password  and  activate  their  new 
student  e-mail  accounts  in  order  to  be 
able  to  register  online.  In  fact,  these 
attentive  students  have  likely  already 
activated  their  new  e-mail  accounts. 

Are  you  one  of  these  students?  Or 
are  you  waiting  until  the  last  minute  to 
activate  your  account  and  register? 

There  are  certainly  legitimate  reasons 
for  waiting  to  register.  You  may  not  be 
sure  of  your  class  selection.  You  may  be 
waiting  for  a financial  issue  to  resolve. 

You  simply  may  not  have  enough  time 
in  your  schedule  right  now  to  even  think 
about  making  an  informed  class  selection 
decision  and  sitting  down  to  register.

the  last  minute  because  you  haven’t  been 
paying  attention  to  the  information  the 
college  has  been  publicizing,  Whaf  is 
even  more  unacceptable  is  complaining 
about  how  the  new  e-mail  policy  is 
delaying  your  ability  to  register,  when 
in  fact  it  is  your  own  inattentiveness  to 
college  communications  that  is  delaying 
you. 

Dc  you  read  the  information  e-mails 
sent  out  weekly  by  the  college?  When 
you  visit  the  JJC  home  page,  do  you  read 
the  announcements  that  are  displayed 
front  and  center? 

If  you  do,  you  will  be  prepared  for 
any  action  you  may  need  to  take.  But  if 
you  don’t,  you  lose  the  right  to  complain 
when  you  are  prevented  from  registering 
because  you’ve  neglected  to  change  your 
password  and  activate  your  new  student 
e-mail  account. 

Registration  information  can  be  found 
under  the  ‘Academics’  heading  on  the 
JJC  home  page.  Alternately,  check  your 
JJC  e-maif.  Now  would  be  a good  time  to 
make  a habit  of  doing  so.

On  the  morning  of  July  29, 
2010,  a van  departed  from  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  parking 
lot  on  a two-day  long  drive  to 
the  Bridger  Teton  Wilderness 
in  Wyoming  where  four 
other  students  and  1 would 
call  home  for  the  next  eight 
nights. 

This  is  a trip  that  the 
Natural  Sciences  department 
sponsors  every  three  years.  I 
had  heard  about  it  when  I had 
stayed  in  good  contact  with 
biology  professor  Andy  Neill. 
He  had  mentioned  the  trip  a 
semester  after  I took  a class 
with  him  and  as  soon  as  he 
gave  me  the  details,  I knew 
that  I wanted  to  be  one  of  the 
students  on  the  trip. 

However,  this  wasn’t  just 
a trip  out  to  Wyoming.  We 
also  received  3 hours  of  credit 
for  BIO  146,  Ecological 
Conservation.  Every  day  we 
were  on  the  trip,  including  the 
drive  to  and  from  Wyoming, 
there  would  be  a lecture  on 
topics  such  as  the  biology  of 
pine  trees,  global  warming. 


and  alpine  ecology,  to  name 
a few. 

We  also  learned  about  the 
proper  usage  of  compasses, 
how  to  read  a topographic 
map,  pitching  tents,  and 
how  to  properly  store  food 
and  supplies  when  out  in  the 
middle  of  the  bear  country. 
And  of  course,  with  all 
this  we  learned  the  rules  of 
“Leave  No  Trace”  that,  as  the 
name  implies,  is  on  how  to 
limit  our  impact  on  the  earth’s 
treasured  natural  areas. 

As  for  the  trip  itself,  I can 
easily  call  it  one  of  the  best 
times  of  my  life.  The  Bridger 
Teton  National  Wilderness 
Area  is  not  as  well  known 
as  areas  like  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  but  it  is  a 


wonderful  area  that  has 
breathtaking  views  and  an 
abundance  of  wild  flowers 
and  life. 

Not  many  opportunities  like 
this  come  up,  but  JJC  did  give 
me  this  opportunity,  and  I am 
more  than  glad  that  I took  it.  ‘ 
While  I have  always  wanted 
to  go  out  into  the  wilderness, 

I can’t  say  I really  knew  how. 
But  because  of  going  on  this 
trip  with  Professor  Neil!  and 
two  other  very  experienced 
hikers,  l know  all  the  ropes 
that  not  only  go  into  camping 
and  preparing  yourself  for 
such  a trip,  but  also  how  to 
do  it  with  little  impact  on  the 
land.  They  even  provided 
all  of  the  supplies  including 
tents,  backpacks,  food,  and 


tools. 

While  yes,  it  was  difficult 
to  go  10  days  without  a real

So  if  you  currently  don’t 
have  any  plans  for  the 
summer  of  2013, 1 highly 
recommend  this  trip  to  anyone 
interested  in  learning  more 
about  ecology,  camping,  Sow 
impact,  or  just  having  a good 
time.

Eric  Dutt,  a JJC  counselor, 
held  a seminar  on  Sept.  30  about 
understanding  self-injury.  He 
included  ways  to  detect  if  a loved 
one  is  self  harming  and  ways  to 
get  help  if  you  or  someone  you 
know  self-injures. 

Self-injury  occurs  when  a 
person  intentionally  harms 
himself  or  herself  to  cope  with 
emotional  pain  or  trauma  he  or 
she  is  experiencing.  The  most 
common  forms  of  self-injury 
are  cutting,  burning,  scratching, 
hitting  body  parts,  and  scab- 
picking, according  to  Dutt. 

Self-injury  is  not  a diagnosable 
disorder;  instead  it  is  considered 
a symptom  of  Borderline 
Personality  Disorder  and  also 


Obsessive  Compulsive  Disorder. 
Self-injurers  do  so  to  “express 
deep  stress"  and  to  “cope  with 
painful  memories,"  Dutt  said. 

Dutt  reminded  his 
audience  that  if 
you're  helping  a 
loved  one,  remember 
to  be  reassuring  and 
do  not  be  judgmental 

when  approaching 
someone  about  their 
self-injury. 

Dutt  emphasized  that  self- 
injury  is  not  a suicidal  act,  but 
that  the  people  are  regaining  a 
sense  of  control  while  dealing 
with  trauma. 

Some  signs  to  look  out  for  are 


the  wearing  long  clothes  in  warm 
weather,  which  is  done  to  hide 
the  scars  because  of  ihc  "shame 
and  guilt  they  feel,"  said  Dutt.  He 
also  said  to  watch  out  for  loved 
ones  with  depressive  symptoms, 
unexplainable  wounds,  and  the 
excuse  of  being  clumsy  when 
asked  about  the  wounds. 

Dutt  gave  some  steps  to  help 
yourself  stop  self-injuring,  or 
advice  you  could  pass  on  to  a 
loved  one.  First  you  need  to 
decide  to  stop,  and  then  confide 
in  someone  you  trust.  Then 
identify  your  triggers — the  things 
that  set  off  your  harmful  urges — 
and  find  a way  to  cope  with  your 
anger  such  as  running,  dancing, 
or  even  screaming.  To  cope  with 
emotional  numbness,  he  suggests 
squeezing  an  ice  cube. 

Dutt  reminded  his  audience 
that  if  you’re  helping  a loved 
one,  remember  to  be  reassuring 


and  do  not  be  judgmental  when 
approaching  someone  about  their 
self-injury. 

If  you  or  someone  you  know 
needs  help,  there  arc  plenty  of 
resources  to  help.

to  help  cope  with  your  emotions, 
and  the  website  also  provides  a list 
of  treatment  facilities  to  get  help.

If  you  have  been  around  JJC 
for  a while,  you  may  have  noticed 
two  new  faces  walking  the  halls 
of  J-Building. 

If  so,  that’s  because  the  college 
has  two  new  vice  presidents,  hired 
by  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  this 
summer. 

The  two  new  administrators  are 
Tammy  Rust,  vice  president  of 
administrative  services,  and  Dr. 
Valerie  Roberson,  vice  president 
of  academic  affairs.  Collectively, 
they  represent  five  decades  of 
higher  education  administration. 

Roberson  studied  psychology 
as  an  undergraduate  and  she 
finds  that  useful  in  her  job  as  an 
administrator.

Roberson  possesses  25  years  of 
community  college  administration 
experience;  as  director  of  adult 
education  both  at  Triton  College 
and  at  Heartland  Community 
College,  where  she  was  also 
dean  of  academic  support  and 
vice  president  of  institutional* 
advancement.

John  Lyons’  Brown  Bag 
presentation  on  Thursday,  Oct.  7, 
was  an  insightful  and  informative 
review  of  the  origin,  purpose,  and 
potential  benefits  of  the  JJC  Oral 
History  Project:  a multimedia 
historical  archive  of  video 
interviews  which  aspires  to  record, 
collect,  and  catalog  the  memories 
and  reflections  of  a host  of  JJC 
alumni  and  faculty  from  JJC’s 
inception  to  the  present  day. 

The  original  conception  of  the 
project,  since  its  genesis  in  the  fall 
of  2009,  has  developed  greatly  in 
the  last  year.  Starting  this  spring, 
students  under  the  direction  of 
Lyons  will  be  required  to  prepare 
for  and  conduct  video  interviews 
with  selected  alumni  and  staff, 
as  a part  of  Lyons’  world  history 
honors  course.  These  interviews 
will  then  be  archived  and  made 
available  for  public  perusal. 

The  potential  benefits  of  the 
project,  according  to  Lyons,  are 
myriad:  its  intrinsic  historical 
value,  the  sense  of  school  pride 
such  an  undertaking  instills,  the 
value  of  understanding  the  impact 
JJC  has  had  on  the  area,  the 
marketing  potential  of  the  archive 
in  generating  curiosity  about 
JJC.  the  valuable  contribution 
such  an  archive  would  be  to 
community  historical  institutions, 
and  the  obvious  benefits  to  the 
interviewers  and  interviewees, 
just  to  name  a few. 

“We  have  a tendency  to  forget 
things,”  said  Lyons,  who  sees 
the  oral  history  project  as  a 
golden  opportunity  to  give  back 
to  the  community,  provide  a 
new  challenge  to  students,  and 
inform  ourselves  about  our  past 
at  the  same  time.  “When  you 
study  a particular  place,  you  can 
understand  a lot  more  about  world 
events,”  said  Lyons. 

In  addition  to  the  actual 
archive  (which  will  ideally  grow 
exponentially  until,  in  Lyons’

words,  “the  last  student  stands  on 
this  campus”),  segments  of  video 
interviews  will  also  be  available 
to  the  general  public  online,  and 
clips  of  interviews  may  be  shown 
on  the  media  information  screens 
throughout  the  campus. 

Lyons  and  the  other  volunteers 
responsible  for  the  project’s 
success  are  in  communication 
with  former  members  of  the 
original  1967  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  (whose  members  make 
up  the  initial  video  interviews 
already  in  existence),  the  Joliet 
Historical  Museum,  and  JJC 
Alumni  organizations. 

The  JJC  Oral  History  Project 
is  run  by  a dedicated  volunteer 
crew  of  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni, 
including  Kelly  Rohder,  with  the 
Communications  and  External 
Relations  Office;  Kelly  Meyers, 
Assistant  Director  of  Institutional 
Advancement  and  Alumni

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2002  Wolves  inducted  into  Hall  of  Fame 

8 years  after  magical  season,  '02  team  still  getting  recognition

The  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  announced 
last  month  that  the  2002  Joliet 
Junior  College  football  team 
would  be  inducted  into  its 
Football  Hall  of  Fame  as  part  of 
the  class  of  20 10. 

That  year  the  Wolves  became 
the  first  non-scholarship  team 
to  go  on  and  win  the  NJCAA 
Football  Championship. 

Almost  as  impressive  was 
the  fact  that  the  Wolves  went 
undefeated  in  the  regular  season 
on  what  at  the  time  was  a record- 
breaking  winning  streak  that  was 
21  games  long. 

Not  only  was  the  team  winning 
every  game,  but  they  were  doing 
it  in  a dominating  fashion.  The 
'02  Wolves  averaged  a margin 
of  victory  of  26  points  while 
holding  opponents  to  10  points 
per  game. 

Current  Wolves’  defensive 
coordinator  Jason  DeWolf  was  a 


member  of  the  coaching  staff  in 
2002  as  the  offensive  line  coach, 
and  he  still  remembers  being  part 
of  a national  champion. 

“Obviously  1 have  a lot  of 
fond  memories  with  that  group," 
said  DeWolf.  “There  was  a lot  of 
camaraderie  with  the  players  and 
the  staff.  I still  talk  to  everyone 
every  now  and  then.  We  all 
definitely  made  some  lifelong 
memories.” 

“The  most  exciting  moment 
for  me  was  winning  the  national 
championship  and  beating 
heavy  favorite  Georgia  Military 
Academy,"  said  Bob  MacDcugall, 
former  head  coach. 

“Nobody  gave  us  a chance 
to  win  the  game  except  for  us,” 
MacDougall  continued. 

That  victory  against  Georgia 
Military  Academy  did  not  come 
easy  for  the  Wolves.  After  falling 
to  a 14-0  deficit,  they  managed 
to  come  back  and  earned  a 24- 
14  victory  to  win  the  national 
championship. 

“We  had  great  sophomore 
leadership,”  said  DeWolf.  “They 


showed  great  character  in  the 
championship  game.  The  team 
faced  adversity,  and  managed 
to  overcome  it  • and  become 
champions." 

NJCAA  Championship  Game 
MVP  and  current  Indianapolis 
Colts  Super  Bowl-winning 
comerback,  Kelvin  Hayden 
helped  lead  the  Wolves  to  that 
victory. 

’That’s  right  below  winning 
the  Super  Bowl,"  said  Hayden 
about  being  named  MVP  of  that 
game. 

“The  Super  Bowl  is  the  thing 
that  everyone  wants  to  do  in 
their  football  careers,"  Hayden 
continued,  “but  being  named 
MVP  of  that  game  is  an  individual 
honor  that  I appreciate  also.” 

According  to  Hayden,  the 
team’s  induction  into  the  NJCAA 
Hall  of  the  Fame  induction  is 
an  honor,  and  he  knew  the  2002 
Wolves  had  a special  thing  going 
since  the  beginning. 

“Actually  right  after  my 
freshman  year,"  Hayden  said.  “I 
knew  that  all  of  us  were  coming

Out  of  the  12  tracks  on  the  album, 
only  two  contain  enough  charisma 
to  be  remembered  once  the  CD 
stops  spinning. 

The  single  “Whipped  Cream" 
takes  a unique  look  at  picking 
Up  girls  by  saying,  "1  want  it 
with  whipped  cream  on  it/Baby. 
gimme,  gimme,  gimme  your 
love."  The  song  in  and  of  itself 
is  highly  catchy  and  intensely 
amusing.  The  song  embodies 
one’s  mindset  after  a few  drinks 
and  the  thought  process  while 
walking  up  to  a girl,  ready  with 


that  perfect  pick  up  line.  Normally 
it  ends  in  failure,  but  it  is  always 
worth  that  one  shot. 

The  second  single,  “Skeletons 
on  Parade,"  is  a fun  little  song 
about,  well,  skeletons  on  parade.

'Life  of  Pi'  author's  new 
book  impresses  reader

Beatrice  and  Virgil,  by  Yann 
Martel,  author  of  the  famed  Life 
of  Pi,  is  a horrible  book.  I mean 
that  in  the  best  way  possible. 

Horrible:  Sufficiently 

frightening,  distressing,  or 
shocking;  as  to  provoke  horror. 
Successful  author  Henry  has 
written  a book  that  has  done 
remarkably  well. 

He  then  writes  a book  about 
the  holocaust  that  is  deemed  ‘un- 
publishable’ by  his  editors.  Henry 
is  very  affronted  and  disillusioned 
by  this,  and  he  and  his  wife,  Sarah, 
move  to  an  unnamed,  pleasant 
city,  where  Henry  receives  a 
mysterious  package. 

Inside  this  package  are  the 
following:  a short  story  by 
Gustave  Flaubert,  a snippet  of 
a play  involving  the  two  title 
characters,  and  a note  asking  for 
his  help. 

Successful  author  Henry 
visits  the  address  included  in 
the  note,  and  finds  himself 
at  a dusty  taxidermy  shop. 
Henry  then  meets  the  severe,  cold 
taxidermist  who  dwells  within 
the  shop.  This  man  (also  named 
Henry)  is  writing  a play  that 
features  a donkey  and  a howler 
monkey  that  dwell  in  his  real  life, 
dead  and  stuffed,  in  the  shop  with 
him. 

In  the  play,  they  are  wandering 
aimlessly  and  they  arc  starving. 
These  two  creatures,  Beatrice  and 
Virgil,  respectively,  have  been 
in  the  shop  with  this  mysterious 
Henry  for  upwards  of  thirty  years. 
The  play  being  written  about 
them  is  at  a standstill,  and  Henry 
the  taxidermist  needs  Henry  the 


author’s  help  finishing  it. 

This  play  is  his  life’s  work. 
Henry  helps  him  with  his  play, 
as  best  he  can.  As  the  play 
being  written  grows  on,  and 
darker,  Henry  is  drawn  into  the 
taxidermist’s  brutal  and  absurd 
world,  and  begins  to  realize 
that  the  play  of  sweet  animals 
is  something  more  than  first 
appears,  and  the  mysterious 
isolated  taxidermist  he  is  helping 
perhaps  should  be  left  well  alone. 

This  suspicion  is  confirmed 
by  the  end  events.  The 
play  is  never  finished. 
In  the  play,  Beatrice  and  Virgil 
have  experienced  a horrible  event 
they  have  named,  appropriately 
enough.  "The  Horrors."  TJiey 
were  tortured  and  their  kind  were 
all  exterminated.  The  abiding 
question  they  ask  each  other  is: 
"How  will  we  talk  about  it?" 

It  comes  to  light,  creepily, 
half-way  through  the  book  that 
the  event  they  are  discussing 
are  two  atrocities  in  one.  "The 
Horrors"  is  a way  they  discuss 
the  extermination  of  wildlife  that 
is  going  in  our  world  here,  now, 
with,  and  because  of  us.  And  the 
‘Horrors’  is  an  allegory  for  that 
particularly  unfathomable  event 
in  human  history.  The  Holocaust. 

Beatrice  and  Virgii  is  a 


deceptively  light,  campy  read  until 
about  a third  in,  when  something 
begins  to  feel  quite  sinister.  And 
then  the  actual  darkness  of  this 
book  erupts. 

Yann  Martel  attempts  to  talk 
about  the  horrors  in  regards  to  two 
facets  of  humanity’s  capability  for 
atrocity  - our  animal  and  human 
destruction.  I would  recommend 
this  book  to  anyone  who  would 
care  to  attempt  to  grasp  the  unkind 
things  in  this  beautiful,  tragic 
world  and  hold  them  with  them, 
in  order  to  better  understand. 

I would  also  recommend 
this  book  to  anyone  looking 
for  a short,  easy  novel  written 
with  insight.  This  is  a book 
that  attempts  to  understand  the 
seemingly  unthinkable. 

It  is  a bit  of  an  emotional 
sledgehammer,  but 

any  good  book  is  that. 
Beatrice  and  Virgil  forced  me  to 
examine  cruelty  in  a very  peculiar 
light.  There  is  the  cruelty  which 
we  inflict  on  non-human  animals 
and  the  cruelty  certain  members 
of  the  human  race  have  inflicted 
on  their  very  own  species. 

It  forced  cruelty  in  front  of  me, 
on  very  unassuming  pages,  in  a 
very  unassuming  context,  and  it 
did  so  by  utilizing  a technique 
that  human  storytellers  have 
been  using  for  ages:  animals 
portraying  human  events  and 
human  personalities.  And  cruelty 
was  inflicted  upon  them. 

The  friendly  animal  friends 
are  murdered  and  those  eleven 
million  human  beings  are  dead 
senselessly.  So  let  us  examine 
cruelty.  How  do  we  talk  about 
our  horrors?  Beatrice  and  Virgil 
attempts  to  answer  this  question 
in  a thoroughly  admirable  way.

The  Facebook  movie.  That’s 
what  people  called  it  when  I 
first  heard  mention  of  the  much- 
discussed  film  “The  Social 
Network."  Consequently,  I wasn’t 
very  excited  about  the  prospect 
of  seeing  it.  A movie  about 
Facebook?  Maybe  it  would  have 
a few  new  bits  of  story  to  tell.  But 
it  couldn't  be  really  interesting. 

It  turns  out  that  1 couldn’t  have 
been  more  wrong,  and  that  “The 
Social  Network”  is  proof  that  good 
acting,  writing,  and  directing  can 
transform  any  subject — even  such 
dry-sounding  topics  like  coding, 
business  deals,  and  lawsuits — 
into  a riveting  story. 

Our  story  opens  with  Mark 
Zuckerberg  (played  by  Jesse 
Eisenberg)  and  his  girlfriend 
Erica  (Rooney  Mara),  talking 
in  a Harvard  tavem-like  setting. 
They  are  talking  about...  Well, 
actually  we  aren't  really  sure 
what  they  are  talking  about.  It 
quickly  becomes  apparent  that 
Erica  isn’t  sure,  either.  Mark 
is  a nervous,  brilliant  Harvard 
student,  who  speaks  at  a frenzied 
pace,  changing  topics  without 
warning.  He  seems  determined  to 
cram  as  much  genius  as  possible 
into  every  single  second,  insulting 


everyone  around  him  in  order  to 
do  so.  Erica  breaks  up  with  Mark, 
sending  him  on  a drtinken,  angry 
quest  that  will  eventually  lead 
to  him  to  becoming  the  world's 
youngest  billionaire. 

As  the  movie  progresses, 
Zuckerberg  forms  an  alliance  with 
his  best  friend  Eduardo  Saverin, 
and  also  joins  with  the  founder 
of  Napster  (played  surprisingly 
well  by  Justin  Timberlake).  He 
also  gets  sued  by  three  muscle- 
bound  fraternity-ruling  students 
(the  Winklevoss  twins  and  their 
friend  Narenda),  and  sued  again 
by  Eduardo  (no  spoiler  regarding 
why  here;  you’ll  just  have  to 
watch). 

The  movie  shifts  back  and  forth 
between  the  Facebook  creation 
story,  and  the  legal  war  rooms 
where  Zuckerberg 's  embittered 
partners  do  battle.  In  between, 
there  are  smatterings  of  drunken 
parties,  bathroom  sex,  drugs, 
and  investors;  giving  the  movie 
a surreal  dual  nature.  We  also 
get  to  bear  witness  to  the  first 
ever  Facebook  relationship  status 
break-up,  as  Eduardo’s  girlfriend 
sets  his  bed  on  fire. 

Overall,  the  movie  runs  at  a 
good  pace,  switching  between  one 
theme  and  the  next  just  fast  enough 
to  keep  you  thinking.  Eisenberg 


plays  the  frenetic,  socially  inept, 
narcissistic  genius  that  Mark 
Zuckerberg  is  known  as,  and  the 
screenplay  by  Aaron  Sorkin  is  fit 
to  match.  Jeff  Cronenweth  was  in 
charge  of  cinematography,  and 
while  visuals  and  effects  weren’t 
really  a focus  of  the  film,  he  threw 
some  interesting  shots  in  there,  as 
if  to  remind  us  that  he  still  knew 


how. 

The  music  was  scored  by  Trent 
Reznor,  and  it  sounded  and  felt 
addictively  eclectic.  The  dialogue, 
I felt,  was  really  the  driving  force 
behind  the  success  of  this  film. 
Zuckerberg  responds  to  lawyers, 
investors,  partners,  and  girlfriends 
with  snappy,  insightful  insults; 
you  find  yourseif  laughing  and 


cringing  at  the  same  time,  while 
the  larger-than-life  characters 
draw  you  further  into  the  story. 
Throughout  the  movie,  we  are 
also  faced  with  a critical  question; 
Is  Mark  Zuckerberg  a jerk?  I still 
haven't  decided,  but  one  thing  is 
without  question:  This  movie  will 
be  talked  about  for  a very  long 
time  to  come. 


Chiodos  redeems  musical  dignity

When  I first  listened  to 
Chiodos’  All's  Well  That  Ends 
Well  in  2005, 1 was  not  impressed 
with  vocalist  Craig  Owens;  his 
high  voice  butchered  the  whole 
listening  experience.  Luckily, 
Owens  departed  from  Chiodos  in 
September  2009,  which  lured  me 
into  giving  their  music  a second 
chance. 

The  second  listening  turned  out 
successful.  It’s  safe  to  say  that  the 
world  is  better  off  with  a Craigless 
Chiodos.  He  was  replaced  by 
former  Yesterday  Rising  vocalist 
Brandon  Bolmcr. 

On  Aug.  17,  fans  received 
their  first  dose  of  Bolmer  when 
Chiodos  released  a new  track  on 
MySpacc  titled  “Those  Who  Slay 
Together  Stay  Together.”  The 
song  is  a great  sample  of  the  new 
Chiodos  sound  that  fans  will  hear 
in  their  third  full-length  album: 
liluminaudio,  which  was  released 
on  Oct.  5. 

Previously,  the  attention 
was  focused  on  Owens,  but 
liluminaudio  places  the  spotlight 
on  each  member  in  Chiodos.  If 
you  don't  believe  me,  purchase 
the  album,  pop  it  in  your  stereo, 
and  let  your  ears  do  the  work.  It 
should  be  no  surprise  to  anyone 
that  this  album  will  stand  out 
strongly  among  the  releases  of 
2010. 

It  begins  spol-on  with 
"liluminaudio, " a slow-paced, 
instrumental  intro  with  Bolmer’s 
voice  rising  in  intensity  throughout 
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the  track.  “liluminaudio”  leads 
perfectly  into  "Caves,”  which 
begins  with  thumping  drums  and 
a beautiful  falsetto  vocal  harmony 
from  Bolmer. 

It  even  features  chugging 
breakdowns,  whichhavecrept  their 
way  into  nearly  every  hardcore 
and  metal  band  nowadays.  Since 
many  are  border-line  allergic  to 
the  typical  breakdowns,  Chiodos 
incorporates  it  well  and  does  not 
overdo  it. 

“Caves"  is  easily  one  of 
the  most  notable  tracks  on 
liluminaudio.  and  if  you're  like 
me,  it  should  keep  you  drawn  to 
the  album  from  the  beginning. 

Through  each  track.  Bolmer 
shines  brightly;  his  work  with 
Chiodos  has  been  phenomenal. 
“Those  Who  Slay  Together

wrote.  Beginning  with  a beautiful 
piano  solo  and  quiet  vocals, 


Bolmer  puts  true  emotion  on 
every  word  sung  as  it  progresses 
into  a singing/scrcaming  verse. 
The  chorus  is  a punch  to  the 
ears — loud  and  epic,  as  is  this 
album.  It  is  truly  a journey  upon 
the  first  listen. 

If  you  enjoy  liluminaudio  as 
much  as  I do,  experience  it  live  at 
the  House  of  Blues  in  Chicago  on 
Nov.  18  for  the  “Congregation  of 
the  Damned”  tour.  Guests  include 
Atreyu,  Blessthefall,  Architects, 
and  Endless  Hail  way. 

With  that  being  said,  let’s 
lift  our  hats  off  to  Bolmer  as  he 
has  turned  an  average  band  into 
an  excellent  band.  While  some 
people  argue  that  Owens  was 
Chiodos,  that  statement  appears 
entirely  false  after  listening  to 
liluminaudio. 

Even  with  Bolmer,  Chiodos 
are  still  Chiodos.  With  this  new 
release  they  aren’t  messing 
around;  they  mean  business.

‘Noises  Off 


Joliet  Junior  College’s  theatre 
department  kicked  off  their  2010- 
11  season  with  Michael  Frayn’s 
comedy  Noises  Off. 

The  play  features  a play  inside  a 
play  with  the  first  act  taking  place 
during  the  grand  dress  rehearsal 
where  everything  is  going  wrong 
(people  forgetting  lines,  forgetting 
which  props  to  leave  onstage  and 
which  to  take  offstage,  etc.)  and 
the  director  is  furious.

He  helped  again  in  the 
fourth,  this  time  with  a 1-yard 
run  to  complete  the  Wolves’  final 
score. 

The  defense  came  through  with 
nine  tackles  from  T.J.  Jackson, 
and  another  eight  tackles  from 
Austin  Copely.  Copely  also  got 
two  sacks,  along  with  Tyrell 
Webster  and  James  Roland  who 
both  got  a sack  each. 

The  loss  marked  the  fourth  in 
a row. 

“We  have  a young  team,” 

I Jeremy  Richardson  said  in  regard 
to  the  team’s  struggles. 

“We  have  a handful  of  players 
that  played  with  us  last  year;

JJC  helps  fight  world  hunger 

Student  organizations  combine  forces  to  collect  food

One  cannot  help  thinking,  with 
the  extravagance  of  the  holiday 
season  rapidly  approaching, 
that  World  Hunger  Day — Oct. 
16 — is  intelligently  placed  on 
the  economic  calendar. 

Those  of  us  with  protein  on  the 
table  this  Thanksgiving  would 
be  right-minded  to  consider  that 
a seventh  of  the  entire  world 
population — over  a billion 

people — lack  the  necessary 
nutrients  to  sustain  life. 

JJC  honored  World  Hunger 
Day  this  year  by  collecting  food 
and  selling  T-shirts  in  support 
of  Joliet’s  Daybreak  Shelter. 
The  drive  was  supported  by 
volunteers  from  the  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  Honor  Society,  the  JJC 


Honors  Program,  the  Epicurean 
club  and  the  Competitive 
Cooking  club. 

All  told,  the  food  drive 
collected  about  600  food  items, 
or  about  1000  pounds  of  food. 
The  Hospitality  and  Culinary 
Arts  departments  also  prepared 
500  meals  that  were  donated 
to  the  Daybreak  Shelter  and 
MomingStar  Mission. 

Volunteers  also  collected 
signatures  in  support  of  world 
relief  organizations,  placed 
non-perishable  food  drop 
boxes  around  the  campus,  and 
conducted  a trivia  game  on  the 
bridge  to  promote  awareness  of 
the  current  world  malnutrition 
pandemic. 

The  world  hunger  statistics 
for  the  first  decade  of  the  new 
millennium  are  nauseating. 
Estimates  in  2009  by  the  United 
Nations  Food  and  Agricultural 


Organization  show  a 15  percent 
increase  in  global  hunger  in  the 
previous  three  years — about 
150  million  more  malnourished 
people  than  in  2006.  Further, 
approximately  five  million 
children  die  from  malnutrition- 
related  causes  every  year, 
accounting  for  half  of  all  annual 
child  deaths. 

According  to  the  World 
Hunger  Education  Service,  one 
in  three  children  in  developing 
countries  suffer  from  protein- 
energy  malnutrition — about  32 
million  kids. 

Further,  the  World  Health 
Organization  estimates  that 
between  one  quarter  and  one  half 
million  children  go  blind  from 
Vitamin-A  deficiency  annually, 
50  percent  of  them  dying  within 
the  year.  30  percent  of  the  world 
population — about  two  million 
people — are  anemic,  having  the 


debilitating  deficiency  of  iron 
that  WHO  estimates  contributes 
to  20  percent  of  all  maternal 
deaths. 

Imagine  if  you  didn't  have 
enough  food  to  feed  your  brain 
and  body;  imagine  none  of 
your  classmates,  colleagues, 
coworkers,  friends,  family  or 
distant  relatives  did  either. 

According  to  the  FAO  studies 
released  last  year,  there  are 
enough  malnutritioned  people 
in  the  world  to  make  up  the 
populations  of  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  the  entire  European 
Union;  with  the  foodless 
population  spiraling  higher  and 
higher  every  year. 

We  would  be  well-advised  to 
consider  these  sobering  details 
this  holiday  season  when  we  are 
collectively  knee-deep  in  turkey 
and  cranberry  sauce.

with 

felony 

theft

Two  JJC  students  have  been 
arrested  in  connection  with 
several  apartment  thefts  at 
Illinois  Central  College  in  Peoria 
last  week. 

Craig  Daniels,  18,  and 
Desmond  Taylor,  19,  both  of 
Sauk  Village,  were  arrested 
by  the  JJC  Police  Department 
and  charged  with  felony  theft 
in  relation  to  the  incidents, 
according  to  JJC  Chief  of  Police 
Pete  Comanda. 

Comanda  said  the  JJCPD 
received  a call  from  ICC  on  Oct. 
26  stating  that  Daniels  and  Taylor 
were  suspected  of  taking  laptops 
and  other  electronic  devices  from 
student  housing  apartments.  The 
police  department  then  put  out  a 
bulletin  to  their  officers  to  look 
out  for  Daniels  and  Taylor. 

The  two  men  were  then 
spotted  that  evening  talking  to 
an  officer  at  the  Information 
Desk  in  F-building.  They  were 
then  searched  and  one  laptop, 
an  iPod  and  a camera  were 
found  on  them.  They  were  taken 
into  custody,  where  they  gave 
statements  admitting  to  the 
incident,  according  to  police. 

Two  more  laptops  have  been 
found,  one  in  one  of  the  men’s 
cars.  The  other  had  been  sold 
to  a Pawn  Shop,  according  to 
police 

Police  said  Daniels  and 
Taylor  had  befriended  a group 
of  girls  and  had  gone  back  to 
their  apartment  at  ICC.  The 
group  had  left  together,  but  later

Fungus  of 
the  future 


Ever  thought  of  using 
mushroom  to  create  an  eco- 
friendly  alternative  to  Styrofoam? 
Yeah,  me  neither. 

But  that  is  exactly  what  Eben 
Bayer  and  Gavin  McIntyre  have 
done  with  their  product  called 
MycoBond.  Their  company, 
Ecovative,  specializes  in  creating 
completely  biodegradable 

shipment  products. 

Their  focus  right  now  is  to 
replace  the  hereto  standard  molded 
Styrofoam  used  to  stabilize 
computers,  appliances,  furniture, 
etc.  during  shipment.  Instead  of 
filling  landfills  with  Styrofoam 
that  is  only  used  for  several  days, 
we  could  be  tossing  MycoBond 
into  the  compost  pile  where  it  will 
happily  break  down. 

As  McIntyre  states,  “We  don’t 
manufacture  materials,  we  grow 
them."  MycoBond  is  100  percent 
biological,  using  no  plastics  or 
petroleum,  and  is  produced  using 
only  one-eighth  the  energy  and 
one-tenth  the  carbon  dioxide  as 
traditional  packing  materials  use. 

MycoBond  utilizes  the 
mycelia  of  mushrooms,  which 
are  thread-like  fibers  similar 
to  roots.  Ecovative  starts  the 
creation  process  with  a biological 
material  for  the  mycelia  to  feed 
on.  Here’s  another  plus:  they  use 
agriculture  byproducts  that  are 
often  discarded. 

These  waste  products  can  vary 
by  region.  For  example,  cotton 
hulls  could  be  used  in  the  South, 
soybean  hulls  in  the  Midwest  and 
even  rice  husks  in  China.  This 
means  that  MycoBond  can  be 


manufactured  locally. 

The  feedstock  has  to  be 
sterilized  to  kill  off  any  spores 
that  may  compete  with  the 
mycelia.  Currently,  Ecovative 
uses  a steam  sterilization  method. 
The  company  is  working  on  a way 
to  reduce  its  energy  consumption 
even  further  during  this  phase. 

A possible  solution  may  be 
found  by  using  a combination 
of  the  oils  of  cinnamon  bark, 
thyme,  oregano  and  lemongrass. 
These  known  antibacterial  and 
antimicrobial  oils  may  allow 
Ecovative  to  produce  MycoBond 
at  one- fortieth  of  the  energy 
required  to  make  polymer  foam. 

Once  the  feedstock  has  been 
sterilized,  it  is  put  into  a custom- 
made  mold  with  the  active 
mycelia.  The  mycelia  digest  the 
material,  their  fibers  working  like 
a glue  until  they  are  completely 
meshed  with  the  feedstock. 

Five  days  later,  the  mycelia/ 
feedstock  mixture  has  formed 
into  a solid  product.  Once  this 
stage  is  reached,  the  mycelia  are 
heat-treated  to  stop  the  growth 
process. 

This  all  takes  place  in  a clean 
room  at  room  temperature  and 
normal  pressure.  The  product  can 
be  built  to  any  scale.  Ecovative 
claims  that  MycoBond  is  resistant 
to  fire  and  moisture. 

A gleam  of  hope  that  this  may 
catch  on  is  that  Ecovative  also 
claims  that  MycoBond’s  price  is 
competitive  to  tiie  price  of  foam.

Mike  Hainzinger

As  a former  student  of  Joliet 
Junior  College,  current  English 
and  world  languages  professor 
Michael  Hainzinger  remembers 
experiences  that  helped  him  reach 
one  of  his  long-term  goals. 

Haizinger  currently  teaches 
developmental  writing  courses 
and  teaches  English  as  A Second 
Language  classes  in  the  English 
for  Academic  Purposes  (EAP) 
program.

“Tim’s  gift  of  getting  students 
involved  and  being  very 
dependable  helped  tremendously 
with  JJC  getting  certified  with 
NKBA,”  said  Barbara  Pergandc, 
Professor  of  Interior  Design 
and  Coordinator  of  the  Interior 
Design  program.  “As  my  student 
worker,  I have  enjoyed  working 
with  Tim  for  the  last  year.  He  is 


a self-starter  with  lots  of  creative 
ideas.” 

Another  accomplishment  that 
Kugelman  has  achieved  recently 
is  co-producing  a Worlds  Aids 
Day  “drag  show.”  Kugelman 
said  he  was  very  pleased  with  the 
results  of  the  show,  considering 
the  committee  had  very  little  time 
to  plan. 

Suzette  Hinkle.  Secretary 
for  Office  of  Student  Activities 
and  Holistic  Wellness  (who  has 
worked  on  this  show  and  many 
other  projects  with  Kugelman), 
was  quick  to  point  out,  “Tim  is 
a great  leader  and  takes  clubs  to 
higher  levels .”  She  commended 
Kugelman  for  “being  able  to  get 
things  done  in  a timely  fashion, 
and  not  only  get  things  done, 
but  get  whatever  the  task  is  done 
well.” 

When  asked  what  his  passion 
is,  it’s  no  surprise  that  Kugelman 
quickly  answers:  Aids  awareness. 

“My  main  reason  for  the 
wanting  to  put  on  the  drag  show 
is  I want  to  make  people  aware 
that  this  disease  is  still  very  active 
and  is  lethal,"  said  Kugelman.  “It 
hasn't  gone  away." 

This  year  Kugelman  is  helping 
produce  another  World  AIDS 
Day  drag  show  on  Dec.  1 at  7 
p.m.  in  the  JJC  cafeteria.  This 
show  is  sponsored  by  the  Office 
of  Student  Activities  and  Holistic 
Wellness,  JJC  GLOW  club  and 
the  Student  United  Way. 

“I  have  met  a lot  of  people, 
and  learned  a lot  of  skills,"  says 
Kugelman  about  his  experience 
at  JJC.  “It  has  kept  me  very  busy 
with  all  the  involvement,  but  it 
can  be  a lot  of  fun.” 

Besides  school  activities, 
Kugelman  has  a very  active  social 
life. 

“He’s  a good  friend  and  helps 
me  out  a lot,”  says  Nancy  Cerda, 
one  of  Kugeiman’s  friends.  “I 
like  hanging  out  with  him  and  he 
makes  me  laugh  a lot.” 

When  he’s  not  busy  studying 
for  the  next  test  or  going  to  the 
next  meeting,  Kugelman  enjoys 
spending  time  with  his  many 
friends  going  out  to  the  movies, 
shooting  poo!  or  darts,  bowling 
or  just  hanging  out.

alienated  their  fan  base  in  2004 
with  their  bright,  poppy  album 
"Good  News  for  People  Who 
Love  Bad  News." 

For  some  die-hard  fans,  the 
album’s  instantly  popular  “Float 
On”  was  an  unwanted  digression 
from  the  depressing,  emotional 
rants  people  had  come  to  expect 
from  Brock  and  company;  for 
others  it  was  a fitting  continuation 
of  the  soulful,  strained, 
cantankerous  postulations  of 
earlier  albums.  Either  way,  the 
success  of  “Good  News”  brought 
the  sub-popular  band  a host  of 


new  listeners  expecting  a new 
sound — not  the  convulsive, 
despondent,  involuntary  poetic 
purging  the  older  fan  base  is  used 
to.

A groundbreaking  feat  of  art, 
media  and  technology,  the  music 
video  for  “Thriller”  forever 
changed  the  public  perception 
of  what  14  minutes  of  video 
and  six  minutes  of  music  could 
accomplish.

Thousands 
of  people  in  cities  around  the 
world  will  learn  “Thriller"  and 
dance  and  perform  it  together  on 
the  day  that  Thrill  the  World  takes 
place. 

This  global  event  has  its  origins

Razo  is  a JJC  dance  instructor 
who  convinced  the  Fitness 
Center  and  the  Office  of  Student 
Activities  to  sponsor  the  Thrill 
the  World  event.  To  prepare, 
all  23  participants  had  to  attend 
multiple  rehearsal  times  to  ensure 
a coalescent  performance. 

On  the  day  of  the  event,  around 
4 p.m.,  the  imminent  spooks 
took  to  the  cafeteria  to  practice. 
Accompanying  them,  to  their 
surprise  and  enjoyment,  were 
a bunch  of  cadets  of  Girl  Scout 
Troop  867. 

Strangers  to  the  dance,  and 
new  to  the  process,  they  took  to 
it  like  champions.  In  less  than  an 
hour,  they  went  from  amateurs  to 
artists.  To  further  honor  the  dance, 
each  person  adorned  zombie 
attire.  Slashed  clothes,  fake  blood 
and  desolate  face  paint  ran  amuck 
in  the  gymnasium  as  the  clock 
approached  6 p.m. 

Their  final  production  lived  up 
to  their  practice.  It  was  on  time, 


with  leg  limps,  pivots  and  the 
famed  ‘zombie  claw,’  it  was  quite 
the  impersonation. 

The  presentation  ceased  with 
smiles,  as  the  participants  realized 
their  success.  Cheers  went  around 
from  the  audience  of  family 
members.  Joliet  Junior  College 
had  auspiciously  taken  part  in  a 
worldwide  event.  To  bring  the  act 
to  a close,  those  involved  were 
informed  of  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  official  thrill  the  World 
T-shirts.

Gary  Shteyngart’s  newest 
novel  “Super  Sad  True  Love 
Story"  would  have  been  more 
aptly  named  “Super  Stupid  True 
Love  Story.”  It  is  a pretentious 
and  trying  story,  and  the 
obliviousness  of  the  author  to  the 
pathetic  elements  of  his  story  is 
gargantuan  in  scale. 

It  attempted  to  be  a satiric  vision 
of  a future  American  dystopia,  in  a 
world  where  every  citizen’s  life  is 
dependent  on  their  apparat  (a  ceil 
phone/Intemet  device  equipped 
with  its  very  own  GlobalTeens 
connection,  social  networking 
parodied). 

America  is  bankrupt  and  being 
bought  by  the  wildly  successful 
Chinese  economy;  the  American 
government  is  very  evil  and  bad; 
and  products  and  consumerism 
are  the  only  driving  force  of  the 
ignorant  and  illiterate  people. 

That  is  about  as  much  of  a plot  I 


can  gather,  besides  the  fascinating 
sex  life  of  its  boring  characters. 

Main  character  Lenny  Abramov 
has  fallen  in  “love”  with  Eunice 
Park,  a young  Korean-American 
girl.  I am  hesitant  to  use  the  word 
“love,”  as  I sincerely  doubt  that  a 
self-hating,  self-pitying  middle- 
aged  man’s  worship  of  female 
youth  is  "love.” 

It  is  not  a human  relationship 
worth  a plot,  let  alone  a love  story. 
Lenny  talks  about  how  he  is  ugly; 
Eunice  buys  things;  America  falls 
to  ruin  in  the  background.  Eunice 
eventually  breaks  up  with  him  and 
he  moves  to  Canada.  The  end. 

Once  in  a while,  Lenny 
mentions  that  he  really  likes 
books  and  is  mocked  and  derided 
for  this  in  the  depth-hating  future 
America  he  exists  in.  I think  this  is 
a perfect  display  of  how  clueless 
the  author  is. 

It  is  my  understanding  through 
personal  experience  that  people 
who  passionately  love  books 
have  personalities,  and  Lenny 
is  completely  devoid  of  one  of 
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those.  His  love  for  books  is  a pure 
symbolic  plot  device,  created  by 
yet  another  incapable,  successful 
writer  with  stunning  blurbs  on  his 
book’s  cover. 

Read  this  book  if  you  think  you 
would  enjoy  33 1 pages  of  boring 
characters’  futuristic  self-loathing 
thinly  veiled  as  original  satire.

Lovers  of  post-punk  ‘90s  junk- 
rock  will  be  happy  to  hear  that 
Oregon-based  indie-rock  band 
Modest  Mouse  wi  11  be  re-releasing 
recordings  of  their  first  and  fourth 
albums;  respectively,  “Sad  Sappy 
Sucker"  and  “The  Fruit  That  Ate 
Itself’  on  Nov.  9,  through  Glacial 
Pace  Records.

“Paranormal  Activity  2”  is  one 
of  the  most  talked  about  horror 
films  of  the  year.

an  incomprehensible  nanny,  who 
appears  to  hail  from  an  unnamed 
Spanish-speaking  country. 

There’s  also  Kristi’s  sister 
Katie  and  her  husband  Micah 
(both  characters  from  the  original 
movie).  After  the  introductions, 
we  skip  ahead  to  a year  later 
when  the  house  is  tom  apart  in  an 
unexplained  burglary. 

This  prompts  Dan  to  install 
security  cameras  around  the 
house,  which  provide  the  footage 
for  most  of  the  remaining  movie. 
For  the  next  month  or  so,  an 
evil  presence  haunts  the  family, 
seeming  to  be  mostly  focused  on 
waking  up  the  baby  and  scaring 
the  bejeezus  out  of  the  parents. 
This  culminates  in  a brutal  and 
shocking  ending. 

The  movie  is  actually  a prequel 
to  “Paranormal  Activity,”  and 
provides  just  the  slightest  amount 
of  explanation  for  the  events 
in  that  movie.  The  action  starts 
about  a month  before  the  first 
movie,  and  ends  one  day  after  the 
original  ended,  providing  us  with 
a piece  of  the  puzzle  that  really 
brings  the  two  movies  together. 

Throughout  the  movie  there 
is  plenty  of  standard  horror  fare. 
Martine,  the  nanny,  is  apparently 
someone  who  knows  about  this 
sort  of  thing;  she  constantly  tries 
to  warn  the  family,  but  they  don’t 
listen. 

Kristi  is  kind  of  freaked  out, 
but  thinks  that  talking  about  it  will 


make  things  worse.  Dan  doesn’t 
“believe  in  this  stuff"  and  even 
plays  a hilarious  (at  least  I thought 
so)  prank  on  his  beleaguered  wife 
to  show  how  tough  he  is. 

The  dog,  naturally,  is  the  only 
one  who  can  see  the  "presence” 
and  builds  tension  by  barking  and 
whining  at  the  unseen  malevolent 
force.  Actually,  I didn’t  really  see 
anything  in  this  movie  that  made 
me  think  “well,  THAT’S  new.” 

The  bumps  and  scares  follow 
a well-trodden  path  of  big,  loud 
Gotcha!  moments,  which  often 
seem  much  more  surprising  to  the 
characters  than  to  the  audience. 

But  if  there  is  one  thing 
that  Director  Tod  Williams 
understands,  it’s  what  people 
are  afraid  of.  The  stuttering, 
badly  edited  movie  clips  evoke 
something  inescapably  primal 
and  subconscious. 

Footage  from  low-res  home 
security  cameras  (that  were 
a!!  installed  at  weird  angles) 
forces  us  to  stare  unblinking  at 
uneventful  nighttime  scenes,  sure 
that  something  will  happen. 

The  fact  that  the  invisible 
aggressor  is  clearly  after  baby 
Hunter  really  makes  the  danger 
hit  home.  But  the  scariest  thing 
about  this  movie  is  the  complete 
lack  of  explanation.  We  never 
really  find  out  what  is  attacking 
this  terrified  family,  or  why. 

The  daughter  Ali  has  a theory 
(she  Googled  it,  of  course). 


but  we  never  receive  any  real 
confirmation.  This  is  where  the 
film  truly  excels  - in  the  art  of 
the  unknown.  It’s  why  people 
who  see  it  keep  their  lights  on  all 
night,  the  unadmitted  feeling  that 
this  could  be  a story  about  any 
one  of  us. 

The  lack  of  any  definable 
enemy  means  there  is  no  proof  that 
it  isn’t  real,  and  no  way  to  fight 
back.  In  a cinematic  landscape 
populated  by  superheroes  and 
kung-fii  masters,  we  are  reduced 
to  cowering  under  the  covers  and 
hoping  it  will  go  away. 

So  what’s  the  verdict?  This 
film  can  be  a little  predictable  at 
times,  and  it  won’t  present  you 
with  any  new  or  surprising  ideas. 
But  it  refuses  to  make  any  of  the 
traditional  sequel  mistakes. 

It  doesn’t  use  gore  to  replace 
good  writing;  no  gun  or  spell 
can  provide  a solution.  Instead, 
it  takes  what  worked  in  the 
original,  and  improves  it.  If  you 
saw  “Paranormal  Activity”  and 
liked  it,  you  will  probably  enjoy 
number  2. 

If  you  didn’t  see  it,  the  very 
beginning  and  very  end  will 
not  make  much  sense,  but  you 
shouldn’t  have  any  trouble 
enjoying  the  rest.  Certain  scenes 
can  be  pretty  intense,  but  if  you 
remembered  to  pack  your  sense 
of  humor,  and  don’t  need  to  be 
up  too  early  in  the  morning,  you 
should  have  a good  time.

Wolves  hoping 
to  repeat  as 
National  Champs

Although  it  has  only  been 
seven  months  since  the  JJC  mens 
basketball  team  brought  home 
a national  championship  from 
New  York,  the  2010-11  squad  is 
already  turning  the  page. 

The  2009-10  season  was  a 
fairy-tale  season  for  the  Wolves 
as  they  went  all  the  way,  winning 
the  NJCAA  Division  III  National 
Championship  in  Dehli,  N.Y.,  last 
March.  JJC  defeated  Rochester 
Community  and  Technical 
College  94-82.  finishing  its 
season  30-5. 

The  Wolves  will  begin  the 
2010-1!  season  ranked  No.  1 
overall  in  the  NJCAA  Division 
III  Preseason  Poll. 

The  Wolves  realize  that  they 
will  have  a target  on  their  back  as 
the  defending  champions. 

“I  don’t  look  at  it  is  repeating; 
I look  at  is  as  trying  to  win  this 
year.”  said  head  coach  Joe  Kuhn 
about  his  outlook  for  the  season. 

Among  the  players  returning 
from  last  year's  championship 
team  are  Brandon  Redmond, 
Andy  Supergan,  Justin  Reed  and 
Max  Chapman. 

Another  familiar  face  expected 
to  get  playing  time  is  guard 


LeAaron  Pierce,  who  was  the 
Wolves'  leading  scorer  in  the 
2008-09  season,  but  did  not  play 
last  season. 

Kuhn  expects  his  team  to  be 
ready  for  the  challenge  that  being 
a champion  brings. 

“We  have  a new  team  and  each 
year  presents  its  own  challenges,” 
Kuhn  continued.  “1  do  know  that 
everyone  we  play  this  year  will 
bring  their  best  game  against  us, 
which  will  help  us  in  the  long 
run.  We  will  have  to  play  at  a 
high  level  most  of  the  year  to  be 
successful  game  by  game.” 

Although  the  national 
championship  should  always  be 
the  main  goal  at  the  start  of  every 
season,  Kulm  says  that  his  team 
should  not  be  solely  judged  on 
whether  it  achieves  that  goal. 

“Winning  a national 

championship  is  a great 
accomplishment,  but  only  one 
team  can  win  it,"  said  Kuhn.  “It 
will  be  a successful  year  if  our 
players  do  well  academically, 
we  can  play  to  our  capabilities, 
and  our  sophomore  players  move 
on.  If  we  happen  to  be  the  team 
that  wins  its  last  game,  that  would 
be  great.” 

The  Wolves  were  set  to 
begin  their  season  as  defending 
champions  at  home  against 
Olivet  Nazarene  University  JV  on 
Tuesday.  Nov.  2.

Shootout  ends  Wolves  season

The  Joliet  Junior  College  men’s 
soccer  season  came  to  a bitter  end 
as  the  team  lost  a 2-1  heartbreaker 
to  Harper  College  in  overtime  on 
Saturday,  Oct.  23. 

The  Wolves  ultimately  fell 
short  in  their  attempt  to  reach 
the  regional  championship  as 
the  Harper  loss  eliminated  them 
in  the  Region  IV  Division  III 
semifinals. 

Freshman  Alvaro  Zavala  scored 
the  lone  goal  for  the  Wolves. 
Regulation  ended  in  a 1-1  tie, 
and  after  a double  overtime  the 
Wolves  fell  on  penalty  kicks. 

“Someone  had  to  lose,”  said 
head  coach  Cristobal  Trillo.  “It 
hurts.  We  got  so  close,  and  it  would 


have  been  a good  achievement  to 
reach  the  final.” 

The  team  finished  the  season 
with  a 6-7-3  overall  record  and  a 
4-3-2  N4C  conference  record. 

However,  Trillo  and  his 
staff  were  happy  to  see  all  the 
improvement  that  the  team  made 
throughout  the  season. 

“We  looked  at  the  early  stages, 
and  realized  that  it  was  going  to 
be  a challenge  to  make  this  team 
competitive,”  said  Trillo.  “There 
were  huge  improvements,  and  we 
ended  up  being  seeded  No.  2 in 
the  playoffs.” 

The  coaches  weren't  the 
only  ones  who  noticed  the 
improvements  in  the  players. 
A total  of  six  Wolves  received 
honors  this  past  season. 

Zavala  and  defenseman  Patrick 
Bizimana  were  selected  for  the 
All-Region  team. 


Forwards  Andrew  Beltran 
and  Paingor  Ngebeh  received 
N4C  First  Team  All-Conference 
honors.  Along  with  that, 
midfielders  Ivan  Del  Toro  and 
Alex  Georgocopoulos  received 
N4C  SecondTeam  All-Conference 
honors. 

Having  a team  made  up  of 
almost  80  percent  ffeshman  might 
have  its  benefits  for  next  year  as 
many  players  will  look  to  bring 
experience  and  leadership  to  the 
201 1 squad. 

“This  was  a very  nice  group,” 
said  Trillo.  “There  was  no  quit  in 
this  team.”

Studying  abroad  in  India 

JJC  broadens  horizons  by  introducing  new  program

Joliet  Junior  College  has 
been  a member  of  the  Illinois 
Consortium  for  International 
Studies  and  Programs  since  1988. 
JJC  has  been  taking  advantage  of 
many  study  abroad  opportunities 
that  the  Consortium  has  been 
offering. 

But  for  the  first  time,  JJC  is 
going  to  be  creating  its  own 
study  abroad  program.  This 
summer  from  May  13  to  June  4, 
JJC,  in  conjunction  with  College 
of  Lake  County,  will  be  studying 
at  Pondicherry  University  in 
India. 

If  the  program  is  a success, 
the  ICISP  will  endorse  it  and 


offer  it  to  other  Illinois  colleges, 
according  to  Berta  Arias, 
JJC’s  international  education 
coordinator. 

Arias  said  that  students 
will  be  studying  international 
film  and  computers  during  the 
weekdays,  but  on  evenings  and 
weekends,  they  will  be  taking 
field  trips  to  archeological  sites, 
museums  and  Indian  Temples, 
to  name  a few. 

“Itry  to  give  opportunities  to 
faculty  and  students  to  enhance 
world  understandings,”  Arias 
said. 

Students  don’t  have  to  know 
Hindi  to  go  to  India,  but  they 
will  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  leam  some  basicTHindi  along 
with  the  cultural  understandings 
of  India  with  a few  classes  in 
the  spring  201 1 semester. 

Although  the  study  abroad 
programs  cost  more  than  staying 


at  JJC  to  take  classes,  Arias 
points  out  that  if  a student  were 
to  study  abroad  through  a four- 
year  university,  it  would  cost  at 
least  twice  as  much. 

She  also  said  that  a semester 
in  another  country  through 
JJC  costs  less  than  studying 
for  a semester  at  a four-year 
university  where  the  student  is 
not  studying  abroad. 

JJC  will  also  be  offering  seven 
scholarships  ranging  from  S500 
to  SI 000  that  students  going  on 
the  India  trip  can  apply  for. 

While  India  is  the  main  focus 
this  year  for  study  abroad,  there 
are  many  other  locations  for 
students  to  study,  including 
Austria,  China,  Costa  Rica, 
England,  India,  Ireland  and 
Spain. 

“Study  abroad  is  so  important 
because  it  opens  doors,”  Arias 
said.  “It  shows  that  you’’ 


experienced  another  culture, 
making  you  so  much  more 
marketable  in  the  professional 
world.” 

This  semester,  Niel  Spidle, 
a sociology  and  cultural 
anthropology  major,  is  currently 
enjoying  studying  in  Carlow, 
Ireland,  where  he  is  taking 
philosophy  and  sociology 
classes. 

“Just  being  able  to  leam  about 
other  people  and  how  the  rest  of 
the  world  is  functioning  and  what 
they  do  for  fun  is  a wonderful 
experience  that  everyone  should 
at  least  think  about  doing,” 
Spidle  said.  “There’s  more  of 
world  outside  of  our  towns  back 
in  Illinois,  and  we  should  go  out 
and  experience  it.”

A look  at  Thanksgiving  throughout  history

As  hopefully  most  of  us 
are  aware,  Thanksgiving  is 
on  its  way.  As  history  tells 
us,  the  first  Thanksgiving 
took  place  in  1621  between 
the  Plymouth  pilgrims  and 
the  Wampanoag  tribe. 

After  a brutal  winter  for 
the  pilgrims,  who  lost  half 


of  their  community,  they 
formed  a friendship  with 
the  Natives,  who  in  turn 
showed  them  how  to  grow 
crops,  hunt,  and  fish. 

In  return  for  their  help, 
the  pilgrims  invited  them 
to  a three-day  feast  to  show 
thanks,  hence  the  term 
Thanksgiving. 

In  1777,  over  100  years 
after  the  first  Thanksgiving, 
the  Continental  Congress 
decreed  that  the  holiday 
be  celebrated  for  the 
victory  over  the  British  in 
Saratoga  that  year.  By  the 
mid-nineteenth  century, 
many  states  celebrated  the 
holiday,  although  not  on  the 
same  day. 

A magazine  editor 
named  Sarah  Josepha 
Hale  suggested  a national 
Thanksgiving  Day  that 
would  bring  the  states 


together,  especially  when 
the  country  was  heading  to 
civil  war. 

Her  writings  convinced 
the  most  powerful  person  in 
the  nation  at  that  time,  our 
16th  president,  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

He  saw  the  unifying 
potential  the  holiday 
had  and,  in  1863,  four 
months  after  the  victory  at 
Gettysburg,  he  declared  that 
Thanksgiving  be  a national 
holiday  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  November. 

Since  then,  many  more 
things  were  added  to  the 
holiday  such  as  the  Macy’s 
Thanksgiving  Day  Parade  in 
New  York,  which  ushered  in 
the  beginning  of  Christmas 
shopping.  Also  featured  is 
the  Thanksgiving  football 
game,  which  unites  football 
fans  across  the  nation  in  one

storytelling  were  a fitting 
introduction  to  the  month’s 
events. 

The  activities  continued  with 
Sally  Wagoner’s  Nov.  10  lecture 
on  the  Native  American  use 
of  medicinal  plants.  Wagoner, 
an  employee  of  the  American 
Indian  Center  of  Chicago,  talked 
passionately  about  the  health 
benefits  of  dozens  of  indigenous 
plants,  from  echinacea  to 
goldenrod  to  bloodroot. 

“I  want  to  thank  those  eiders 
that  have  chosen  to  share  their 
knowledge  of  medicinal  plants,” 
said  Wagoner,  who  has  felt  a 
deep  relationship  with  plants  her 
entire  life.  “All  living  things  are 
given  a certain  responsibility, 
and  plants  remember  what  that 
responsibility  is.” 

The  other  events  for  Native 
American  Heritage  month 
include  a beading  workshop  led 
by  Phyllis  Bearskin  on  Nov.  17, 
and  a lecture  by  Clovia  Malatare 
on  Dec.  1 about  her  experiences 
growing  up  on  South  Dakota’s 
Pine  Ridge  Reservation.

Lecture  hall  D-2QG1  was 
packed  to  the  walls,  brimming 
with  enthusiasm,  as  that  day, 
Nov.  8,  at  5 p.m..  Professor 
Rocky  Kolb  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  was  expected  to  give  a 
presentation  entitled  “Mysteries 
of  the  Dark  Universe.”  Professor 
Kolb  is  a cosmologist  whose 
most  recent  television  appearance 
had  him  teaming  up  with  Stephen 
Hawking. 

As  the  audience  members 
entered,  they  were  greeted  with 
refreshments.  Our  own  Professor 
Noella  D’cruz  introduced  the 
guest  speaker.  The  lights  went 
cold  as  the  projector  glowed 
with  a PowerPoint  presentation. 
The  slideshow  contained 
beautiful  images  of  astronomical 
occurrences  like  the  spiral  galaxy 


M61. 

Professor  Kolb’s  primary  focus 
was  dark  energy  and  dark  matter. 
Dark  energy  forces  galaxies  apart. 
Dark  matter  holds  the  galaxies 
together.  They  are  referred  to  as 
‘dark’  because  they  themselves 
cannot  be  detected.  The  scientific 
community  only  knows  of  their 
existence  because  they  affect 
other  astronomical  objects. 

The  make-up  of  the  entire 
universe  is  70  percent  dark  energy 
and  25  percent  dark  matter.  95 
percent  of  the  universe  you  can’t 
see,  sense  or  understand. 

Professor  Kolb  went  on  to  ask, 
“What  exactly  is  dark  matter?”  No 
one  knows.  The  most  substantial 
theory  so  far  is  that  dark  matter 
consists  of  WIMPs  or  “weakly 
interacting  massive  particles.” 
These  particles  do  not  have  an 
electrical  charge,  which  is  why 
they  cannot  be  detected. 


Dark  energy  is  more  of  an 
abstract  concept.  Theory  suggests 
that  it  is  the  energy  of  empty 
space.  Professor  Kolb  explained 
that  void  space  has  its  own 
measureable  energy  of  10A-30. 
This  value  is  so  small  that  we 
normally  accept  it  as  zero,  but 
again,  dark  energy  composes  70 
percent  of  the  universe,  so  even 
though  10**30  is  extremely  small, 
this  energy  adds  up. 

Professor  Kolb  talked  for 
about  an  hour.  The  event  ended 
with  an  open  forum  for  questions, 
comments  and  concerns. 

Of  the  presentation,  one  slide 
in  particular  resonated: 

“The  most  beautiful  thing  we 
can  experience  is  the  mysterious. 
It  is  the  source  of  all  true  art  and  all 
science.  He  to  whom  this  emotion 
is  a stranger,  who  can  no  longer 
pause  to  wonder  and  stand  rapt  in 
awe,  is  as  good  as  dead:  his  eyes 
are  closed.”  -Albert  Einstein

Cars  ‘marked’  at  Morris  Campus 

JJC  Police  are  investigating  two  incidents  of 
motor-vehicle  graffiti  that  have  taken  place  at 
the  Morris  satellite  campus  in  recent  weeks. 

According  to  police  reports,  early  last  week, 
a professor  teaching  at  the  Morris  satellite 
campus  observed  “profane  and  graphic  writings 
and  pictures”  written  on  a car  in  marker. 

When  the  professor  mentioned  the  graffiti 
to  her  class,  one  of  the  students  stated  that  it 
was  his  car  that  had  been  “marked.”  After  that, 
another  student  said  that  the  same  thing  had 
happened  to  their  car  the  previous  week. 


Books  taken  from  unlocked  cars 

Two  incidents  of  thefts  from  motor  vehicles 
have  been  reported  in  recent  weeks,  according 
to  JJC  Police.

The  same  year,  the  Native 
American  club  initiated  a food 
and  clothing  drive  to  benefit 
the  American  Indian  Center 
of  Chicago  and  the  Lorretta 
Whirlwind  Horse  Organization. 

The  club  has  also  hosted 
the  Leonard  Peltier  Support 
Group,  the  Miscountin  Society 
of  Chicagoland  Winter  Benefit 
Dance,  and  indigenous  speakers 
from  all  over  the  country. 

“People  come  hundreds 
of  miles  to  participate  in 
activities,”  said  Harris.  “We’ve 
been  very  lucky  to  have  a great 
turnout  of  people  attending  and 
participating  in  the  Pow  Wow.” 

The  benefits  of  the  Pow  Wow 
and  other  events  go  beyond 
just  educating  the  non-native 
community:  they  provide 

valuable  social  functions  and 
artist  platforms  for  the  local  and 
distant  indigenous  community. 

“Last  year  a man  from  an  Iowan 
tribe,  the  Missaukee  people, 
thanked  me.  He  said,  ‘This  is 
really  a great  Pow  Wow,”’  Harris 
said.  Positive  feedback  like  this  is 
affirming  for  Harris,  and  it  proves 
that  the  club  is  succeeding  in  its 
mission — not  only  to  students 
and  the  local  community,  but  to 
the  dancers,  musicians,  vendors, 
lecturers  and  storytellers  that 
make  it  what  it  is.

Squad  is  based  out  of  Elwood, 
111.,  and  is  the  second-largest 
Memorial  Squad  in  the  country. 
The  squad  performed  the 
traditional  Posting  of  Colors,  and 
also  performed  Echo  Taps  after 
folding  and  retiring  the  flag. 

“We  are  here  to  honor  veterans, 
those  that  go  to  school  and  any 
in  the  community”  said  Bemdt, 
about  her  Squad’s  presence  at 
JJC. 

The  national  anthem  was 
performed  admirably  by  Stephen 
Cannon,  who  is  a student  here 
at  JJC.  The  opening  speech 
was  given  by  Dilday,  and  the 
keynote  was  provided  by  Dr. 
Proulx,  President  of  JJC,  who 
spoke  about  her  family’s  military 
experience:  Her  father  served  in 
the  Army,  as  well  as  her  husband. 
Proulx  also  spoke  glowingly 
about  the  National  Guard  Family 
Reintegration  Center,  which 
helps  veterans  and  their  families 
reintegrate  into  society  with  help 
from  faculty  members  at  JJC 
during  their  off  time. 

The  ceremony  was  so 
anticipated;  it  was  attended  by 
the  member  of  the  Joliet  Fire 
Department  O fficers  Unions,  who 
wore  shirts  that  read  “Wounded 
Warrior  Project."  The  event  was 
even  attended  by  some  local 
workers  who  had  heard  about  it 
and  wanted  to  celebrate. 

Speaking  about  the  success 
of  the  event,  Dilday  said:”It 
included  everything  I wanted  it 
to  and  more;  it  really  exceeded 
my  expectations.  We  never  had 
a Posting  of  Colors  ceremony 
before,  and  that  really  made 
it  a better  tribute  to  veterans.” 
Interestingly,  when  asked  why 
the  change  had  occurred,  both 
Dilday  and  Bemdt  pointed  to  one 
person:  Henra  Hutchings. 

Hutchings  is  a third-semester 
art  student  at  JJC,  and  also 
volunteers  with  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  National  Cemetery 
Memorial  Squad.  She  saw 
an  announcement  about  the 
upcoming  ceremony,  and  offered 
to  help. 

“She  came  to  me  and  said 
‘What  do  you  want  to  do?”’  said 
Dilday.  Hutchings  eventually 
suggested  that  the  Memorial 
Squad  perform. 

Besides  honoring  the  veterans, 
both  Hutchings  and  Bemdt  want 
to  let  people  know  that  they  need 
volunteers. 

“We  are  always  looking  for 
volunteers,”  Says  Hutchings. 
“We  have  1 15  or  more  volunteers 
right  now.  We  don't  get  paid; 
the  payment  is  the  honor  of 
participating.  We  have  funerals  to 
do  every  day.  five  days  a week.” 

In  order  to  join  the  squad, 
volunteers  have  to  go  through 
several  months  of  training,  and 
will  learn  how  to  disassemble, 
clean  and  handle  the  M 1 Carbine.

Ask  an  Atheist 

JJC  Club  tries  to  break  stereotypes  by  giving 
students  an  opportunity  to  gain  perspective 


Clubs  unite  to

If  you  think  you  know  what  an 
atheist  is,  there’s  a good  chance 
that  you’re  wrong. 

For  the  most  part,  the  term 
“atheist”  holds  a certain  negative 
connotation.  The  Joliet  Junior 
College  club  called  The  Atheist 
Perspective  wants  to  change 
that. 

Club  President  Jason 
Gruzlewski  definitely 

understands  the  perception  that 
the  majority  of  people  hold  about 
atheists. 

“We  want  to  bring  an 
understanding  of  what  an  atheist 
is,"  said  Gruzlewski.  “We  want 
to  elude  stereotypes  and  raise 
awareness  that  the  atheists  on 
campus  are  not  bad  people.” 

Gruzlewski,  along  with  friend 
Mark  Smith,  founded  the  club  in 
February  of  2010. 

“We  felt  a strong  motive  to 
start  the  club,"  said  Gruzlewski. 
"We’re  definitely  a minority, 
and  we’re  usually  distrusted.  Wc 
felt  the  need  to  get  the  word  out 
about  us.” 

The  Atheist  Perspective  held 
the  event,  “Ask  an  Atheist”  on 
Nov.  8,  on  the  Bridge. 

The  event  began  at  12  p.m. 
with  a bake  sale  conducted  by  the 
members  of  the  club.  Soon  after 
the  bake  sale  began,  member 


Dean  Hobbs’  mathcore  band 
named  Todd  jumped  on  the  stage 
and  played  for  about  10  minutes. 

While  the  band  was  playing, 
the  rest  of  the  members  continued 
the  bake  sale  and  accepted 
questions — both  write-in  and 
face-to-face. 

When  the  band  was  done 
playing,  club  members  Tavia 
Hanrahan  and  Ian  Pierson  held 
a question-and-answer  segment. 
The  two  members  took  this  time 
to  answer  any  write-in  questions 
that  had  been  submitted  during 
the  bake  sale. 

After  a few  students  passed 
and  asked  their  questions,  the 
event  turned  into  a religious 
discussion  of  around  a dozen 
people — including  four  club 
members. 

The  discussion  lasted  until  the 
end  of  the  event  at  2 p.m.  In  fact, 
a few  of  the  people  continued 
the  religious  chat  even  after  the 
event  was  over. 

Discussion  topics  included  the 
club  member’s  personal  beliefs, 
free  will  vs.  pre-destiny  and 
evolution,  among  others. 

This  was  not  the  first  event 
for  the  club.  They  held  a similar 
event  called  “TAP  Into  Reason” 
last  spring. 

The  club  was  also  a part  of 
JJC’s  Mainstreet  in  the  fall  of 
2010,  where  they  set  up  a stand 
and  answered  questions  from 
people  passing  by. 


“We  had  around  50  people 
sign  up,”  Gruzlewski  said. 
“Normally,  people  think  we're 
devil-worshippers,  so  I was 
really  surprised  with  the  positive 
feedback.” 

AdviserMaryCwikla  explained 
why  she  applied  for  the  position. 

“I  saw  that  the  position  for 
adviser  was  open,  and  I met 
with  the  president  and  the  vice- 
president  and  talked  about  the 
club,"  Cwikla  said.  “I  thought 
it  was  an  important  initiative,  i 
felt  that  these  students  needed  a 
support  mechanism.” 

Aside  from  discussing  plans  for 
events,  the  members  talk  about 
subjects  such  as  religion,  politics 
and  current  events  from  a logical 
point  of  view. 

The  members  feel  that  very  few 
clubs/organization  at  JJC  offer  the 
same  breath  of  fresh  air  that  The 
Atheist  Perspective  brings. 

“The  club  brings  a good 
sense  of  diversity  to  JJC,”  said 
Hanrahan.  “There  are  so  many 
religious  groups.  It’s  nice  to  have 
a group  for  people  who  aren’t 
religiqus.” 

Like  most  clubs,  the  members 
share  a common  belief  and 
similar  views.  What  makes  The 
Atheist  Perspective  unique  is 
that  the  main  goal  of  the  planned 
activities  is  to  clear  the  air  about 
all  the  misconceptions  that  the 
majority  of  people  might  hold 
about  atheists.

Native  American  club  stays  strong  for  17  years

JJC  Native  American  History 
teacher  Fred  Harris  didn’t  expect, 
in  the  fall  of  1993,  that  the  newly- 
created  Native  American  club 


would  generate  as  much  interest 
and  activity  as  it  has  in  the  last  1 7 
years. 

“The  club  was  created  with 
the  intention  of  educating 
students,  faculty  and  members 
of  the  community  about  Native 


American  culture,"  said  Harris, 
who  has  advised  the  club  since  its 
conception. 

Harris  started  the  club  in 
response  to  what  he  saw  as 
a growing  misrepresentation 
of  Native  American  culture 


and  issues;  in  media  and  in 
the  community  itself.  The 
club’s  mission  is  “to  promote 
increased  awareness  and  cultural 
understanding  of  indigenous 
peoples  of  America  at  JJC  and  in 
the  respective  community." 

"Hopefully,  through  our 
events  and  the  speakers  we  have 
been  able  to  bring  to  JJC,  we 
have  succeeded  in  providing  a 
better  understanding  of  Native 
American  culture  and  heritage,” 
said  Harris. 

Each  year,  the  club  honors 
Native  Americaa  Heritage  Month 
with  a variety  of  workshops, 
lectures,  performances  and 
activities.  The  club  also  assists 
the  American  Indian  Center  of 
Chicago  in  organizing  JJC’s 
annual  Woodland  Reunion 
Traditional  Fow  Wow — initiated 
by  Harris  in  1994 — which  attracts 
a wide  variety  of  vendors,  dancers 
and  drum  circle  groups,  along 


with  a host  of  Native  American 
speakers. 

The  club's  programs  have 
ranged  from  poetry  readings 
to  traditional  storytelling  to  a 
fry  bread-making  workshop. 
Musicians,  lecturers  and 
performers  from  ail  over  the 
Midwest  have  participated  in  the 
club’s  annual  activities. 

Lectures  have  covered  such 
topics  as  Native  American 
spirituality,  indigenous  tribal 
culture  and  contemporary  Native 
American  issues. 

In  1994,  the  American  Indian 
Movement  and  the  Midwest 
SOARRING  Organization  (Save 
Our  Ancestors’  Remains  and 
Resources  Indigenous  Group)

One  of  the  theater  department's 
best  shows  I’ve  seen  since  I have 
been  attending  JJC,  “The  Arabian 
Nights,”  was  performed  from 
Nov.  11  through  14  and  directed 
by  Zach  Bloomfield,  the  head  of 
the  fine  arts  department. 

The  story  takes  place  after  a 
king  has  been  betrayed  by  his 
wife  and  has  gone  insane.

She  delays  her  death  by 
intriguing  him  with  a story,  and 
come  dawn,  she  hasn't  finished 
the  story.  Therefore,  he  can’t  kill 
her  if  he  wants  to  know  how  it 
ends. 

1 thought  Bloomfield  made 
a wonderful  choice  by  bringing 
this  play  to  JJC.  It’s  a fun  and 
emotional  story  that  is  unique,  not 
only  in  plot,  but  also  in  structure. 

Throughout  the  play,  the  story 
is  going  in  and  out  of  these  tales. 
With  only  15  actors,  each  actor 
gets  to  play  several  different 
characters  throughout  the  story. 

Even  though  the  set  was 
incredibly  simple  with  only  being 
composed  of  pillows,  rugs,  boxes, 
and  lanterns,  it  was  very  well 


done  with  an  abundance  of  colors 
and  nice  organization.  I also 
positively  adored  the  costumes 
that  were  used,  so  a big  kudos  to 
technical  director  Nicki  Blowers 
for  the  costume  and  set  designs. 

Despite  the  great  script  chosen 
by  Bloomfield  and  beautiful 
design  work  by  Blowers,  what  I 
felt  really  stood  out  was  the  quality 
of  the  acting.  I thought  that  all  1 5 
actors  did  a great  job  transitioning 
through  the  different  roles,  and 
I was  also  very  impressed  with 
how  smoothly  the  actors  moved 
onstage. 

I was  particularly  impressed 
with  Chance  Manzo  as  the 
madman,  pastry  cook  and  others. 
Although  he  did  a great  job  as 
Chief  in  the  spring  ’10  production 
of  “One  Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo's 
Nest,”  the  audience  got  to  see  some 
different  emotions  from  him  with 
all  the  different  characters  that  he 
portrayed.  His  role  as  Chief  really 
showed  his  potential  as  an  actor, 
but  his  range  of  acting  really 
showed  through  this  production. 

A new  actor  to  the  stage  that  1 
thought  did  a wonderful  job  was 
Concetta  Anemone,  specifically  as 
the  role  of  Sympathy  the  Learned. 
Being  able  to  memorize  all  of  the 


lengthy  lines  that  the  character 
had  and  to  be  able  to  repeat  them 
so  quickly  one  after  the  other  in 
the  correct  order  could  not  have 
been  easy. 

Another  thing  that  was  really 
unique  to  the  play  was  all  of  the 
sound  effects  and  music,  which 
were  performed  wonderfully  by 
the  actors. 

Even  though  the  play  is  not  a 
musical , it  certainly  didn't  lack  in 
musical  talent.  Many  songs  were 
sung  throughout  the  production 
with  only  acoustic  instruments  to 
accompany. 

This  may  sound  ridiculous, 
but  what  1 thought  was  the  most 
amazing  part  of  the  production 
was  how  all  the  sound  effects 
were  done  by  the  actors.  That  is 
something  that  1 have  yet  to  see  in 
another  play  and  the  actors  did  a 
wonderful  job.

This  very  funny  comedy  stars 
Robert  Downey  Jr.,  who  plays  a 
high-strung  father-to-be,  Peter 
Highman,  who  is  forced  to 
hitch  a ride  with  aspiring  actor 
Ethan  Tremblay,  played  by  Zack 
Galifianakis,  on  a road  trip  in 
order  to  make  it  to  his  child’s 
birth  on  time. 

On  the  way,  they  not  only  get 
arrested  by  border  patrol,  get  into 
a fight  with  a paraplegic,  and  flip 
a car  off  a highway  bridge,  but 
they  also  find  a little  truth  in  who 
they  really  are. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  movie, 
it  is  evident  that  Downey  is  the 
character  who  will  be  driven  mad 
by  Galifianakis'  character.  During 
the  movie,  it  felt  as  if  it  was  a 
“Planes,  Trains,  and  Automobiles" 


remake.  The  plot  is  eerily  similar; 
one  character  annoys  the  other 
who  is  desperately  trying  to  get 
home. 

There  are  completely  different 
ways  and  obstacles  that  they 
encounter,  however.  There  were  a 
lot  of  drug  references,  even  usage, 
in  the  movie  that  made  it  feel  like 
it  was  more  pushed  in  there  than 
needed  to  be.  In  other  words,  if 
there  were  less  drug  reference 
scenes,  it  probably  could  have 
been  bettor. 

Besides  the  comedic  situations 
and  problems  throughout  the 
movie,  it  actually  had  a little  heart 
to  it.  In  the  movie,  Galifianakis’ 
character’s  father  passed  away  and 
he  is  left  alone  to  cope  with  it  until 
he  meets  Downey’s  character. 

But  where  there  is  heart,  there 
is  a comedic  way  to  laugh  about 
it.  For  instance,  in  the  movie,  yes, 
Galifianakis’  character’s  father 


is  dead  and  cremated,  but  his 
remains  are  put  into  a coffee  can, 
the  reason  being  that  Ethan’s  dad 
loved  coffee.

1 didn’t  know  what  to  expect 
going  into  “The  Final  Cure”  by 
Cody  Thomas  Chandler,  but  I was 
immediately  taken  by  surprise 
when  I tried  to  look  up  some 
information  about  the  author.  It 
turns  out  that  this  was  his  first 
novel,  and  that  he  is  currently  a 
high  school  student  residing  in 
Illinois. 

Was  his  writing  that  good  to  get 
a book  published  at  such  a young 
age?  Let’s  take  a look. 

The  plot  of  the  story  revolves 
around  a man  by  the  name  of 
Lawrence  Clark,  a man  who 
we  quickly  find  out  is  realty  97 
years  old,  and  yet  has  the  body 
of  a man  in  his  mid-twenties.  We 
!eam  through  a short  flashback 
that  he  was  the  sole  survivor  of 


a deadly  virus  that  infected  his 
city  in  the  year  1939.  We  also 
find  out  quickly  that  the  virus 
was  the  result  of  government 
experiments  to  create  the  perfect 
Super  Soldier— with  enhanced 
strength,  endurance,  and  the 
inability  to  age. 

However,  before  Lawrence 
has  time  to  use  his  new  powers, 
he  is  attacked  by  people  who 
wish  to  use  the  virus  for  evil  and 
is  placed  in  cryogenic  sleep. 

From  here,  the  story  goes  on 
about  the  day  he  is  awakened 
and  becomes  a part  of  a special 
government  program.  Things 
aren’t  as  it  seems,  though, 
as  there  are  still  people  who 
wish  to  use  the  virus  for  good, 
and  it’s  up  to  Lawrence  Clark 
to  stop  them  while  trying  to 
figure  out  what  had  happened 
to  him  those  many  years  ago. 


The  story  itself  is  fast-paced 
with  many  different  plot  twists. 
Throughout  the  book,  I was  kept 
guessing  as  to  who  Lawrence 
could  really  trust  and  who  was 
really  on  his  side.  The  book  does 
a good  job  of  keeping  a steady 
flow  of  suspense  while  giving 
the  reader  some  time  to  breathe 
in  between  the  different  action 
scenes.  They  never  drag  on  too 
long,  and  help  provide  transition 
for  the  next  big  fight. 

However,  there  are  a few 
times  when  there  seems  to  be 
a little  too  much  going  on  at 
once,  and  if  you’re  not  reading  it 
very  carefully,  you  could  easily 
overlook  some  of  the  key  details 
of  the  plot.  This  in  itself  isn’t  a 
bad  thing  overall,  but  1 feel  some 
of  the  chapters  could’ve  been 
a little  bit  more  developed  and 
that  it  could’ve  gone  into  a little 


more  detail  about  some  of  the  key 
moments. 

One  of  the  other  things  1 
would’ve  liked  to  have  seen  was 
a little  more  development  on  the 
different  characters  and  to  have 
maybe  known  a little  bit  more 
about  Lawrence  Clark’s  past  prior 
to  becoming  the  super  human 
being  that  he  now  is.  In  the  end, 
however,  all  loose  ends  are  tied 
up  and  all  the  issues  brought  up 
are  resolved. 

1 won’t  spoil  the  ending  for  those 
reading  this,  but  the  Postlude  after 
the  final  battle  hints  at  a possibility 
of  a sequel  or  even  an  entire 
series  involving  the  character 
Lawrence  Clark.  Who  knows? 
Maybe  we’ll  team  more  about 
Lawrence  Clark  in  a future  story. 
If  you  like  suspense  novels,  or  if 
you’re  looking  for  a quick  read, 
then  I would  recommend  “The 


Final  Cure”  to  you.  It’s  only  150 
pages  long  and  can  be  read  in  a 
few  hours.  It  really  is  a page- 
turner  that  will  be  sure  to  keep 
you  guessing,  but  it’s  important 
to  make  sure  that  you  pay  close 
attention  to  everything  going 
on,  or  you  may  wind  up  a little 
confused. 

I would  also  keep  an  eye  on 
this  author,  because  I believe 
you’ II  be  seeing  more  of  his 
work  in  the  coming  years. 
All  in  all,  ‘The  Final  Cure”  was 
a short  yet  enjoyable  book  to 
read.  It’s  one  of  those  few  books 
that  I feel  helps  bring  back  the 
idea  of  reading  for  fun  and  not 
just  because  you  have  to  read 
something.

JJC’s  OSA  promotes  lung 
cancer  awareness  month

The  Office  of  Student 
Activities  acknowledged  Lung 
Cancer  Awareness  Month  on 
Nov.  18  by  participating  in  the 
Great  American  Smokeout,  a 
nation-wide  program  initiated 
by  the  American  Cancer 
Society.  The  intention  of  the 
Smokeout,  according  to  Amy 
Sims,  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities  and  Holistic  Wellness, 
is  to  inform  students  about  quit- 
smoking programs  and  tobacco 
addiction  assistance  in  the 
immediate  area. 

“We  promote  the  Illinois 
Tobacco  Quitline,”  said  Sims. 
“It’s  a free  hotline,  and  the  people 
you  talk  to  are  nurses,  counselors 
and  addiction  specialists.”  Sims 
also  encourages  students  to 
consider  smoking-cessation 
courses  offered  by  the  Will 


County  Health  Department. 

The  Illinois  Tobacco  Quitline, 
I -866-QUIT- YES,  is  available 
to  receive  calls  Monday  through 
Friday.  7 a.m.  to  9 p.m.  It  is 
sponsored  by  the  American  Lung 
Association,  and  has  operators 
in  most  languages,  including 
a TDD  line  for  the  hearing 
impaired. 

The  Will  County  Tobacco 
Control  and  Prevention 
program,  a division  of  the  Will 
County  Health  Department, 
offers  a number  of  cessation  and 
prevention  programs  for  smokers 
of  all  ages.  These  include  Teens 
against  Tobacco  Use.  a program 
designed  to  educate  teenagers 
about  the  effects  of  tobacco 
use.  The  Will  County  T.C.P.P. 
also  addresses  complaints  and 
educates  businesses  about  the 
Illinois  Smoke-free  Act.  and  sets 
upeducationalboothsdesignedto 
promote  awareness  of  smoking- 


related  issues  at  various  health 
fairs  and  at  business  functions 
throughout  the  community. 

According  to  the  U.S. 
Center  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention,  smoking  causes 
443,000  deaths  in  the  U.S.  alone 
every  year — about  one-fifth  of 
all  American  deaths.  Twenty- 
one  percent  of  all  American 
adults  over  the  age  of  1 8 smoke 
cigarettes,  multiplying  their 
chances  of  heart  disease,  lung 
cancer  and  other  diseases, 
including  cancer  of  the  mouth 
and  throat,  emphysema  and 
shortened  life  span. 

Students  and  members  of  the 
community  wishing  to  pursue 
smoking-cessation  programs 
should  contact  the  Illinois 
Tobacco  Quitline  at  1 -866- 
QUIT-YES,  or  the  Will  County 
Health  Department  Tobacco 
Control  Prevention  Program  at 
815-727-8769.

Most  likely  for  the  same  reason 
students  cheat  on  a test — because 
they  think  they  can  get  away  with  it.

What  these  students  do  not  seem 
to  realize  is  that  when  cheating 
on  a test,  they  are  only  harming 
themselves.  But  when  parking  in  a 
handicapped  spot,  they  are  going 
to  be  affecting  a disabled  citizen’s 
access  to  the  parking  that  he  or  she 
needs. 


We  at  the  Blazer  understand 
that  as  the  days  are  getting  colder, 
the  handicapped  parking  spots  are 
becoming  more  tempting.  But  is  it 
really  worth  a $250  fine  and  taking 
a spot  away  from  someone  who  is 
disabled? 

There  is  a reason  why  these  laws 
are  in  place.  State  law  requires  a 
minimum  number  of  handicapped 
parking  spots  for'public  facilities, 
and  this  is  because  people  need 
them. 

According  to  the  JJC  Parking 
Lot  Survey,  less  than  2 percent 
of  the  parking  spots  at  JJC  are 
dedicated  to  the  handicapped.  No 
one  should  take  those  spots  away 
from  the  people  who  really  need 
them.

Honor  Society  has  record 
number  of  inductees

The  JJC  Fine  Arts  Theatre  saw 
a record  number  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  Honor  Society  inductees 
this  semester  at  the  induction 
ceremony  on  Nov.  19. 

According  to  chapterco-adviser 
Lisa  Sandoval,  121  students 
participated  in  the  ceremony,  but 
they  were  only  part  of  the  335 
students  to  become  members  of 
Phi  Theta  Kappa  at  JJC’s  Alpha 
Lambda  Phi  Chapter. 

“The  ceremony  itself  was  a 
wonderful  event,”  said  Sandoval, 
noting  that  Nov.  19  is  Phi  Theta 
Kappa’s  Founders  Day. 

JJC  President  Dr.  Gena  Proulx 
was  the  guest  speaker  for  the 


ceremony. 

Phi  Theta  Kappa  is  the 
national  honor  society  for  two- 
year  colleges.  To  be  eligible  for 
membership,  a student  must 
complete  a minimum  of  twelve 
hours  of  associate  degree  course 
work  and  generally  earn  a GPA  of 
3.5  or  higher. 

Students  must  maintain  a high 
academic  standing  throughout 
their  enrollment  in  the  two-year 
college,  generally  a 3.25  GPA. 
Membership  is  by  invitation. 

Phi  Theta  Kappa’s  mission  is 
to  recognize  and  encourage  the 
academicachievementoftwo-year 
college  students  and  to  provide 
opportunities  for  individual

The  immeasurable 
value  of  plants 


Plants  have  always  been  a key 
component  in  humankind’s 
survival,  though  in  the  age 
of  plastics,  modem  medicine 
and  factory  food,  this  is  often 
overlooked. 

In  my  last  article  for  this 
publication,  I would  like  to 
express  my  gratitude  for  the  thing 
that  makes  my  (and  our)  world  go 
‘round:  plants. 

One  obvious  reason  to  be 
grateful  for  plants  is  that  they 
provide  nourishment  for  our 
bodies.  Incredible  machines 
that  they  are,  plants  are  the  only 
organism  on  our  planet  that  can 
manufacture  their  own  food 
through  that  magical  process — 
photosynthesis. 

Besides  building  materials 
and  food,  plants  also  provide  us 
with  medicine.  Today’s  aspirin 
originally  came  from  willow  bark, 
a discovery  made  by  Hippocrates 
in  400  B.C.E.  In  fact,  the  word 
“drug”  comes  from  the  Dutch 
word  “droog,”  which  translates  to 
“dried  plant.”  It  is  estimated  that 
there  are  320  distinct  chemical 
substances  used  in  modem 
medicine  today  which  are  derived 
from  plants. 

! ’m  a pretty  big  fan  of  oxygen — 
how  about  you?  Scientists  have 
credited  the  earth’s  ability  to 
keep  an  unusually  high  amount 
of  oxygen  within  its  atmosphere 
to  the  blue-green  algae.  They 
say  this  microscopic  plant  began 
its  work  2.5  million  years  ago, 
slowly  filling  the  atmosphere 
with  enough  oxygen  to  support 
life  as  we  know  it. 

Oxygen  and  sugar  are  the 
end  products  of  photosynthesis, 
which  requires  light,  water 
and  carbon  dioxide  to  take 


place.  According  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  in  one 
season,  a single  acre  of  forest  will 
absorb  six  tons  of  carbon  dioxide 
and  produce  four  tons  of  oxygen, 
enough  to  sustain  18  people  for 
one  year. 

Plants  even  influence  weather. 
Ninety  percent  of  the  water  a 
plant  takes  up  will  be  released 
back  into  the  environment 
through  transpiration.  This  cools 
the  plant  and  surrounding  air  and 
will  return  to  the  earth  as  rain. 

It  was  recently  discovered  that 
on  a hot,  bright  day,  if  sea  kelp 
begins  to  dry  up  and  become 
stressed,  it  will  release  iodide, 
which  will  cause  clouds  to 
accumulate,  thereby  alleviating 
its  stress.  I suspect  that  when  it 
comes  to  the  surprisingly  complex 
nature  of  plants,  we  have  only 
discovered  the  tip  of  the  iceberg. 

Obviously,  you  and  I are  only 
able  to  exist  because  of  plants. 
Earth  as  we  know  it  could  not 
exist  either.  She  would  be  a very 
different  place  indeed. 

Without  the  carbon  dioxide 
being  converted  into  oxygen, 
the  earth  would  be  much,  much 
hotter.  The  sun’s  light  would 
no  longer  be  deflected  by  the 
vegetation  and  there  would  be 
nothing  to  anchor  and  stabilize 
the  top  soil. 

Earth  would  be  a 
hot,  barren  wasteland. 
So  don’t  be  bashful;  go  hug 
a tree  and  say  thanks — better 
yet,  go  plant  one!  We  lose  more 
and  more  plant  material  each 
year  due  to  development  and 
deforestation.  Our  lives  are 
dependent  upon  plants,  and  as 
they  disappear,  so  too  do  our  own 
chances  of  survival.

illegally  using  placards. 

On  Aug.  27,  Comanda  said 
that  he  sat  out  in  his  squad  car 
in  North  Lot  2 and  coded  three 
different  students  for  illegally 
using  a placard  that  did  not  belong 
to  them. 

Since  then,  five  more  students 
have  been  caught  illegally  using 
placards  or  disability  plates 
that  belonged  a family  member, 
according  to  police  logs.  These 
students  were  given  code  of 
conduct  referrals  for  violation  of 
state  law. 

While  simply  parking  in  a 
handicapped  spot  has  a fine  of 
S250,  illegal  use  of  a placard 
can  be  fined  up  to  S500,  and  if 
the  placard  was  stolen,  it  can  be 
considered  a felony  crime. 

Comanda  said  that  some 
students  who  were  caught 
illegally  using  placards  implied 
that  they  had  done  it  before.  He 
also  said  one  student  claimed  it 
was  her  first  time  even  though  he 
saw  the  car  in  the  exact  same  spot 
the  day  before. 

“I  don’t  think  people  think  that 
police  are  paying  attention  to  this 
issue,”  Comanda  said. 

According  to  a press  release 
sent  out  on  Nov.  24,  Secretary  of 


State  Jesse  White  announced  that 
Illinois  police  are  making  more  of 
an  effort  to  catch  people  illegally 
parking  in  handicapped  spots, 
because  it  is  a statewide  issue 
during  the  busy  shopping  season. 

“We’re  here  today  to  remind 
drivers  that  parking  in  a disability 
parking  space  for  those  who  are 
not  disabled  is  not  an  option,” 
White  said.  “It  will  cost  you  a 
ticket  in  addition  to  the  money 
you’re  spending  during  the 
holiday  season.  In  keeping 
with  the  holiday  spirit,  let's  be 
considerate  while  parking.” 

Statewide,  the  fine  for  parking 
in  a handicapped  spot  can  be  as 
much  as  S350.  Violating  the  state 
law  by  illegally  using  a placard  or 
disability  plate  can  result  in  a 30- 
day  driver’s  license  suspension. 

“I  would  encourage  people  to 
think  about  who  they're  taking  a 
spot  away  from,”  Comanda  said. 
“The  majority  of  people  who 
do  this  use  a family  member’s 
placard.  They  need  to  imagine 
what  it  would  be  like  if  their 
family  member  were  looking  for 
a parking  spot  and  they’re  all 
taken  because  people  are  illegally 
using  placards  like  they  are.” 

White  also  urges  people  to 
report  abuse  of  handicapped 
parking  spots  by  calling  217-785- 
0309  to  report  placard  and  license 
plate  numbers  as  well  as  locations 
of  vehicles.

Former  Pine  Ridge  Reservation  resident  gives  talk

The  Native  American  Club 
concluded  Native  American 
Heritage  month  on  Dec.  3 with 
a somber  and  reflective  talk  by 
Clovia  Malatare. 

Malatare,  an  Ogallala  Sioux 
and  a resident  of  Chicago  for  the 
last  50  years,  speaks  with  mixed 
emotions  about  her  childhood 


growing  up  on  South  Dakota’s 
Pine  Ridge  Reservation.  The 
traditional,  resourceful  life 
she  describes  • is  arduous  and 
impoverished,  but  she  recalls  it 
with  warmth  and  nostalgia. 

“We  had  no  refrigeration, 
no  electricity,  and  no  running 
water,”  said  Malatare,  who 
holds  a tribal  land  share  on  Pine 
Ridge,  the  nation’s  eighth  largest 
Native  American  reservation. 
“As  children,  we  walked  a half 


mile  every  day  for  cooking  and 
drinking  water.” 

Malatare  spoke  fondly  of 
her  grandmother,  a resourceful 
Sioux  woman  who  helped  raise 
her  family  in  the  “Lakoiwi 
Chohanke,”  the  traditional  Sioux 
philosophy  of  life. 

Malatare ’s  grandmother  taught 
her  and  her  sisters  to  identify 
and  gather  roots  and  vegetables, 
such  as  Timsala,  a banana-like 
root  identified  above  ground 


only  by  its  distinguishing  flower. 
The  community  also  grew  and 
gathered  com,  which  was  steamed 
underground,  then  husked  and  put 
into  containers. 

Reservation  life  in  the  1950s 
was  severe,  but  it  contained  a rich 
social  existence. 

“Religion  used  to  play  a big 
part  in  our  lives,”  said  Malatare, 
whose  grandmother  was  a firm 
believer  in  attending  Uwipi 
meetings,  which  are  Sioux 
spiritual  meetings  conducted  at 
night. 

Food  was  an  integral  aspect  of 
the  Uwipi  ceremony.  Watachas — 
baskets  for  transporting  food — 
were  brought  by  everyone,  and 
extra  food  was  prepared  so 
everyone  could  bring  food  home. 
“If  you  don’t  have  anything  to 
eat,  that’s  what  you’re  gonna  do. 
People  participated  so  that  they 
could  eat,”  said  Malatare. 

Communal  food  was  as 
resourceful  as  it  had  to  be.  If  it 
was  canine,  it  had  to  be  black. 
Dogs  were  painted,  prayed  over, 
butchered  and  blackened. 

“It  was  an  honor  to  get  the 
head,”  said  Malatare,  “and  my 
grandmother  always  got  it.” 

Malatare’s  home  community. 
Calico,  was  four  miles  from  the 
U.S.  boarding  school  that  she 
and  her  sisters  were  forced  to 
attend.  There,  like  at  the  Uwipi 
ceremony,  food  was  the  integral 
aspect  of  life  for  Sioux  children. 

“The  first  day  at  the  boarding 


school  was  the  first  time  I’d  ever 
had  store-bought  bread,”  said 
Malatare.  “I  ate  an  entire  loaf.  I 
had  mashed  potatoes  with  chili 
sauce,  and  I didn’t  know  what 
it  was.  To  this  day  that  is  my 
favorite  food.” 

Life  at  the  boarding  school  was 
severe.  Children  were  forbidden 
to  speak  Lakota  and  physically 
punished  if  they  did.  Girls  were 
forced  to  curl  their  hair,  and  all  the 
children  had  to  go  outside  for  an 
hour  every  day,  regardless  of  the 
weather.  In  severe  cold,  Malatare 
said,  “we  would  put  coats  on  the 
ground,  and  huddle  up  together. 
Then  one  girl  would  take  the  rest 
of  the  coats  and  cover  us  all  up.” 

Malatare  moved  with  her 
family  to  Chicago  under  the 
U.S.  Relocation  Program  when 
she  was  11  years  old.  She  has 
been  a lifelong  resident  of  the 
Chicago  area  but  returns  to  Pine 
Ridge  often.  She  is  an  Auditor 
for  the  State  of  Illinois  Medicaid 
Program  and  an  adult  educator  at 
Red  College. 

Malatare  jokes  casually  about 
being  an  “assimilated”  Indian. 

“My  husband  tells  me  I’m  an 
assimilated  Indian.  I tell  him  I’m 
not.  I’m  still  Indian  at  heart,  but 
I’ve  learned  that  education  is  the 
key  to  being  equal  to  everyone 
else.” 

“I  have  retained  my  culture,” 
said  Malatare,  “but  I’ve  learned 
how  to  survive  in  the  white  man’s 
world.”

Criminology  class  visits  Stateville  Penitentiary

The  hands-on  approach  is 
known  as  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
learn  something  during  school. 
When  the  Criminology  class  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  was  studying 
deviance,  they  took  a field  trip  to 
Stateville  Penitentiary  on  Nov. 
16. 

Students  had  the  chance  to  see 
into  the  life  of  an  inmate  behind 
bars  and  understand  how  the 
prison  runs.  Students  who  went 
on  this  field  trip  acquired  a whole 
different  view  on  prisons. 


“1  expect  the  students  to  gain 
a better  understanding  of  deviant 
behavior,  not  only  from  what 
was  spoken  in  the  classroom  but 
what  can  be  seen  in  actuality,” 
said  Patricia  Binfa,  Associate 
Professor  of  Criminal  Justice. 

Not  much  of  the  prison  was 
really  off-limits  for  the  tour  they 
were  given  by  Officer  Pierce. 
Some  things  students  viewed 
were  the  barber  shop,  cafeteria, 
visitation  rooms,  and  even  the 
inside  of  a cell. 

One  of  the  most  popular  places 
these  students  viewed  was  the 
F-house,  which  was  a circular 
building  four  stories  high  that 
housed  the  solitary  confinement 


inmates. 

“I  loved  the  F-house  being  the 
oldest  and  only  working  in  all  of 
the  United  States.  It  amazed  me 
how  well  taken  care  of  it  was,” 
said  student  Danielle  Sheehan. 

Even  the  execution  room  where 
John  Wayne  Gacy  was  lethally 
injected  was  shown  on  the  tour 
given  at  Stateville. 

As  the  group  of  JJC  students 
walked  from  place  to  place,  they 
pasted  inmates  getting  transferred 
to  different  cells  and  others 
with  good  behavior  cleaning  the 
hallways. 

The  tour  passed  by  a man  named 
Juan  Luna,  who  wa^charged  with 
the  Browns  Chicken  murders. 


while  he  was  mopping  the  floor. 
In  addition,  the  group  got  to  talk 
with  a man  named  James  Files, 
who  confessed  to  assassinating 
John  F.  Kennedy  in  the  ‘60s. 

The  officer  frequently  reminded 
the  students  that  as  nice  as  some  of 
these  inmates  seem;  they  are  all  in 
there  for  a reason  and  need  to  be 
treated  the  same  way  everyday. 

“Your  safety  here  is  not 
guaranteed,  because  ours  can’t 
even  be  guaranteed,”  said  Pierce. 
She  also  explained  to  the  group 
that  no  matter  what,  you  can’t 
let  your  guard  down,  because 
anything  can  happen  at  any  time 
of  the  day. 

After  the  visit,  many  people  had 


new  opinions  of  this  maximum- 
security  prison. 

“I  was  surprised  on  how  well 
the  inmates  treated  the  officers 
and  the  size  of  the  prison  with 
the  knowledge  of  where  everyone 
was  located  at  all  times,”  said 
Sheehan. 

This  trip  to  Stateville  was  a 
learning  experience  for  everyone 
involved. 

“For  several  of  my  students,  the 
visit  was  the  topic  of  conversation 
at  Thanksgiving  dinner,  for  others 
information  gained  was  posted 
through  their  favorite  social 
media  sites,  and  it’s  these  little 
things  that  tell  me  my  students  are 
learning,”  said  Binfa.

New  alternative 
for  cigarettes

The  Joliet  area  is  undergoing 
big  plans  to  create  a more 
effective  and  a more  accessible 
city.  Alfredo  Melesio,  of  the 
Joliet  Community  and  Economic 
Development  Department,  and 
Kendall  Jackson,  Planning 
Director  of  Joliet,  spoke  about  a 
ten-year  master  plan  to  create  a 
more  efficient  Downtown  Joliet. 

Reminiscing  on  past  Joliet 
leaders’  planning  and  executions, 
Melesio  recognized  that  the 
city  took  dements  of  that  and 
incorporated  it  into  their  new 
master  plan. 

They  began  by  researching 
major  statistics  that  define 
Joliet's  activity.  Joliet  receives 
800,000  travelers  per  year,  128 
train  movements  per  day,  and  has 
7,778  downtown  workers  overall. 
These  major  numbers  made  it 
very  clear  to  its  leaders  as  to  what 
the  next  steps  should  be. 

They  decided  on  a multi-modal 
transportation  center,  which 
would  combine  all  of  the  city’s 
transportation,  such  as  Pace  Bus, 
Metra,  etc,,  into  one  building  to 
make  it  easier  and  more  effective 
for  our  workers  and  travelers. 

Referring  to  the  1921  plans 
of  the  city,  leaders  noticed  that 
a lot  of  the  focus  was  on  making 
the  canal  an  asset,  rather  than  a 
burden.  The  city  of  Joliet  would 


like  finally  to  execute  this  plan 
by  making  a river  walk  along 
the  canal  to  make  this  area  more 
inviting.  They  also  began  to  lake 
other  notices  of  how  far  Joliet’s 
downtown  area  has  gotten  from 
its  original  goals. 

They  want  to  begin  by  making 
the  downtown  more  of  a pleasant 
environment  by  creating  plant  life 
to  “green  up"  the  streets.  They 
also  talked  about  a town  square 
that  would  be  located  across  the 
street  from  the  Rialto  Theatre, 
where  citizens  could  go  to  special 
events  and  be  proud  of  being  a 
part  of  Joliet. 

The  leaders  also  explained 
that  they  would  be  expanding 
other  buildings  to  create  more 
“life”  in  the  downtown  area. 
They  are  looking  to  make  another 
courthouse  in  addition  to  the  one 
that  already  stands,  saying  that 
“It  is  not  safe  to  have  suspected 
criminals  and  average  citizens  in 
the  same  elevator.” 

For  entertainment  and 
educational  needs,  they  propose 
adding  a football  field  to  Silver 
Cross  Field  to  satisfy  Joliet 
Township  Central  Campus’s  need 
for  a football  field  of  their  own. 

Lastly,  the  plans  for  the 
expansion  of  JJC’s  campuses 
were  discussed.  City  leaders  want 
more  opportunities  for  all  people 
to  get  an  education. 

The  planners  believe  that  if  all 
of  these  plans  are  put  into  place, 
the  Joliet  area  would  become  a 
more  lively  and  efficient  society.

It  looks  like  a cigarette,  smokes 
like  a cigarette,  and  feels...  like  a 
pen.  But  it  can  redirect  your  ora! 
fixation  if  you  really  want  it  to. . . 

Smokers  everywhere  are 
rapidly  becoming  aware  of  the 
latest  advancement  in  smoking- 
alternatives:  the  electronic 

cigarette.  With  ad  spots  on  all 
the  major  networks,  and  a recent 
appearance  on  “Late  Night  With 
Dayid  Letterman,”  the  E-cig  has 
gone  from  relative  anonymity  to 
an  increasingly  popular  trend. 

Invented  in  2003  by  Mr.  Hon 
Lik  of  the  China-based  Ruyan 
Company,  the  “smokeless” 
cigarette  has  inspired  hundreds  of 
lookalike  products  and  competing 
brands,  and  has  been  touted  as  both 
a safe  smoking  alternative  and 
as  a smoking-cessation  device. 
When  news  of  this  product’s 
existence  first  reached  the  ears 
of  this  compulsive  smoker,  I 
impulsively  bit  the  financial  bullet 
(they’re  expensive)  and  subjected 
the  dubious  product  to  the  test. 

An  E-cig,  or  nicotine  vaporizer, 
is  comprised  of  two  parts. 
The  body  of  the  cigarette  is  a 
lithium  battery,  which  typically 
comes  with  an  option  of  charger 
attachments  (everything  from 
USB  port  chargers  to  car  chargers 
are  available,  depending  on  which 
brand  you  use).  The  filter  section 
of  the  cigarette  is  an  “atomizer," 
a tiny  aluminum  cartridge

containing  liquid  nicotine. 

Inhaling  (on  automatic  models) 
stimulates  an  electrical  charge 
inside  the  atomizer,  vaporizing 
a tiny  amount  of  nicotine.  The 
result?  A warm,  satiating  nicotine 
hit,  and  vapor  that  is  dense  enough 
to  blow  smoke  rings. 

The  E-cig  kit  I purchased, 
by  Illinois-based  Cigalectric, 
contained  a battery,  two  filters, 
a USB  charger,  and  a standard 
outlet  charger.  I paid  a steep  price 
for  convenience — about  $60 — by 
buying  it  at  a gas  station.  Most 
brands  offer  more  batteries  and 
filters  at  a much  greater  value 
online. 

My  first  few  drags  on  the  E-cig 
were  spent  in  euphoric  epiphany. 
The  warm,  stimulating  air  filled 
my  lungs  and  wafted  out  of  my 
nostrils.  “Finally,”  I thought. 
“This  is  how  I’m  going  to  be  able 
to  quit.” 

I haven’t  quit  smoking  yet. 

I wish  I could  teli  you  I did. 
A decade  of  smoking  two 
unfiltered  packs  a day  doesn’t 
end  overnight — not  for  men 
of  my  weak  and  undisciplined 
caliber.  I do,  however,  feel  like  a 
million  bucks  when  I smoke  my 
E-cig  instead  of  a cigarette,  which 
is  about  half  the  time.  I have 
also  gleaned  a few  fundamental 
considerations  to  be  taken  into 
account  if  you  are  considering 
purchasing  an  E-cig: 

1.  Make  an  educated  buying 
decision,  and  buy  enough  batteries 
and  filters.  The  battery  I bought 
only  stays  charged  for  about  a 
hundred  puffs,  and  takes  about  an 
hour  to  charge.  Most  kits  online 
are  sold  with  a minimum  of  two 
batteries  and  five  filters. 

2.  Don’t  expect  the  E-cig  to 
perfectly  replicate  the  smoking 
experience. 

3.  Make  sure  you  can  get 
replacement  filters. 

4.  If  it  seems  expensive,  fellow 


smoker,  then  consider  how  much 
you  spend  on  cigs.  Five  filters — 
typically  the  equivalent  of  five 
cartons  of  tobacco — max  out  at 
about  $20.  Compared  to  the  price 
of  five  cartons... 

5.  Smoking  an  E-cig  might  be 
addiction-substitution,  but  it’s 
INDISPUTABLY  healthier  than 
smoking  tobacco.  Your  lungs  will 
confirm  this  the  first  time  you 
puff  on  a vaporizer. 

The  future  of  the  E-cig  in 
the  American  market  remains 
uncertain.  Electronic  cigarettes 
are  currently  classified  by  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  as 
a drug  delivery  device,  after  some 
conflict  over  whether  it  should 
fall  under  the  classification 
as  a tobacco  product.  Several 
companies  are  now  under  fire 
from  the  FDA  as  a result  of  the 
new  distinction. 

It’s  well  worth  mentioning  this, 
since  online  overseas  companies 
producing  E-cigs  do  not  fall 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
FDA — for  better  or  worse — so 
there’s  no  legal  accountability 
for  what’s  really  IN  them.  We 
can  intelligently  assume  this, 
though;  there  are  about  3900 
less  chemicals,  preservatives  and 
carcinogens  in  an  E-cig  than  there 
are  in  a regular  cigarette. 

Bottom  line?  It  might  not 
be  a cure  for  nicotine,  but  it’s 
definitely  a cure  for  carbon.  Put 
your  hope  in  a hot  little  piece  of 
steel  and  lithium  when  you  make 
your  New  Year’s  resolutions  this 
year,  and  give  your  lungs  a break. 
You'  might  not  be  able  to  quit 
smoking  immediately,  but  at  least 
it’s  a few  cigs  less  than  you’d  be 
smoking  otherwise. 

Take  care  of  those  lungs,  you 
crazy  kids,  and  hit  me  up  for  a 
puff  on  an  E-cig  the  next  time  you 
see  me.  It  might  just  be  the  long- 
lost  pacifier  you  never  knew  you 
needed.

Christian  Fel!owsfaip/USA,  was 
founded  in  1941  and  now  has 
over  800  chapters  at  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  United 
States.  According  to  their  Web 
site,  InterVarsity.org,  InterVarsity 
chapters  “minister  to  students 
and  faculty  through  small  group 
Bible  studies,  large  gatherings 
on  campus,  leadership  training, 
thoughtful  discipleship  and 


life-changing  conferences  and 
events.” 

InterVarsity  has  officially 
been  at  JJC  for  more  than  15 
years,  according  to  Geoff  White, 
Physical  Science  Lab  Supervisor 
and  club  adviser. 

“College  is  a great  place  for 
people  to  examine  what  they 
believe  and  why,”  said  White. 
“Jesus  claimed  to  be  God — was 
he  crazy,  lying,  or  is  he  really 
God?  i became  the  club  adviser 
for  InterVarsity  because  I desire 
for  all  of  us  at  the  college  to  have 
an  opportunity  to  respond  to 
God's  love  for  us.”

On  Dec.  i,  the  JJC  cafeteria 
was  packed  with  high- volume  pop 
music,  flashing  lights,  glitter  and 
drag  queens,  it  was  JJC’s  second 
annual  drag  show  to  raise  money 
for  World  AIDS  Day.

AI3  of  these  organizations  used 
the  money  to  help  AIDS  patients  ■ 
in  Will  County  and  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  HIV.  They  also  provide 
free  HIV  testing  at  their  offices. 

“Tonight  we  are  here  to 
entertain  and  educate,”  said 
GLOW  president  Tim  Kugelman. 

The  hosts  of  the  evening, 
Jean  Claude  and  Candi  Graham, 
were  also  dressed  in  drag.

'Drugs'  not  feeling  the  'love'

Weil,  it’s  about  time  Jake 
Gyllenhaal  had  some  fun.  “Love 
and  Other  Drugs”  features  what 
was  probably  his  most  interesting 
relationship  since  Heath  Ledger: 
wild,  random,  and  full  of  self- 
doubt. 

The  movie  itself  also  follows 
this  same  theme,  and  seems 
unable  to  decide  what  kind 
of  movie  it’s  going  to  be.  The 
screenplay  ricochets  haphazardly 
from  comedy  to  drama  to 
romance  in  a manner  that  is  both 
funny  and  confusing.  Throw 
in  some  sex  (okay,  a lot)  and 
some  nasty  commentaries  on  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  and  you 
have  the  subject  matter  of  “Love 
and  Other  Drugs.” 

The  film  opens  with  Jamie 
Randall  (Gyllenhaal)  working 
in  an  electronics  store  that  looks 
a lot  like  RadioShack.  Jamie  is 
the  ultimate  salesperson,  pushing 
thousands  of  dollars’  worth  of 
electronics  as  he  dances,  sings, 
and  sleeps  with  customers. 
Eventually  he  sleeps  with  the 
boss’s  girlfriend,  gets  fired,  and 
gets  chased  out  of  the  store  as  a 
customer  shouts  her  number  after 
him. 

Jamie’s  sympathetic  but 
disturbed  brother  gets  him  a 
job  with  Pfizer,  and  Jamie  finds 
himself  under  the  tutelage  of 
Bruce  Winston  (Oliver  Platt), 
an  experienced  salesman  who  is 
as  cocky  as  he  is  unsuccessful. 
Jamie  spends  the  next  half  hour 
of  the  movie  chasing  inattentive 
doctors  around  hospital  parking 
Sots,  shouting  drug  statistics 
and  brandishing  Pfizer-labeled 
umbrellas  and  pens. 

Eventually  Jamie  realizes  that 
if  he  wants  to  sell  people  drugs, 
he  has  to  sleep  with  them,  So 
Jamie  begins  romancing  various 
secretaries  in  return  for  selling 
Zoloft  to  their  bosses.  This  slightly 
helps  Jamie’s  bottom  line,  but  it 
also  leads  to  him  meeting  Maggie 


(Anne  Hathaway),  who  has  stage 
one  Parkinson’s  disease. 

This  fact  provides  a lot  of  the 
film’s  drama,  but  it  isn’t  handled  as 
well  as  it  could  be.  Whereas  real- 
life  Parkinson’s  is  a debilitating 
and  uncontrollable  disease, 
Maggie’s  version  seems  to  know 
when  the  plot  needs  it  to  go  away. 
There  are  a lot  of  sweet,  romantic 
scenes  that  would  not  have  been 
possible  had  she  exhibited  her 
usual  symptoms,  and  dramatic 
points  in  the  script  were  almost 
always  accompanied  by  random 
surges  in  her  condition. 

His  relationship  with  Maggie 
begins  the  way  all  healthy  adult 
relationships  begin:  he  stares  at 
her  breast  while  pretending  to  be  a 
doctor,  and  she  clobbers  him  with 
her  incredibly  large  purse  when 
she  finds  out  that  he’s  not.  He 
somehow  turns  all  that  animosity 
into  a date,  during  which  he  tries 
all  his  best  RadioShack  moves; 
she  promptly  sees  through  this, 
naturally,  and  decides  to  dispense 
with  the  pretense. 

This  is  where  the  real  sex 
starts.  If  you  thought  Jamie 
Randall  was  an  overachiever 
before,  watching  him  forcefully 
shag  Anne  Hathaway  against 
various  walls  in  her  apartment — 
as  well  as  in  assorted  bathrooms 
and  alleyways — will  redefine  the 
term.  It  also  turns  out  that  Maggie 
wants  what  Jamie  wants:  to  have 
huge  amounts  of  egregious  sex 
without  any  emotional  attachment 
at  all.  In  fact,  the  first  two  times 
that  Mr.  Randall  alludes  to  liking 
her,  she  throws  him  out,  or  at  least 
tries  to. 

The  film-  also  dips  into  the 
Viagra  explosion  in  the  late  ‘90s. 
Jamie,  being  the  sex-crazed  uber- 
stud  that  he  is,  becomes  one  of  the 
first  reps  to  sell  it,  and  naturally 
makes  tons  of  money.  We  get  a 
few  interesting  glimpses  into  wild, 
doctor-prescribed  Viagra  parties 
(aka  “pajama  parties").  This  is 
the  source  of  Jake  Gyllenhaal’s 
best  humor  of  the  movie,  when  he 
experiences  one  of  the  rare  side- 
effects  of  Viagra  (“It  feels  like  a 


frozen  popsiclei”).  Once  again, 
it  could  have  been  explored  a 
little  more;  but  the  problem  with 
having  so  many  subjects  is  they 
all  tend  to  suffer,  and  this  was  no 
exception. 

After  pharmaceutical  sales, 
Maggie’s  disease,  and  Jamie’s  job 
performance,  :the  movie  settles 
down  a bit.  Finally,  the  writers 
start  to  focus  on  their  relationship, 
which  was  what  I thought  the 
movie  was  about  in  the  first  place. 
Maybe  they  finally  bought  some 
Zoloft. 

A tearful,  emotional  ending — 
that  may  or  may  not  remind  you 
of  every  romance  ever  written — 
leaves  you  with  the  lasting, 
life-affirming  memory  of  being 
bombarded  by  pictures  of  naked 
people.  And  yet  despite  a near- 
terminal  case  of  movie  ADD,  I 
actually  liked  it.  Overall  this  film 
is  funny,  sexy  and  irreverent.  It  is 
an  enjoyable — if  manic — movie, 
as  long  as  you  don’t  take  it  too 
seriously.

Through  Kimberly’s  story, 
author  Jean  Kwok,  who  also 
emigrated  from  Hong  Kong  as 
a young  girl,  brings  alive  the

in  America,  their  duty  to  their 
family,  and  their  own  persona! 
desires,  exposing  a world  that  we 
rarely  hear  about. 

What  I enjoyed  most  about  this 
book  was  its.  honesty.  Kimberly’s 
struggles  with  identity  are 
something  that  everyone  can 
relate  to,  not  just  on  the  high 
scale  of  immigration.  This  book 
really  helps  you  to  appreciate  the 
complexity  of  our  society  and 
how  overwhelming  it  must  be  to 
assimilate  to  the  American  culture 
from  a foreign  one. 

I would  highly  recommend  this 
book  to  anyone  who  is  interested 
in  learning  about  cultural 
experiences  as  well  as  reading  a 
well-written,  entertaining  story. 
This  book  has  something  for 
everyone:  romance,  adventure, 
true-life  experiences,  and 
emotional  climaxes.

As  an  independent  study 
project,  theater  students  Mark 
Parker,  Matt  Vuckovich  and 
Chance  Manzo  will  be  presenting 
a short  play  entitled  “Tape”  on 
Dec.  11. 

Originally  written  in  1999  by 
Stephen  Belber,  “Tape”  is  a drama 
that  takes  place  in  real  time  and  is 
about  a reunion  of  two  men  who 
had  been  friends  in  high  school 
When  the  conversation  turns  to  a 
girl  they  had  fought  over  in  high 
school  this  same  woman  meets 
with  them,  resulting  in  chaos. 

“It’s  very  different  from  what 
most  colleges  would  choose  for 
productions,”  said  Manzo,  who 
originally  suggested  the  play 
to  the  group.  “It  has  real  life 
situations  that  are  dealt  with  all 
the  time.” 

The  project  is  being  overseen 
by  theater  professor  Tammy 
Perkins,  who  says  this  is  her  first 
time  overseeing  an  independent 
study  project  that  involves 


directing  and  acting.  Because  she 
is  simply  overseeing  the  project, 
Perkins  says  that  she  is  not  too 
deeply  involved  and  that  she  is 
there  to  simply  make  sure  that  the 
students  meet  their  deadlines. 

While  Parker,  Vuckovich, 
and  Manzo  will  all  be  working 
on  technical  aspects,  Parker 
is  directing,  while  Manzo  and 
Vuckovich  are  two  of  the  stars 
of  the  production.  Fellow  theater 
student  Amanda  Perri  was  cast 
via  private  audition  for  the  only 
female  role  in  the  play. 

“It’s  such  a close  cast,”  said 
Vuckovich.  “There  are  only  three 
people  in  the  show,  so  you  really 
get  to  connect.” 

Having  directed  two  other 
plays  before,  Parker  is  very  well 
acquainted  with  directing.  In 
spring  ’09,  Parker  directed  “The 
Hardy  Boys  and  the  Mystery 
of  Wjiere  Babies  Come  From,” 
which  was  performed  at  the  One 
Acts  Festival  and  had  been  done 
in  partial  completion  of  Principles 
of  Directing,  a theater  class. 

Then  in  spring  ’10,  Parker  got 
to  direct  a longer  play,  “Over  the 


River  and  Through  the  Woods,” 
which  was  an  independent  study 
project  as  well. 

“I’ve  gotten  more  freedom 
each  time,”  Parker  said.  “It’s 
gotten  progressively  more  open 
for  me.” 

While  Manzo  is  no  stranger 
to  acting,  he  says  he  is  getting 
a big  introduction  to  technical 
theater.  He  played  major  roles  in 
the  spring  ’ 1 0 production  of  “One 
Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo’s  Nest” 
and  the  fall  ’10  production  of 
“The  Arabian  Nights.” 

To  complete  the  study,  all  three 
students  will  be  turning  in  papers 
at  the  end  of  the  semester  on  what 
they  learned  through  the  process 
of  independently  putting  on  a 
show. 

“I’m  so  proud  of  JJC  for 
offering  this  so  that  advanced 
students  can  push  themselves 
even  further,”  Perkins  said.
